School board opposes 


revenue unearmarking..@ 


‘The Shelby County Board of 

ucation is asking the state 
pean ‘to continue the ear- 
marking of education revenues.” 

According to a resolution sign- 
ed by board chairman Barbara 
H. Whitman and Charles A. 
Knowles, as secretary of the 
board, the board is on record as 
opposing the unearmarking of 
education funds ‘‘and further 
urges that the legislators of 
Alabama vote against such ef- 
forts in the interest of the 
children of this state. ’’ 


The Shelby County board’s 
resolution states that ‘‘legislation 
calling for the unearmarking of 
tax revenues pledged to education 
has been introduced in the 
Alabama Sate Legislature.’ 

The resolution would seem to 


» be at odds with a statement made 


Friday by. Speaker 
Alabama House of Represen- 
tatives, Joe McCorquodale who 
said there is no bill in the 
legislature calling for 
‘*unearmarking’’. He emphasiz- 
ed to a crowd of area Chamber of 
Commerce people and press 
representatives that the bill in the 
legislature is designed to give the 
public the opportunity to vote on 
whether or not they want the 
funds ‘‘unearmarked.’’ 


He predicted that any 
legislators who voted against giv- 
ing the people the right to vote on 
the issue would face difficulty in 
being re-elected. 


He feels the people will want to 
have the opportunity ‘‘to say how 
their tax money should be 
spent.’’

Sonny Moore has a petition 
with about 100 to 150 names on it 
opposing the City of Calera’s an- 
nexation plans. 

He also had a visit from some 
citizens who oppose Alabaster’s 
annexation plans, he told the 
Reporter Tuesday. 

Moore, who is the member of 
the House of Representatives in 
whose district the areas to be an- 
nexed lie, would be the person to 
introduce bills in the legislature 
calling for a vote of the people in 
those areas. 

He told the Reporter that he 
and Senator Lister Hill Proctor 
(who would have to introduce the 
bills in the Senate) sat down and 
talked over the proposed annexa- 
tions with various groups that 
have come to Montgomery. 

Moore said that neither he nor 
Proctor are opposed to any areas 
going into a city. But Moore said, 
he objects to the large scale an- 
nexation that the two cities have 
proposed. Calera’s size would in- 
crease by 600 percent and 
Alabaster would increase from 8 
square miles to 32 square miles if 
the present proposals win ap- 
proval at the polls.

drawing board and actually being 
built. 

A decision on the kindergarten 
program was one of the topics on 
the agenda last Tuesday when the 
board met at Riverchase School. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles said that all op- 
tions regarding the program had 
been studied to see if there was a 
way that would allow more 
students to attend kindergarten. 

However, after looking at the 
situation from all angles, the pre- 
sent lottery system was found to 
be the most feasible, he said. 

Knowles pointed out that when 
the kindergarten program was 
started, the state legislature was 
supposed to have increased the 
money until all five year olds 
would be served. 

Since that plan wasn’t carried 
out, Knowles told the board that 
a full day, full year attendance, 
was the best way to ensure a 
quality program. 

And the board went along with 
Knowles’ recommendation to 
keep the program in it’s present 
form. That means that in order 
for a child’s name to be drawn in 
the lottery, they must register 
April 24. 

Bringing Inverness School one 
step closer to reality, the 
superintendent asked the board 
for final approval of an applica- 


tion for a Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration loan. 

And they signed the papers 
which will provide $1.2 million to 
be added to the $1.3 million in 
state education bond money for 
the school’s construction. 

Payments of $11,000 at 5% in- 
terest will be made monthly over 
a 30 year period. 

It was noted that income on the 
half cent the board receives from 
the one cent sales tax that was 
passed last year, is averaging in 
excess of $80,000 a month at the 
present time. 

That, Knowles said, is the 
financial base for the loan which 
may be available as early as June 
1. 

In other action, the board 
voted to terminate the contract of 
Pelham High School industrial 
arts teacher Michael Haffner; ap- 
proved reinstating Odessa 
Jackson in her 7th grade 
classroom at Riverchase. 

They awarded Son and C the 
contract to repair roofing and 
flashing at Pelham High School 
at a cost of $5,755, and authoriz- 
ed an additional $3,000 to be ad- 
ded on to the $18,999 cost of 
repairing the roof on Montevallo 
Middle School. 

The board also passed a resolu- 
tion for the continuance of ear- 
marking state revenues. 


not be enthusiastic about in- 
troducing the bills as presently 
being advertised. ‘‘I would like to 
see Calera and Alabaster cut up 
their annexation plans in smaller 
portions,’’ he told the Reporter.

He said that Mayor Harold 
Rubin and a group from 
Alabaster came to Montgomery 
and met with him and Proctor 
after the bill was first advertised,

McManus sustained a shoulder 
injury, and the van driver, Robin 
Haag of Montevallo, received a 
bump on the forehead. 

Because of the way she handled 
the van after the collision, State 
Trooper Wiley Bibb commended 
Haag on her excellent driving. 

She was returning handicapped

Nation faces dilemma 


The cheerful remarks coming 
from President Ronald Reagan in 
his hospital room have kept up 
the spirits of the nation in these 
few days since an assassin’s bullet 
came close to killing him and 
three members of his party. 


We are forced to face anew the 
dilemma: How can we maintain 
an open and free republic and 
still protect our leaders from the 
bullets of the mentally disturbed 
or even from terrorists? 

Is our historical access to the 
President a luxury we can con- 
tinue to afford? 

President Reagan and his staff 
have seemed even more determin- 
ed than many of their 
predecessors to keep the doors 
open to the American public - to 
keeping them informed and to 
welcome discussion. 

It is bitter irony that this very 
openness led to the situation 
where an apparently mentally

Any of the above described 
persons holding as much as a 5 
percent interest in U.S. 
agricultural lands are required to 
file a report at the local county 
office of USDA's Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. 

Penalties of up to 25 percent of 
the land’s value may be levied for 
failure to report. 


News from the state capitol in Montgomery 


Representative Curtis Smith, 
who represents southwest Shelby 
County in the House, told the 
Reporter Tuesday that his district 
goes up to the proposed 
Alabaster annexation area, but 
does not include any of it. 

He said he would be interested 
in the annexation plans of 
Alabaster and Calera, as a 
member of the Shelby County 
delegation, but that he is not 
directly involved. His district 
ends at the south side of county 
highway 22. The proposed annex- 
ation is on the north side of that 
highway he noted. 

On the subject of the two bills 
being considered from the Shelby 
County Board of Education, 
Smith indicated he would pro- 
bably look with favor on the bill 
having to do with the superinten- 
dent’s expense allowance. He 
said the allowance has been paid 
for several years, and the board 
did not know it required 
legislative approval. The present 
bill just rectifies the past mistake, 
he said. 

On the proposal to use the 
half-cent county sales tax to back 
a bond issue to build Inverness 
School, Smith said he does not 


have enough information to 
make a comment, 

Smith added that he was pleas- 
ed the legislature passed the death 
penalty bill.

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The executive vice president of 
the Alabama Safety Council, Inc. 
stated last week that his organiza- 
tion opposes the bill pending in 
the Alabama Legislature which 
would allow truckers to pull dou- 
ble trailers. 

Frank Thiemonge, Jr. of Mon- 
tgomery told a public hearing at 
the state capitol that the council 
opposes the bill because of the 
dangers involved. He also said 
that the extra trailers would cause 
additional wear and tear on the 
state’s highways. 

Thiemonge said Alabama 
Highway Department statistics 
show that 3,125 bridges were un- 
safe last year. 

More than 30,000 miles of 
highways need rebuilding or 
resurfacing, Thiemonge said. He 
added that this problem would be 
greater if larger trucks are allow- 
ed to travel on the state’s roads. 

Pointing out the unsafe aspects 
of larger trucks, Thiemonge said 
it would take a vehicle traveling 
at 65 miles per hour at least one-

half mile to pass a tandem truck 
rig traveling at the 55-mile-per- 
hour speed limit. 

An opponent of the bill allow- 
ing two trailers to be pulled on 
Alabama highways stated, ‘The 
damage caused to human lives by 
heavy trucks is already too ap- 
parent. Why aggravate the pro- 
blem by allowing heavier and 
longer trucks on our highways?’’ 

On Monday, March 23, the 
Alabama Journal spoke out

“The trucking industry has 
been trying for years to convince 
the Alabama Legislature to pass a 
bill increasing the allowable 
length of tractor-trailer rigs.

An independent financial study 
shows there is a lack of centraliz- 
ed planning or coordination in 
Alabama’s revenues and expen- 
ditures, 

The report, commissioned by 
the newly formed Alabama 
Public Affairs Research Council, 
was presented to members of the 
Senate Finance and Taxation 
Committee and the House Ways 
and Means Committee Wednes- 
day during a rare joint session of 
the two, 

Prepared by the accounting 
firm of Price Waterhouse, the 
report compiles the revenues and 
expenditures of state government 
in a fashion not heretofore col- 
lected, said Jim North, president 
of APARC. 

“State government is by far the 
largest industry we have in 
Alabama. One of the most strik- 
ing aspects of the study was the 
tremendous difficulty Price 
Waterhouse had in getting this in- 


formation together,’’ said the 
Birmingham attorney. 
“You would expect it to be 


available in the state’s annual 
report, but we discovered incon- 
sistencies in reporting, no cross 
references, and nowhere in one 
place was a description of the 
revenues of the state or expen- 
ditures of these revenues by func- 
tion,"’ said North. 

The legislature, said North, 
needs to know the information in 
the report, such as ‘‘Alabama 
receives 32 percent of its 
operaling revenue from the 
federal government. 

North also pointed out that on- 
ly two percent of the expenditures 
of the state are utilized for the 
state’s economic development. 
“Other states provide more. This 
needs to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the legislature.”’ 

Speaking on APARC, North 
said the legislature lacks a 
research staff which can conduct 
independent objective research 
on problems facing state govern- 
ment ‘tand we think this may 
provide a vehicle for that, 

‘This is a non-political 
Organization composed of a 
broad spectrum of Alabamians 
who want to improve state 
government and compete more 
successfully with other growing 
States in the Sunbelt,’’ he said. 

APARC is modeled after the 
Public Affairs Research Council 
of Louisiana which has been 
highly successful in helping the 
operation of state government. 

“*We will not lobby for bills in 
the legislature,’’ said North. 
“What we want to form is a 
highly qualified research staff to 
go into the problems, then pre- 
sent the results of that research to 
the legislature. With the help of 
the media, we also hope to per- 
form an educational service for 
the public,”’ 

The Price Waterhouse study is 
the first effort of the group, 
which intends to expand. its 
membership and to raise private 
funds for its proiects.

One of the good things about 
this type of hunting, he says, is 
that you can spend as little or as 
much time as you want at it. He 
averages about 4 to 8 hours a 
week, he says. 

Whenever he has a little time, 
he picks up his metal detector and 
heads for a place where people 
congregate. Parks and school 
grounds are good hunting places, 
he says, as well as areas around 
athletic fields. 

The detector he uses can detect 
coins down as far as 4 to 5 inches. 
When the detector registers he 
takes out an ice pick and sinks it 
in the ground to see if he can find 
the metal. If he finds it, then he 
uses a long bladed knife to cut the 
ground neatly and reaches down 
to pick up the coin or piece of 
metal. 

He carefully replaces the piece 
of earth and grass that he has 
taken out. 

“Treasure hunters give the 
hobby a bad name when they 
leave holes,’’ Hudgins told the 
Reporter, 

It takes a coin from one to five 
years to sink into the ground an 
inch, he said, depending on the 
condition of the soil. 

His detector also locates relics 
of metal. Hudgins says that many 
people used the detectors to 
search for historical objects, and 
that several such objects have 
turned up in the Shelby County 
Area.

»Confederate veteran’s 


grave marked by family

Several Shelby County 
cemeteries now boast markers for 
Civil War soldiers. After the 
Shelby County Historical Society 
gathered necessary information 
and ordered the markers, Boy 
Scout troops and the National 
Guard helped to distribute them. 
Churches, cities and families are 
placing them at graves. 

With the appearance of these 
markers, some families are learn- 
ing for the first time that an 
ancestor fought in the Civil War. 
Other families are becoming 
more interested in their family 
histories. 

One of these markers, creating 
interest in the Chelsea area, is at 
the grave of Nipper Chesley 
Shirley in the Pleasant Valley 
Cemetery. 

It was set by Dan Woods, 
whose wife Melinda is a great 
granddaughter of Shirley, and 
Cecil Hodgens, a grandson of the 
Civil War soldier. 

The Woods have begun resear- 
ching the Shirley family line. 
Their earliest information is on 
Mrs. Woods’ great, great, great 
grandfather, Nipper Shirley, who 
was born 1780 in Virginia and 
fought in the War of 1812. 

This Nipper Shirley married 


: Nancy Spruell and migrated to 


‘South Carolina. 


His son, 


Jonathan N. Shirley, born 1806, 
- married Sarah Weldon. They had 
- sons William and Nipper Chesley 
- Shirley who migrated to Georgia 
then to Shelby County, Alabama

UM dedicates 
baseball field 


A capital fund-raising project 
that was three years in the mak- 
ing culminates Monday, April 6, 
with the dedicaiton of the Kermit 
A. Johnson Baseball Field at the 
University of Montevallo.

A 17-3 thrashing of Kalamazoo 
College, an 8-2 romp over the 
University of West Florida in 
their Southern States Conference 
opener, and a rousing 10-9 come- 
from-behind win over West 
Florida had Falcon hopes high, 
heading into Saturday’s en- 
counter with archrival 
Birmingham-Southern College. 

But all the good things quit 
happening that day, as Southern 
pasted the Falcons 9-2 and 13-2, 
and the bad things continued 
Sunday as well, Montevallo fall- 
ing to Tuskegee Institute 9-1 and 
5-4. 

The Falcons, 18-5 entering this 
week, tried to snap out of it Mon- 
day against Kalamazoo, and will 
be back at the friendly confines 
of Falcon Field Wednesday and 
Thursday against St. Xavier Col- 
lege; Saturday against Spring Hill 
College and next Monday against 


Livingston University. All are 


doubleheaders, Wednesday at 6 
p.m., Thursday at noon, and 
Saturday and Monday at 6 p.m. 

The Falcons will be out to 
recapture their winning ways, 
especially their remarkable hit- 
ting that had produced a .414 
team batting average prior to the 
losing streak. 

Against Kalamazoo, the 
Falcons banged out 19 hits, in-

year by Mike Dunn. Greg Key, 
batting over .500, had four hits in 
the same game and scored four 
runs, 

In the first West Florida game, 
Dunn paced an 11-hit attack with 
two singles and a double and 
three RBI. 

In the second West Florida 
game, Dunn and Nelson Garcia 
each had three hits, but it was 
Ron Potter’s dramatic two-out, 
two-run homer in the last of the 
fifth that climaxed a comeback 
from a 9-4 deficit and gave the 
Falcons the win. 

Against Birmingham- 
Southern, the Falcons could 
manage only 11 hits in the entire 
twinbill, while ’Southern was 
banging out seven home runs. 
Perhaps the most seious blow was 
the broken wrist suffered by Pot- 
ter when he slipped and fell back- 
ing up first base, putting the 
Falcons’ first-string catcher out 
of action for four to five weeks.

11 rules change 
for H.S. athletes 


Eleven of 27 proposals 
representing concerns of member 
schools were passed by the 
Legislative Council of the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association at its recent March 
meeting. 

A two-thirds vote was required 
for passage of a proposal by the 
32-member Council, which is 
comprised of four District Board 
members from each of the eight 
AHSAA athletic districts over the 
state. 

The Legislative Council, the 
rules-making body of the 
AHSAA, obtained the sentiments 
of member schools from a vote of 
the schools on the proposals prior 
to the annual meeting to consider 
legislation. 

A synopsis of the 11 proposals 
which passed are as follows: 

(1) Five officials will be used in 
all football playoff games; 

(2) All-star football playes and 
coaches will be selected by region 
alignment rather than district 
alignment; 

(3) Spring football practice 
may be held 18 days of any 
30-uay calendar period any time 
during the second semester; 

(4) A starting date will be set 
for practice to begin in all sports; 

(5) Zone lines for eligibility 
purposes for private and 
parochial member schools will be 
limited to the municipality in 
which the school is located or to 
the county lines if located in the 
county; 

(6) No member school shall 
play a contest with a private 
school which does not join the 
AHSAA; 

(7) After the Central Board 
classifies schools, there shall be 
no changes in a_ school’s 
classification until the next 
classification period; 

(8) All member school shall 
receive voting results of their 
district board and the total vote 
by schools statewide on all pro- 
posals; 

(9) All coaches who have serv- 
ed 25 or more years will receive a 
permanent pass for himself and 
one other to all Alabama high 
school athletic contests; 

(10) Baseball playoffs in 1982 
will be played one week later 
(beginning May 6-7-8 and con- 
cluding May 21-22); 

(11) Girls volleyball region sites 
in Class A, 2A and 3A will be 
determined the same way as boys 
basketball region sites are (region 
finals are played at the sites of the 
area tournaments and alternated 
each year).

Lions Club has bank 


which can restore sight 


Pledging one’s eyes on death to 
the Alabama Lions Eye Bank for 
sight-restoring corneal transplant 
operations is a simple procedure. 

Doyce Williams, Director of 
the Alabama Lions Eye Bank, ex- 
plains that the first step is to 
secure an eye donor pledge card 
from any Lions Club member in 
the state. The prospective donor 
merely fills in his name and ad- 
dress on the card, signs it, and 
mails it to the eye bank. Upon 
receipt of the donor card the eye 
bank sends a pocket identifica- 
tion card to the donor. Williams 
Suggests eye donors keep this 
identification card with their 
drivers’ licenses or other inden- 
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tification, so that it would be 
readily seen in the event of ac- 
cidental death. 


The next step, he said, is the 
most important one -- that of 
notifying other members of the 
donor’s family, his close friends, 
and his family doctor of his in- 
tentions to donate his eyes. 
Without their co-operation, said 
Williams, it is unlikely that the 
donor’s wish will every be carried 
out. It is of vital importance, he 
said, that the eye bank be notified 
promptly after the death of a 
donor, because his eye tissue 
must be removed within six hours 
after death if it is to be used in a

As far as Darrel Holcombe 
knows, he has a one of a kind 
house in Shelby County. > 


It’s a dome structure, located 
on a hilltop on County Road 26 
between Alabaster and Colum- 
biana. 

On Sunday, the 20 year old 
bachelor held open house. And 
approximately 100 friends and 
relatives drove up the narrow dirt 
road behind Wildwood Chapel to 
see the unusual dwelling. 


Most young men wouldn’t 
want to take on the task of 
building a home as soon as they 
graduated from high school. 


But that’s exactly what 
Holcombe wanted to do. And he 
even had the land to build it on. 

Certain that he wanted to stay 
in this area after graduation, 
Holcombe had purchased two 
acres from his father when he was 
16. 
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Dome built on hilltop 


Explaining why he chose the 
dome design, he said he saw a 
Picture of the structure in 
Popular Science magazine and 
liked it because it was 
“‘different.”’ 

When he started looking 
around for a firm who did that 
type of construction, Holcombe 
reported that he found a firm in 
Montgomery. 

So arrangements were made 
after Holcombe graduated from 
Thompson High School, and the 
dome went up within a week. 


During the next two years, 
Holcombe, who works with his 
father in the construction 
business, spent whatever time he 
could spare working on the shell. 

So it only cost him $24,000, 
Holcombe related, to build a 
home which has been appraised 
at $42,000. 

The three level dwelling has 
1,360 square feet of living area 
which includes a living room, 


dining room, kitchen, bedroom 
and bath and.a half on the main 
floor. 

On the upper level is a spare 
bedroom and an area where 
Holcombe pursues his musical in- 
terest on his electric guitar. 

The home also boasts a base- 
ment which will eventually be us- 
ed as a game room. 

If he decides to expand, 
Holcome explained that it’s 
possible to add on more domes. 

Since the young builder envi- 
sioned the home he was going to 
live in while he was still in high 
school, he started buying fur- 
niture then. 

And when guests arrived Sun- 
day, they found the home com- 
pletely furnished with contem- 
porary pieces. 

In addition to the money he 
saved from working with his 
father and as night manager at a 
supermarket, Holcombe also 
took out a bank loan to finance 
the construction of his home.

Effective April 15, the 
Alabama State Parks Division, 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, will initiate a 
park host program this summer 
in eight of its campgrounds 
statewide, and there may be an 
ideal spot for you. 

Park hosts live in campgrounds 
for a month as official Alabama 
State Park representatives. They 
greet campers, help them find 
campsites and get settled, provide 
information about the park and 
surrounding area, and are 
available to provide information 
in case of emergencies. However, 
hosts are not asked to enforce 
rules and regulatons, or collect 
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any fees. 

An individual or couple may 
act as host. There is no salary. 
But, in return for their volunteer 
efforts, the Division provides a 
campsite free of charge. Hosts 
provide their own camping equip- 
ment.

must register this month 


With the lottery system for 
choosing kindergarten students 
still in effect, children who are 
eligible to attend must. be 
registered this month.

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County votes *350,000 


for new office space 


The Shelby County Commis- 
sion voted Monday to borrow 
$350,000 for constructing new 
county office space. 

Bonds broker Tunstall Perry of 
Birmingham and the county’s 
financial advisor, J.I. Harrison 
of Columbiana were at the 
special meeting to advise on how 
to sell bonds in that amount. 

The bonds were authorized ina 
$2.4 million issue in 1977 when 
the financing of the jail was re- 
done. Not all of it was used, and 
the $350,000 is the unspent 
amount. 


Bonds to repay the loan will be 
guaranteed from the road and 
bridge fund. 

No decision was reached on 
what offices would use the 
building, or where the building 
would be placed, but discussion 
centered on county property that 
faces College Street and joins the 
present courthouse parking lot. 


A second special meeting was 
called for Thursday afternoon to 
discuss details. Some of the 
money will have to be used on 
repairs to existing buildings. 


At an earlier meeting commis- 
sioners had voted to renovate the 
old jail for offices. A CETA 


grant was obtained for labor to 
renovate the area, but the com- 
mission later decided the project 


would be too costly. Since the old 
jail is almost fireproof, commis- 
sioners are now thinking ti would 


be ideal for housing old county 
official records. Very little expen- 
diture would be required to get 
the space ready for that use, they 
indicated. 


Columbiana getting cable TV 


As soon as they get approval 
from Alabama Power and South 
Central Bell, Omni Cable TV 
Company will start putting up 
cable in Columbiana. 

According to company 
representative David Haight, he 
expects the system to be 
operating in September or Oc- 
tober. 

After the council listened to 
Haight expand on what his 
brother, also an Omni employee, 
had said at a previous meeting, 
they voted in favor of giving Om- 
ni the franchise. 

However, the approval is sub- 
ject to the franchise agreement 
being okayed by the city’s at- 
torney. 

The basic package will cost 
subscribers $8.25 a month with 
an additional $9.25 being charged 


“fdr other options such as Home 


Box Office. 

Eighteen stations are available 
now, Haight reported, but the 
system will eventually carry 35 
channels, he said. 

He also mentioned local ac- 
cess, noting that sports events 
and council meetings could be 
televised. 

Strand mapping, which in- 
cludes a house count and measur- 
ing the distance between poles, 
has been completed in 
Montevallo, Haight noted, and 
will now be getting underway in 
Columbiana. 

The next step is for the power 
and phone company to designate 
the poles to which the cable can 
be attached. 

The company offered to post a 
performance bond which will be 
surrendered to the city if 80% of 
the work isn’t completed within a 
year. 

Business at the Thursday 
meeting was sparse. One of the 
few issues discussed concerned 
mobile homes. 

A request for placing that type 


of dwelling on German Hill was 
brought to the council’s atten- 
tion. 

But it was agreed to hold off 
on making a decision until after 
the panel has a chance to study 
the county Planning and Zoning 
manuel. 

It was mentioned, however, 
that placing a mobile home in 
some areas, would help to 
upgrade the community. 

The panel approved Street 


Superintendent James Palmer’s 
request to purchase a mud pump 
with the stipulation that he not 
pay over $600. 

Palmer said he had the oppor- 
tunity to buy the used pump, 
noting that a new one would cost 
between $1,000 and $1,200. 

In other business, Coun- 
cilwoman Jessie Jones was nam- 
ed to be the city’s representative 
on the Birmingham Regional 
Planning Commission.

The list of unpaid tax 
assessments for 1979 and 1980 
appears in this issue of the Shelby 
County Reporter. 

The list was compiled under ex- 
ceedingly trying circumstances, 
according to Tax Collector Fay 
Quick. The continuing tax reap- 
praisal program of the last 
several years, which resulted in 
massive confusion in the tax 
records was the major problem in 
assembling the list. 


Last year, in fact, was the first 
year in memory that no such list 
was published. Some 12,000 er- 
rors were found and+corrected, 
making it impossible to have a 
tax sale in 1979. About 1,500 er- 
rors were found in 1980. 

The Shelby County Reporter 
did not receive the copy until 
Saturday morning. The printing 
of the list is the best we could do 
in the limited time at our 
disposal.

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Study seeks answers 


to teen pregnancies 


The alarming increase in teenage pregnancy in Shelby County 
prompted a group in Montevallo to look into why it was happen- 
ing. 

In the spring of 1980, the Shelby County Health Council’s 
Teenage Pregnancy Prevention Committee conducted a study 
among parents of students at the Montevallo Middle School. The 
results have been released this week. 

The purpose of the survey was to ascertain what parents had 
taught their children at home in the area of family life education, 
and what the parents wanted teachers to reinforce at school. 

Demographic questions were also asked to ascertain the survey 
population’s status. The stability of the Montevallo community 
was the reason it was chosen as representative. 

The committee is now ready to share the results with the parents 
at a meeting scheduled for April 21 at 7 p.m. in the Montevallo 
High School auditorium, according to Jeanette Merijanian, R.N. a 
committee member. 

Speaking at the meeting will be Dr. Paul Perry, M.D. OB Gyn; 
Ron Stutts, Director of Shelby County Health Department; and 
clergy and teachers from Montevallo. 

Discussion will center on options available to deal with the pro- 
blem and future directions. 

The findings of the survey are: 


1) All families contacted and were very helpful. Some had moved 
or changed phones so we were unable to locate them. Also, some 
declined to participate because their child had left Montevallo Mid- 
dle School, but the remainder were mothers who were very helpful. 

2) 53% of the mothers felt it was the family’s responsibility to 
teach Family Life in the home. 44% preferred the responsibility to 
be shared by the home and the school. 

3) The mothers differed on the age to begin teaching family life - 
some feeling it should begin at birth and others at 15 years of age, 
with most feeling 9-11 was the best age. 

4) 74% of the mothers felt both parents should teach this at 
home. 24% felt the mother should. 

5) 54% of the mothers felt their children were very 
knowledgeable or somewhat knowledgeable in this area. Only one 
felt her child knew nothing in this area. 

6) 50% of the mothers believe their children learn about this 
from all areas such as T.V., classes, peers, siblings, parents and 
books. 18% felt T.V. played the largest role. 11% felt parents 
played the largest role. , 

7) 55% felt there was a teenage pregnancy problem. 31% did not. 
15% don’t know, 

8) 26% knew someone involved in a pregnancy. 48% felt it 
wasn’t likely their child or their friends would be involved in a 
pregnancy. 21% felt it not too likely. 24% felt it somewhat likely. 
8% felt it very likely. 

9) When asked what topics they had taught at home, the mothers 
responded: 


Hadtaught Wanted taught 
at school 
Growth and Development 16% 96% 
Interpersonal Development 80% 85% 
Decision Making & Value Clarification 93% 96% 
Moral Development 93% 92% 
Pregnancy and Childbirth 80% 91% 
Pregnancy Prevention 57% 88% 
Venereal Disease 65% 93% 
Sexual Feelings 66% 81% 
Sexual Activity 67% 93% 


10) 81 percent-felt there should be a community program for 
parents in teaching Family Life at home. 

11) 70 percent said they would attend. 

12) People had lived in this area: 18% less than 5 years; 50% 20 
years; 64% 28 years, etc. 

») The average age range was: 6% under 29; 50% between 30 
and 40. 

14) 81% were currently married. 

15) 48% were not working; 39% were working full time; 13% 
were working part time. 

16) The educational background of the mothers: 80% had 11 
years of school; 20% more than high school. 

17) 94% of this group was Protestant; 73% Baptist; 
Methodist. 

18) 62% white and 37% non-white. 

19) Income levels: 14% 0-5,000; 17% 5-10,000; 26% 10-15,000; 
- 15-20,000; 10% 20-25,000; 5% 25-30,000; 9% 30,000 and 
above.

‘Fight creationists, 


before it’s too late’ 


The scientific creationism bill 
and recent attempts to remove 
certain public school textbooks 
are signs of a potentially omnious 
resurgence of threats to freedom 
of thought and expression in 
Alabama and the nation, Univer- 
sity of Montevallo President 
James F. Vickrey, Jr., told 
Alabama librarians Friday at the 
annual meeting. 

Periodic threats to freedom of 
thought, recur often in American 
history, he said. And, because of 
the still small number of activists 
leading the current resurgence, 
education leaders, editors, 
reporters, librarians and others 
concerned with freedom of 
thought should fight back now 
**before it’s too late,’’ he added. 

“The point is that the book- 
banners and -burners are still 
very much with us, and just 
because they are still laying 
relatively low here in Alabama 
and just because public school 
and college libraries in our state 
haven’t been visibly attacked 
recently is no reason to forget 
that continuing reality in the 
history of intellectual freedom in 
America,’’ the Montevallo presi- 
dent said. 


Sponsors of the scientific crea- 
tionism bill are well-meaning, he 
said, ‘‘but they are wrong, 
sincerely wrong, but wrong, 
nonetheless.’’ 

*‘And those of us in public 
education who think we see the 
isa@fes more broadly than they, 
who recognize the full implica- 
tions of what they are trying to 
do, had better speak out now, 
while their collective force is still 
resistible.”’ 

Passage of the scientific crea- 
tionism bill, he added, ‘‘would 
open a Pandora’s Box of tinker- 
ing with the teaching of students 
in our public schools.”’ 


If the scientific creationists are 
successful, he said, they almost 
surely will try to review books in 
the school libraries and under- 
take other efforts at censorship 
of thought. They also will likely 
try to become involved in teacher 
education. 

‘*And, ladies and gentlemen, 
once they get serious about 
teacher education, then it will be 
more than obvious that we in 
higher education do, indeed, 
have a stake in the outcome jn 
‘Scopes Trial II.’’’

A lot of people are doing 
genealogical research now at the 


county library, according to 
county librarians. 
Several researchers from 


around the county have been 
coming in to view film of census 
records on the library’s microfilm 
reader. And as one librarian 
pointed out, ‘‘At this time of 
year, a lot of people from out-of- 
State are traveling through and 
come by to do research on Shelby 
County,”’ 

Ruby Cuzzort Payne of Col- 
umbiana is one of the regular 
researchers at the Shelby County 
Library. She is looking up several 
lines of both her husband’s fami- 
ly and her own, ‘I’m hooked on 
genealogical research,”’ she says. 

She has already compiled a 
photocopied book on one of her 
family lines, the Cuzzort family 
of Blount County, 

Two Shelby County families 
she is now tracing are the Paynes 
and the Gardners, 

“‘The Gardners are my hus- 
band’s mother’s father’s fami- 
ly,’’ she says. Her research on 
this family led her to become ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Eva Mae 
Wortham of Harpersville who is 
also ‘“‘working on the Gardners.’’ 
The two ladies discovered that 
Mrs. Wortham is a very distant 
relative of Mrs. Payne’s husband 


Calbert, on the Gardner side. 
They have deducted that the 
Gardners were early settlers to 


the county, coming here 
sometime in the 1800s. 

Mrs, Payne has learned that 
the Payne family came to Shelby 
County around 1900 from 
Talladega County. ‘‘And as far 
as I can tell now, they came to 
Talladega from: Georgia,’’ she 
says. 

In doing her research, she talks 
a lot to older family members, 
she says, then tries to verify 
things they tell her with 
documents and legal records. ‘‘I 
depend a lot on marriage, census 
and cemetery records,”’ she of- 
fered. 

At the county library she has 
found old newspapers, 
typescripts by county historians 
and published books to be very 
helpful. ‘‘They have a lot of 
books on various counties,’’ she 
noted. The library also borrows 
microfilm of census records for 
her, and other interested persons, 
to come in and view. 

Other genealogical research 
material at the library includes 
‘Alabama Census Returns (1820)’ 
in’ printed form,’ along with 
‘Earliest Shelby County Alabama 
Marriages’, ‘Shelby County 
Cemetery Census’ and several 
other printed manuscripts on the 
history of various areas of the 
county. Also available for view- 
ing on microfilm are copies of ap- 
proximately 20 different 
newspapers dating from the early 
1800s.

‘Pelham has no place for dog track’ 


Open letter to members of Shelby 
County legislative delegation: 

You are probably receiving 
considerable input concerning the 
proposed Pelham dog track, May 
I add, for your consideration, my 
views on the subject? 

My reasons for opposing such 
an enterprise are not so much 
based on moral judgments as on 
simple geography: Pelham just 
doesn’t offer a suitable location 
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for a dog track -- one where 
citizens would not be disturbed 
by the noise and activity, 

I am told by Mayor Dunaway 
there is virtually no chance that 
the City Council could adopt and 
enforce a noise ordinance. This, 
he says, is due to the expense of 
acquiring equipment necessary to 
measure noise levels and the dif- 
ficulty of monitoring such distur- 
bances. It wouldn’t seem right, 
though, for a city to permit the 
incursion of this type of venture 
if officials would be unable to 
control the noise it would 
generate. 

Pelham, like most of the North 
Shelby area, is a family-oriented 
community; consequently, the 


noise factor alone is enough to 
cause me great concern. | feel, 
further, that there would be the 
potential for other, more serious 
problems if a track is ever put in- 
to operation here. 

In case you might be swayed by 
last year’s petition calling for a 
dog track election, I'd like to 
point out that a majority of the 
200+ names on it belong to 
persons who do not live in 
Pelham. According to Mayor 
Dunaway, many of those who 
signed the petition want a track 
here so they can participate in 
dog racing closer to home. It

Young men face trial 


in killing as adults 


The two Montevallo men 
charged with the December 24 
murder of Mrs. M.L. Orr Sr. 
were denied youthful offender 
status Monday. 

Eighteen year old Victor Ken- 
nedy and Darrell Grayson, 19, 
will both be tried as adults when 
their cases come to trial June 1. 

The plea entered by both men 
was not guilty and not guilty by 
reason of insanity. 

District Attorney Billy Hill said 
that the capital offense case on 
the two suspects will be tried 
first.

penalty. Other charges against 
the two are for murder, rape and 
robbery.

It is hard for me to reconcile 
the council members’ claim that 
the city is in dire need of addi- 
tional revenue, in view of the fact 
that some industries (such as 
Moore-Handley) are granted tax- 
exempt status. However, since 
this provision of the Wallace- 
Cater Act may have been effected 
by a previous administration, the 
budget may be as tight as they 
contend. If so, I for one would 
consider an increase in the ad 
valorem millage or sales tax more 
palatable than a dog track. The 
retail business being what it is in 
Pelham, another one-cent sales 
tax, such as Alabaster has, 
should help boost local revenue 
considerably. My point is that 
there should be ways of solving 
this problem without resorting to 
something that is incompatible 
with a suburban area such as 
ours. 

On the surface, of course, pro- 
viding for an election would ap- 
pear to be the democratic thing to 
do. But, are you aware that the 
resolution now before you was 
adopted by the Pelham council 
after one or two citizens, during a 
council meeting, requested an 
election on the matter? I would 
hardly call this a mandate. 

So, for the reasons I have 
outlined, I hope that you and the 
other delegation members will 
not introduce a bill calling for an 
election on the dog track pro- 
posal.

On courthouse space °

County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden has been talk- 
ing about office space for county 
functions almost from the day he 
took office four years ago. 

At first he announced a plan to 
move the food stamp offices into 
the community facilities building, 
and transfer some courthouse of- 
fices into the food stamp space. 
That met with such strong pro- 
tests that he backed off. (The en- 
tire DPS staff lined the walls of 
‘the commission ofice to object). 
Later, he suggested charging rent 
to the federal agencies that oc- 
cupy space in the courthouse. 
Eventually, two of them started 
paying rent. 

At least two private individuals 
presented plans for building an 
Agri-Center building on county 
property and leasing it to the 
county for a 20-year period. One 
developer drew detailed plans, 
showing where all the agriculture- 
related agencies could be located. 
The individuals would have 
borne the cost of the building, 
but the county would have pro- 


evided all maintenance, and would 


have owned it in 20 years. 
Snowden favored that ap- 
proach, arguing that if all the 
agriculture offices were removed 
from the courthouse, it would 
loosen up space for the other of- 


. efices. 


But the commissioners did not 
want to tie themselves down to 
that plan, partly because of cost 
factors. 

Snowden at one time had the 
county planner, Paul Owen, 
measure all the office spaces and 
suggest ways that certain offices 
could be moved or rearranged. 
No one wanted to move, and 
Snowden backed off. 

The jail on the third floor of 
the courthouse annex was emp- 
tied when the new spacious jail 
opened. The reappraisal program 
took over the office space in the 
old jail. But even though the 
commission paid a contractor to 
remove the bars and the cells at 
once, nothing further was done 
with the old jail. 

The board of education offices 
were vacated in the annex when 
the board moved to the former 
Columbiana Elementary School. 

The district attorney took over 
that space and had it remodeled 
almost before the commission 
was aware of it. 

Little by little, offices were 
built into the back of the food 
stamp building; for the county 
forester, the soil conservation of- 


fice, and for drivers license 
testing. 
The Farmers Home Ad- 


ministration needed space for a 
new regional office, but grew 
‘tired of waiting for a decision 


When I was growing up in a 
rural section of New York State, 
my mother made a real produc- 
tion of spring cleaning.

The tax reappraisal meant that 
large map books had to be 
available for public use, and 
several more workers and files 
were added. 

The board of registrars, which 
had registered voters from a desk 
in the courthouse lobby fay years, 
wanted a room and telephone of 
its own and got it. Now it wants 
more space, even though the 
voter list is going on computer. 

Through it all, the tax collec- 
tor’s space did not increase until 
recently when a _ remodeled 
broom closet off the lobby was 
made available> The tax collector 
has never had a private office. 

But is a $350,000 new building 
the solution? 

This reporter hopes the commi- 
sioners think twice before com- 
mitting all the bond money to a 
new building. As long as there is 
space, a bureaucracy will fill it. 


Government is cutting back at ~ 


all levels, in staffs and programs. 
Could it be that more space will 
open up in existing offices? 

On the other hand, Shelby 
County is still growing, although 
the growth now is much less than 
it was because of the economic 
slowdown in housing. 

Computerization and 
microfilm could be used more ex- 
tensively than they are and thus 
eliminate the need for storage of 
records in prime space. 

Whatever happened to the 
overall governmental ‘campus’ 
plan that was drawn up at the 
time the new jail was designed? 
That plan proposed a separate 
‘judicial building’ and outlined a 
nice way to tie together all the 
county buildings into one unit. 
Even if the idea of a judicial 
building is too expensive, at least 
that overall plan should be recon- 
sidered as one way to avoid a 
hodgepodge of small inefficient 
scattered buildings. ~ | 

There is also the idea of 
building a second floor on the 
Community Facilities Building, 
which was built with that in 
mind. 

Whatever the commissioners 
decide, we will have to live with it 
for many years. We certainly 
hope they will consider all the op- 
portunities, and ask for advice 
from those who will use the 
space, as well as from expert 
designers.

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Governor calls on private enterprise 


‘Solve unemployment , hire one worker’ 


Governor Fob James has called 
for private employers in the state 
to mobilize and provide jobs for 
welfare recipients. ’ 

**We are making a concen- 
trated effort to place the 
unemployed men and women of 
this state into a working environ- 
ment,’’ James stated. ‘Private 
enterprise can solve Alabama’s 
economic problems.”’ 

Through the ‘*Employer 
Digest,’’ published by the 
Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, Governor 
James has asked Alabama’s ap- 
proximately 66,600 private 
employers to hire one additional 
worker. In that event, Alabama’s 
unemployment rate would be 
reduced to about 5.4 percent. Ap- 
proximately $8.9 million in wages 
would be generated each week if 
each worker were paid at the legal 
minimum rate. As these dollars 
are placed into circulation, more 
jobs will be created.

By placing job orders with the 
State Employment Service, 
employers may become eligible 
for special financial assistance if 
they hire someone who is receiv- 
ing welfare aid: 

(1) Employers may be reim- 
bursed for up to half of the 
workers’ wages during a specified 
training period under the on-the- 
job training provisions of the 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). 

(2) Targeted Jobs Tax Credit 
(TJTC) allows employers to 
claim a federal income tax credit 
of up to $4,500 over a two-year 
period. 

(3) The Work Incentive Pro- 
gram (WIN) allows employers to 
claim both a tax credit and train- 
ing reimbursement. The savings 
can amount to as much as $3,000 
per person for the first year.

The compensation of 
each member of the Comission shall 
be five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 
month. One (1) member of said Com- 
mission shall be required to be in at- 
tendance af each racing event and 
said designated member shall receive 
an additional Fifty Dollars ($50.00) per 
diem while engaged in the perfor- 
mance of his duties. The above sums 
shall be paid out of the funds in the 
municipal treasury deposited to the 
credit of the Racing Commission, and 
shall be paid to the Commissioners in 
the same manner as the compensa- 
tion of other municipal officers is 
paid. 

Section 5. The Finance Director or 
other chief fiscal officer of the 
municipality shall be ex-officio 
treasurer of the Racing Commission, 
and shail collect ali the license fees, 
taxes, and monies provided in this 
Act, and shall supervise, check and 
audit the operation of the parimutuel 
wagering pools and the cc.,duct and 
distribution thereof. 

Section 6. The Racing Commission 
shall have the authority to employ 
legal counsel! of its selection to ad- 
vise the Commission and represent it 
in all proceedings. The compensation 
of such counsel shall be paid out of 
the general tund of the Municipality 
in which said track or tracks may be 
located. 

Section 7. it shall be the duty o! the 
Racing Commission to carry out the 
provisions of this Act; and it shall 
have the following specific duties: 

(1) To fix and set dates upon which 
race meetings may be held or 
operated. 

(2) To make an annual report to the 
governing body of the Municipality of 
its operation, showing its own ac- 
tions and rulings, and receipts deriv- 
@d under the provisions of this Act, 
and such suggestions as it may deem 
proper for the more eflective ac- 
Complishment of the purpose of this 
Act, 

(3) To require each applicant to set 
forth on his application tor a license 
to operate a race meeting the follow. 
ing information: 

(a) The full name of the person, 
partnership, association, 
tion, and if a corporation, the name of 


members, and i! an association or 
corporation, tm mames of the 
stockholders and officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation or (he names 
of the members, officers and direc- 
tors of the association 

(c) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting and a complete sel of ar 
chitect'’s renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of construction, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with a statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the per- 
son, firm or corporation making such 
application. 

(a) Whether the racing plant is own- 


» ed or leased, and if teased, the name 


and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of 
the olficers and directors thereo!, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shall prevent any persons, 
association, or corporation trom ap- 
plying to the Commission tor a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed 

(e) The kind of racing to be con- 
Gucted and the dates requested 

(t) To disclose any indictment for or 
conviction of any telony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving a 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person linancially 
interested in said applicant 

ig) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of every appii- 
cant, or by the president or excutive 
olficer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the City. 

(6) All books, records, maps. 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shail at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of Ihe State of Alabama, 
or of any county, municipality, or 
other subdivision of the State, or of 
any official investigative body or 
committee having authority to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the commis 
sion, and no person having charge or 
custody thereot shall refuse this right 
to any olficer or investigative body or 
committee, and it shall be the ex- 
press duty of such person to assist 
such officer or committee in locating 
records or information desired by 
them. Any member or employee of 
the Commission who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be remov 
ed trom office and forteit his bond 

Section 8. Any person, association, 
or corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the City shall have the 
right to apply to the Commission, 
subject to the provisions of this Act, 
to hold and conduct one of more race 
meetings at such track each year, 
provided that no such license shall be 
granted to any person, association, or 
corporation, of to any track, for a 
period longer than two hundred fifty 
(250) racing days in any one (1) year 

Section 9 The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
$0 thal any such track shall conduct a 
charity day or days of racing tor any 
one of more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 
status a8 provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Gode. The total of ail pro- 
fits derived trom the operation of 
such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes fof such day's 
operations shall be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days fs 


conducted. The charity trust fund 
shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission 

In determining profits derived trom 
such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the City or any agency 
thereo! for such days’ operations 
Said tracks shall only be entitled to 
deduct from the protits accruing from 
all receipts on such charity days of 
facing their actual operating costs, 
which costs shall be those expenses 
incurred by the race track solely by 
reason of holding said charity days of 
racing and shall not be deemed to in- 
clude such expenses constant from 
day to day and which would have 
been incurred had the race on that 
day not been held, including, but not 
limited to, such items as capital ex- 
penditures, interest on debts, real 
estate taxes and annual license tee 
donations, bad debts, and such other 
items of daily or prorated expense as 
the Racing Commission may by rule 
prescribe 

Section 10. It is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Petham, by pro- 
viding an increased tax base, jobs for 
the citizens herein, and promotion of 
tourism, recreation and the overall 
well being of the citizens herein. It is 
turther the intent of this act to pro- 
vide tor strict local control of the rac- 
ing plant or plants and the operation 
of said plant by Peiham citizens so as 
to minimize the possibility of 
undesirable gambling elements trom 
ever controlling this industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shall be 
employed in many manner about said 
race track except as exercise boys, 
handiets, grooms, ushers and con- 
cessionaires; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
allend any race 

Section 12. (a) On or betore the 
15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association, or corporation 
possessing the qualitications 
prescribed in this Act shail have the 
right to apply to the Racing Commis- 
sion for a permit or license to con- 
duct race meetings and racing under 
this Act. On or before the tlirst day of 
December of each year, alter the 
receipt of any such application, the 
Commission shall convene to con- 
sider and act upon all permits or 
licenses applied for. Approved per- 
mits or licenses shall be granted tora 
period of one year trom the date of is- 
suance and shall set forth, in addition

No such 
license shall be transterable, nor 
shall it apply to any other piace, track, 
or enciosure except the one specified 
in this license 

(b) The Commission shail not issue 
any licenses which would permit any 
two race tracks in the municipality to 
operate on the same racing days in 
the racing of animals of the same 
genus, Further, after the first license 
has been issued to the licensee, all 
subseauent annual applications fora 
license Dy a permit holder shall be ac- 
companied by proof (in such form as 
the Commission may require) that 
said licensee still possesses the 
qualitications set out in this Act 
Such applications tor renewal of 
license shall not be dered except tor 
due cause 

Section 13. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule or regulation promuigated by 
the Commission. 

(b) It 1s unlawful for any member of 
said Racing Commission, or any 


licensee under this chapter, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any cancidale for any State. 
County or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
protubited contribution having been 
made by any licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee 

(c) 1 any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, of 
Participates in, any violation of the 
Provisions of this Act, in addition to 
such other civil and criminal 
penalties otherwise applicable, such 
member shall be subject te removal 
trom office. 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
selling out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being attorded an oppor- 
tunity to face and examine his ac 
cusors, call wilnesses, and testity it 
he chooses 

Section 14. The Commission is em- 
powered to compe! the production of 
any and al) books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
fo conduct race meetings under the 
Provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whereever it has reason to believe 
that such employee or official is guil 
ty of any improper practice in connec- 
tion with racing, has tailed to comply 
with any condition of the license, or 
has violated any rule adopted by the 
Commission, The Commission shail 
have the power to require that the 
books and financial or other 
Slalements of any licensee be kept in 
a manner and method provided by the 
Commission, and the Commission 
shall be authorized to visit, in- 
vestigate, and place auditors and in- 
spectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have power to summon wiinesses 
before its meetings, to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it 

Section 15. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, reluse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 


cluding but not limited to, gate 
heepers, announcers, ushers, 
Starters, officials, drivers, dog 


owners, agents, trainers, handiers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing forms or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tion with the wagering machines, pur- 
Suant to Such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
fixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac 
ing unless the license ts returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. The Commission 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state 
facing commission or racing authori- 
ly 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Parn-Mutual Wagering” shall be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same iS cared on and conducted 
Strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and nol otherwise. Only the persons, 


associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license trom the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shall restrict and contine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of races shail be illegal, and any or all 
wagering oulside of the enclosure of 
such races, where such races shall 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be illegal 

No person of corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets of participate in the 
Purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
poo! tor another for hire or for any 
graturty and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17 Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the six 
percent (6%) tax heretotore provided 
Alter the deduction of the six percent 
(6%) for the use of the commission 
and the percentage commission of 
the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each poo! shal! 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shail 
generally conform to practices now in 
elfect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 
in a sum equal to the next lowes! 
multiple of ten. The licensee is entitt- 
ed to retain one-half (¥2) of the odd 
cents on ail redistributions to be 
known as the “breaks to adime". The 
remaining one-half (v2) of the 
“breaks” shall be paid to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion as a breaks tax. Under the pair- 
mutuel system of wagering herein 
provided, the licensee shall be per- 
mitted to provide separate pools tor 
bets to win, place, and show and also 
a daily double pool, a quiniela pool, 
and a double quiniela pool, or such 
other pool as may be approved by the 
Commission. Each pool shall be 
redistributed separately as herein 
provided. Should there be no ticket 
bet on the winning dog, the entire 
pool will be divided among the 
holders of tickets on the dog running 
next in line until the pool has been 
redistributed to the contributors. The 
licensee shail be required to use 6 
totalizator machine to record the 

wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and regulations governing the 
Operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall col- 
lect from each person attending the 
race meelings under the provisions 
of this Act fifteen percent (15%) of 
the established admission price or 
ten cents, whichever sum is the 
Qreater, as an admission tax 
Licensees shall make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-ollicio Treasurer 
of the Racing Commission every 
seventh calendar day of any and every 
face meeting, which payment shall be 
ac companied by 4 report on the races 
tor the period covered by such report 
and such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

Section 18 If any tree passes or 
complimentary cards shail be issued 
to guests by any licensee, such 
licensee shall nevertheless by 


responsible for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen 
tary admission cards or passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 
admission price. However, nothing 
herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax-tree 
Passes to officials and actual 
employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged in working 
at such tracks, including persons ac- 
tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service, pro 
vided, that the issuance of all such 
tax-lree passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and a list of all such of- 
ficers, employees, and news service 
representatives shall be filed with the 
Commission. 


Section 19. The license fees. com 
Missions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in tieu of all license 
excise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city 
town, or other political subdivision 
thereol. 


Section 20. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other monies, including 
tines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer ot the 
Racing Commission and shall be for- 
thwith deposited or caused to be 
deposited to the account of THE 
PELHAM MUNICIPAL RACING COM. 
MISSION. Deposits shail, to the ex-

LEGAL NOTICE TO ALL MOBILE HOME OWNERS 


Under the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, all mobile homes must be 
assessed for taxes. This may be done by either specific inclusion of the mobile home 
with the land or by separate assessment for taxes as you would an automobile under 
the provisions of Section 40-12-256 and Section 40-12-255. The provisions of the law 
also require that a colored decal be supplied by Shelby County and placed by the 
owner on or near the front of the unit. These decals have been mailed out to all mobile 
home owners who are indicated on the Shelby County records as having assessed the 
mobile home for taxes either as a part of the land or separately under the aforesaid 
provisions. If you have not received such a decal and if you own or are in possession 
or maintain a mobile home, you must assess your mobile home for taxation in the of- 
fice of the Tax Assessor of Shelby County, Alabama, at the Courthouse in Columiana, 


Alabama. 


Shelby County now has a license inspector whose duty it is to enforce these 
provisions. The failure to conform with the State law amounts to a violation of 


criminal law. 


In order to allow those who have not assessed their mobile home for taxes to do so, 
the license inspector is not going to start enforcing by citations the provisions of the 


law until May 1, 1981. On May 1, 1981, a systematic and county wide enforcement will 
be started and strictly followed. 


If you do not have either a white or green colored decal, you should check im- 
mediately with the Tax Assessor of Shelby County and make arrangements to proper- 
ly assess your mobile home. As indicated, this applies to all mobile homes except 
those which a licensed mobile home dealer has In his inventory.

Vincent presses for clinic

Vincent wants a medical clinic 
and is prepared to get one, 


whether the county government, 


can help or not. 


“That is the gist of what Dr. 


Karen Joines, Mrs. Vestula 
Thompson and Nolen Clinkscales 
told the county commission Mon- 
day. 

Joines, as spokesman for the 
group, was following up on a 
visit to the commission a month 
ago by another delegation from 
Vincent. He asked if the commis- 
sion had decided whether it could 
contribute to the building of the 
clinic. He said his group would 
like to have a vote that day, and 
had no desire to harass the com- 
mission. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said a meeting had been call- 
ed for May 4 with the Shelby 
Memorial Hospital board of 
directors to talk over the millage 
the hospital receives. 

The meeting was subsequently 
set forward to April 23 at 7 p.m. 
when the commissioners in- 
dicated they wanted to discuss the 
matter with hospital board 
members first. 

Joines said he is asking the 
county to give only one mill for 
one year (about $75,000). The 


county would own the building 
and land, but the Vincent group 
would maintain the building, 
staff the clinic, furnish it, and 
have the basic control over how 
the clinic is run. 

Joines said the clinic would 
serve the entire eastern section of 
the county, because Vincent 
alone would not have enough 
people to support it. ‘‘It takes 
4,100 visits a year at $20 per visit 


to make a clinic pay for one doc- 
tor,”” he said. 

He noted the population of 
Vincent is only 1,600, but there 
are 21,000 people in the wider 
area of east Shelby County. 

Mrs. Thompson said that get- 
ting land for the clinic is no pro- 
blem. Seven people have offered 
to sell land for the clinic at a 
reasonable cost, she said.

Writer objects to BRHSA ‘donations’ 


Letter to the Editor: 

It was shocking to read in the 
Shelby County Reporter, that the 
Birmingham Regional Health 
Service Agency, is paid in the 
form of donations for services 
rendred to hospitals. 

I was under the impression that 
the purpose of this organization 
was to survey the medical needs 
of their area in order to prevent 
the overlapping of expensive 
buildings and equipment to hold 
down the cost of medical service.

Some cases in point, the 
MGM Grand Hotel fire 
November 21, 1980, 84 fatalities, 
326 injuries; the Las Vegas 
Hilton fire February 11, 1981, 14 
killed, 200 injuries; and the list 
continues to grow. Sleeping 
guests were awakened to the thick 
black smoke and noxious fumes 
penetrating their rooms, The fire 
gasped for oxygen and thrust 
itself forward at an unbelievalbe 
pace, devouring the entire ground 
floor. 

Designers of hotels, motels, 
multi-family apartments, and 
multi-story office buildings, 
design their structures with a 
minimum amount of life safety 
features. 

Buidings that are built to last 
100 years will most probably have 
a fire in them. Since we cannot 
convince builders to design struc- 
tures with better life safety 
features, becuase of cost factors, 
I would like to point out that 
there is no record of a multiple 
death fire (3 or more) in a 
building fully protected by a pro- 
perly installed and operating 
sprinkler system. , 

There are solutions to the hi- 
rise problem, and the fire service 
has known this for 30 years. Ad- 
dition of sprinkler systems in new 
and existing buildings would 
decrase the dollar loss and death 
rate tremendously. The public 
must get alarmed and adopt Life 
Safety Codes to deal with these 


situations.

where onions now grow on one 
bank and strawberries on the 
other. 

Using hand tools the two clean- 
ed out the streams, making them 
wider and deeper in places. In 
some instances they changed the 
course of a stream to turn it away 
from the yard or to take out a 
bend where water backed up. 

They spent a great deal of time 
working on the property last spr- 
ing and summer before buying 
the mobile home. ‘Everytime 
he’d get some time off, we'd 
come down,” she said. They 
would pack a lunch, bring tools 
and lawn chairs and come out 
from Birmingham to spend the 
day. 

Streams now run around three 
sides of the yard. Foot logs and a 
bridge provide access to the far 
side where some areas have been 
cleared for garden spots and 
others for ‘‘just sitting.’”’ Some 
areas have been left in a more 
natural state where wild ferns and 
violets grow in the shade of 
blossoming dogwoods. 

The Beddingfields agree that 
they have put a lot of hard work 
into their place. ‘But it has been 
fun,”’ they add. 

Beddingfield describes himself 
as a ‘‘Semi-retired’’ real estate 
salesman. 

His father was a Church of 
God Minister and helped 
establish the old East Saginaw 
church, which was later moved to 
K-Springs.

The former 
military reservation, one of the 
state’s leading tourist attractions, 
has shoreline on the bay and the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The fort, operated by the 
Alabama Historical Commission, 
is a National Historic Landmark. 
It was a Confederate fortification 
during the Civil War and figured 
prominently as a defense in the? 
Battle of Mobile Bay.. 

Morgan also saw use during 
the Spanish-American War and 
World Wars I and II. The State- 
owned complex, open to the 
public for tours at no charge, 
features the fort, a museum and 
picnic areas in addition to the 
fishing piers.

Try beaver marshes for unpolluted fishing 


by Earl Kennamer 

Most fishermen flail waters of 
big reservoirs, big rivers, well 
managed farm ponds for frolic 
and take-home food. 

I’ve always said most anglers 
pass up the best waters, often 
within lure’s throw. I’m referring 
to the small streams, the beaver 
marshes, the small watersheds. 
Those small streams are still 
relatively unpolluted, so fishing 
should be as good in them now as 
it was in the 1800's. 

Probably the greatest deterrent 
to fishing these little publicized 
waters is that you simply aren’t 
going to hook trophy bass in 
shallow natural ponds and rippl- 
ing streams. More than likely 
most bass you catch will be the 
lightweight champion of the 
basses: the redeye. In some cases 
the fish will be the spotted bass. 

You will be losing fishing fun 
by using heavy 6 to 7 ft. medium 
tip casting or spinning rods with 
18 to 20 Ib. test line on your reels. 
These outfits are suitable for bass 
tournaments. You are still deal- 
ing with water scrappers in 
streams and marshes, but their 
energy can’t be ‘‘felt’’ if you’re 
angling with heavy artillery. 

For swamp water created by 
beaver engineers try the 
lightweight 7-ft. bream rod, the 
lightest of flyline, and 6 to 8-Ib. 
test leader and small popping 
bug. You'll have the greatest 
pleasure latching on to one-hallf 
to one pound or slightly larger 
bass which will boil the water sur- 
face with a cloud of spray like a 
Mt. St. Helen’s eruption. 

One day in March many years 
ago I landed 40 or 50 of these fish 


- within a couple of hours, releas- 


ing in that time those too small to 
clean and kept the legal limit of 
larger ones that weighed 15 to 18 
ounces. 

Though small, the taste of 
these bass taken from cold runn- 
ing spring water is far better than 
that of bigmouth bass caught in 
hot pond water during midsum- 


Fishing rules 


are recounted 


The increase in fishing activity 
brings a reminder to fishermen 
from the Department of Conser- 
vaiton and Natural Resources. 

A regulation prohibits fishing 
any trotline or snagline, unless at 
least six feet of each end of such 
line is made of 100 percent cotton 
line and the trotline or snagline is 
affixed to the bank or anchors by 
the cotton tie-off line. Any setline 
(bush hook) also must be made of 
100 percent cotton line. 

Dalton Halbrook, Chief En- 
forcement Officer, Game and 
Fish Division emphasizes that the 
use of non-detriorating synthetic 
line has created some major pro- 
blems, which can be eliminated 
by using biodegradable cotton 
line. He requests the continued 
cooperation of the public in using 
the 100 percent cotton tie-off 
lines, but warns that violators can 
expect rigid enforcement of the 
regulation. 
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In many of these overlooked 
marshes and streams is the best in 
bluegill fishing. In streams you’ll 
take the long-eared sunfish, but it 
doesn’t ring the bell in size. 
You’ll also find rock bass and 
green sunfish although neither of 
these is as tasty as the bluegill. 

Immediately after returning 
home from Europe after World 
War II, I began to look around 
for a good spot for bluegills, 
since I prefer the flyrod for this 
species and its taste has no peer. 

A friend told me he had a 
beaver-built marsh of flooded 
dead timber covering 10 acres, 
but I had to use his shallow water 
johnboat. Actually the water 
couldn’t have been three feet 
deep where springs ran their cur- 
rents making paths through the 
water weeds. A flyrod wasn’t ap- 
plicable because the dead timber 
was too thick for a _ proper 
overhead cast and a roll cast just 
couldn’t be done. But, I always 
carried a whippy cane pole, cured 
and varnished, about 12 feet long 
with line and leader and buckshot 
weighted hook. I threaded three 
redworms on a No. 6 hook and 
dropped the wriggling mass into 
the first tempting pool. 

The pole tip dipped in a U as I 
tangled with a fish that made my 
line cut the water surface like the 
zigzag needle on a_ sewing 
machine. Then a fishy odor stung 
my nostrils -- I had stumbled ona 
bream bed! A moment later I 
lifted an acrobatic red and rusty 
bellied poppa bluegill.

deep. In some cases you can use 
plastic worms. Most difficult 
phase of stream or beaver pond 
angling is handling the catch. 
You can’t carry along an icebox 
of crushed ice and salt slush to 
keep your quickly killed fish 
super cold and fresh. The best 
answer, I suppose, is to put the 
fish on a snap stringer attached to 
a bank root, returning with each 
newly caught fish and then, when 
the trip gets longer than practical, 
carrying the stringer closer to the 
point of action. 

Small stream or swamp fishing 
can be a change from your nor- 
mal routine. It can also grow on 
you.!

**We need to be able to satisfy 
the cost of the system,’’ he said, 
‘tand not charge beyond that 
point for residential use. 


Moving on to another subject, 
the mayor asked McCune if he 
and his committee had come up 
with an ordinance on soliciting. 

One was réftty, McCune said, 
but he asked for a hearing on the 
matter to get input from the 


public. 

A date will be set for such a 
hearing at the next council 
meeting. 


Another action expected at 
that session will be a vote on the 
city’s new sign ordinance. That 
vote was to have been taken 
Monday, but the document 
hadn’t come back from the city 
attorney until that day.

In Parker trial 


Manslaughter verdict returned @ 


Despite the district attorney’s 
insistence that the shooting death 
of Helen McCarter could not 
have been an accident, a jury 
found Thomas Parker guilty of 
manslaughter. 

The state had asked for a ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree 
in the shotgun shooting death 
which took place last year on 
Sept. 21. 

Kelly McCarter, the victim’s 
five year old daughter, was the 
only witness to the shooting 
which took place in their 
Alabaster trailer home. 

DA Billy Hill bore down on the 
fact that physical evidence, which 
included the angle at which the 
shot entered the victim’s face, 
and the way she fell, made 
Parker’s version of the shooting 
impossible. 

Parker had claimed during his 
testimony, that he must have 
pulled the trigger accidentally 
while pumping the gun in an ef- 
fort to scare McCarter. 

The jury deliberated three 
hours before bringing in their 
verdict at the conclusion of the 
three day trial last week. 

Sentencing will be handed 
down May 11. 

Although married, Parker 
acknowledged that McCarter was 
his girlfriend, 

The state tried to show that 
Parker intentionally shot the 
woman because she was trying to 
break off their relationship. 

Testifying that McCarter had 
cursed him and drawn a knife the 
Sunday afternoon she was killed, 
Parker said he left her home but 
returned about 20 minutes later. 

He claimed that he wasn’t 
angry with his girlfriend, but only 


wanted to make up with her. 

According to his account, Mc- 
Carter was still angry when he 
reentered the trailer the second 
time, and picked up the knife 
again. So he got the gun from the 
trunk of the car, intending to 
frighten her, he said. 

Both Hill and Assistant DA 
Mike Campbell stressed the fact 
that no knife was found either in 
the victim’s hand or on the floor. 

It was reported that police did 
find a knife in the bottom of a 
tote bag on the kitchen table. 

The weapon could have been 
moved by someone before police

Veteran newsman sees need 


for higher education control 


Letter to the Editor: 

As a retired newsman who 
covered the state capitol for thir- 
ty five years as head of the Mon- 

-tgomery bureau of The 
Associated Press, I feel a com- 
pelling need for plain talk about 
the appalling lack of control over 
higher education in Alabama. 


The waste and unwarranted 
duplication in the 17 tax- 
supported four-year colleges and 
universities and the 45 two-year 
junior colleges and technical 
schools were evident before my 
retirement. 

I’m working the other side of 
the street now, as a special assis- 
tant to Governor Fob James. 
That has given me an even closer 
insight into the problem. 

To put it bluntly, the state 
government simply does not have 
the legal machinery to halt the 
proliferation which is costing the 
taxpayers millions of dollars 
every year. It will have the 
regulatory power it needs, 
however, if the Legislature ap- 


Meanwhile, let’s look at some 
examples of the costly duplica- 
tion: 

-Four institutions have doc- 
toral programs in physics. 
Together, they graduated only 11 
students in 1979. 

~Twelve colleges offer degrees 
in education. Since 1974 they 
have awarded more master’s 
degrees than bachelor’s degrees 
in that field. 

~Tax-supported universities in 
the state offer doctoral degrees in 
137 subjects. In 1979 only 267 
degrees were awarded in those 
fields, an average of less than two 
per subject. 

In the past decade, appropria- 
tions for higher education in 
Alabama have increased 190 per- 
cent, twice as much as the na- 
tional average. But, from 
kindergarten through the 12th 
grade, the state still ranks 46th in 
the nation in per-pupil expen- 
ditures. 

Again, it is obvious that the 
state has no workable plan for 
controlling the growth of the 
postsecondary institutions. The 
Commission on Higher Educa- 


tion has some jurisdiction over 
the four-year colleges, but not 
enough. The State Board of 
Education has supervisory 
authority over the junior col- 
leges, but that has not stopped 
them from establishing branch 
campuses and offering a wide 
duplicaiton of services. 

It is evident that ACHE, as 
presently constituted, does not 
have the power it needs to regain 
control of the four-year institu- 
tions. And, the State Board of 
Education is struggling under an 
impossible burden, trying to con- 
trol the two-year colleges and ad- 
minister the affairs of 127 local 
school systems at the same time. 

Pending legislation recom- 
mended by the governor would 
create a new Commission on 
Postsecondary Education, with 
full authority to do the job that 
should be done. 

It’s not a question whether we 
can afford to do it. It’s whether 
we can afford not to.

tims’ Rights Week for the State 
of Alabama. 

“The major way our society 
has responded to the growing 
crime problem has been to pro- 
vide justice for the criminal,” 
Sumrall said. ‘The plight of the 
victim has been left to the whims 
of circumstance and there has 
been little concern for alleviating 
the burdens imposed on innocent 
victims and witnesses.” 

In addition to physical injury, 
losses from property destruction 
and theft, and medical costs 
borne by the victim, both the 
witness and Victim suffer losses in 
work time throughout the in- 
vestigation and prosecution of 
the case. 

**We cannot prevent all crime 
or eliminate all its adverse ef- 
fects,’’ Sumrall said. ‘‘But we 
can reduce many of the burdens 
borne by victims, witnesses and 
their communities.” 

*“‘A few communities in 
Alabama have established pro- 
grams to assist victims and 
witnesses, but many more are 
needed,’’ Sumrall noted. 
**Victims’ Rights Week would be 
an appropriate time for citizens 
to contact their local and state of- 
ficials to urge support for such 
programs in their communities.” 

A statewide task force has been 
established for the purpose of 
developing a public awareness of 
victims’ needs and existing ser- 
vices. Members of the task force 
are repreSentatives of the At- 
torney General’s Office, the Ad- 
ministrative Office of Courts, the 
Alabama Office of Prosecution 
Services, the Alabama Law En- 
forcement Planning Agency, and 
many private and criminal justice 
based victim assistance pro-

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Legal question only barrier to closing Calera’s 18th Street.

Calera’s city fathers hope to 
have the status of 18th Street 
cleared up soon. Abex, the cor- 
poration that was described by 
councilmen as ‘‘the life blood of 
Calera,”” has asked the street to 
be closed so it can build a plant 
across the present street. 


At Monday night’s council 
meeting Abex general superinten- 
dent Larry DeBoer discussed 
plans with the council. Because 
T.H. Walton claims to own some 
property on Rose Lake Drive that 
Abex also claims, Mayor Carl 
Prichard asked DeBoer to clarify 
the legal status of that piece of 
property. 

DeBoer said he would return to 
the next council meeting with 
proof of ownership, 

George Douglas also protested 
the width of right-of-way that the 
city wants on property owned by 
his mother-in-law Pat Ruddy on 
Pilgreen Drive. Mayor Prichard 
said the 50’ right of way is a 
minimum for a 23’ roadbed, 

The council decided to crack 
down on what it called the misuse 


of ‘yard sales’ in the city business 
district. After May 3, such sales 
will not be allowed in the business 
district, according to a policy the 
council adopted Monday, at the 
Suggestion of Councilman Doug 
LeSueur. They stressed that such 
sales can be held in the yards of 
individuals with no problem. 

Fire Chief James Miles asked 
that the street in front of city hall 
be kept open for fire trucks dur- 
ing Trade Day this Saturday. He 
said last year the street was oc- 
cupied by trade booths, and a fire 
truck would have had no way to 
get to the center of town quickly. 

Councilman Bob Loftin said 
he would like to see an auxiliary 
of volunteer firemen formed 
from people who live in the areas 
that Calera hopes to annex.

(b) The chief of the fire department 
may detail such members of the fire

It shali 
contain all proceedings under the 
Fire Prevention Code or this code, 
with such statistics as the chief of 
the fire department may wish to in- 
clude therein.

Sec. 7-24. Storage of Explosives 
and Blasting Agents 

The storage of explosives and 
blasting agents is prohibited within 
the city limits. 

Sec. 7-25. Motor Vehicle Routes for 
Transportation of Explosives and 
Blasting Agents. 

Routes for vehicles transporting 
explosives and blasting agents are 
hereby established as follows: the 
most direct route over City streets to 
point of destination within the City 
and return therefrom as set out in the 
permit for such transportation 

Sec. 7-26, Motor Vehicle Routes tor 
Transportation of Hazardous 
Chemicals of other Dangerous Ar- 
ticles. 

The roules for vehicles transpor- 
ting hazardous chemicals or other 
dangerous articles shail be as set out 
in the permit for such transportation. 

Sec. 7.27. Fire Lanes on private Pro- 
perty 

(a) The marking of fire lanes on 
private property open to the public 
shall be approved by the tire chief. 

(b) Parking of motor vehicles within 
otherwise obstructing any such fire 
lane shall be unlawful 

(c) Fire lanes established on private 
property used by the public, where 
the parking of motor vehicles or other 
obstruction may interfere with the in- 
gress and egress of tire depariment 
vehicles for the protection of persons 
and property, such as at shopping 
centers, bowling lanes, theaters, 
hospitals, churches, and similar loca- 
tions, shall be no less than fourteen 
feat in width. 

Sec. 7-28. Modifications 

The chief of the fire department 
shall have power to modify any of the 
provisions of the Fire Prevention 
Code upon application in writing by 
the owner or lessee or his duly 
authorized agent when there are prac- 
ticable differences in the way of car- 
rying out the strict letter of the Code; 
provided, that the spirit of the code 
shall be observed, public safety 
secured and substantial justice done. 
The particulars of such modification 
when granted or allowed and the 
decision of the chief of the fire 
department thereon shali be approv- 
ed by the City Council and entered 
upon the records of the department 
and a signed copy shali be furnished 
the applicant. 

Sec. 7-29. Appeal of Decisions of 
Chief of Fire Department and Mayor 

Whenever the chief of the fire 
Gepartment shall disapprove an ap- 
plication or refuse to grant a permit 
applied for, or when it is claimed that 
the provisions of the code do not app- 
ly or that the true intent and meaning 
of the code have been misconstrued 
or wrongfully interpreted, the appli- 
Cant may appeal from the decision of 
the chief of the fire department to the 
Mayor within five days from the date 
of the decision appealed, and if the 
applicant does not agree with the 
decision of the Mayor, he may appeal 
to the City Council within twenty 
days from the date of the decision of 
the Mayor.

(d) It shall be unlawful for any per- 
Son to store upon any premises used 
for residential purposes in a portable 
container or containers in excess of 
five gallons of Class | Liquids. 

(e) The provisions of this Section 
shall not apply to the dispensing or 
transportation of not in excess of a 
total of twenty gallons of Class | Li- 
Quids into or in a portable container 
or containers situated upon an open 
truck bead or in an open boat. 

Sec. 7-33. Violations; imposition of 
Penalty Not to Excuse Violation; Con-

State improves fishing lakes 


by Herbert D. Dunn 
Alabama Dept. of Conservation 
and Natural Resources 

The Fisheries Section of the 
Game and Fish Division has been 
at work for months improving 
the fishing facilities at Alabama’s. 
19 public fishing lakes that are 
found in 17 counties. 

State Lakes Fisheries Biologist 
Bill Reeves said many projects 
designed to improve the quality 
of fishing at the public fishing 
lakes have been going on during 
the past few months, 

Reeves said the lower dam at 
Clay County Lake has been 
rebuilt and a new wooden fishing 
pier has been erected. New piers 
have also been installed at 
Chambers, Crenshaw, Dale, 
DeKalb and Madison County 
lakes. 


These automatic fish feeders 


scatter feed on the lakes every 


two hours during daylight hours. 
This scattered feed attracts fish, 
making them more easily 
available to fishermen from the 
pier. A feeder is a 22-inch square 
metal box that is set at the center 
of the T-shaped pier. The 
mechanism broadcasts feed in an 
arc of about 50 feet in front of 
the pier. 

In addition, improvement of 
the shoreline at Chambers, Cren- 
shaw, Clay and Dale County 
Lakes was completed during the 
winter. This work included 
deepening the shoreline, building 
earthen fishing piers, clearing 
banks and placing tree stumps in 
the water as fish attractors. 

During November and January 
the lakes were stocked with cat- 
fish at 50 or 100 fish per acre. 
Also during the ‘‘off season’’ the 
Fisheries Section renovated the 
watershed at the new Bibb Coun-

Fishing fees at the public lakes 
are as follows: Fishermen up to 
11 years of age may fish free of 
charge; Fishermen between 12 
and 15 years of age are required 
to have a $1.50 permit. Those age 
16 and over are required to have 
the $1.50 permit plus the ap- 
propriate fishing license. 

The annual rod and reel fishing 
license is $6.00; A hook and line 
license for the county of 
residence of $1.00. A resident 
disabled person may buy an an- 
nual license for 25 cents, 

An annual fishing license for a 
non-resident is $10; a seven-day 
trip license is $4.00. A 25-cent is- 
suance fee is charged on all 
licenses.

Historians restore old cemetery fence 


by Shelba Nivens 

What happened to all the iron 
made in Shelby in the 1800s? 
Why do we not see some of it 
around the area today? 

History shows that much of the 
iron made at Shelby was used by 
the Confederate government in 
the Civil War. But a sampling of 
the work can be seen today in the 
Columbiana cemetery. 

Thevold iron fence is in need of 
a few repairs and the gate is miss- 
ing, but a group of concerned 
citizens have set out to restore 
and preserve it. 

According to noted author 
Ethel Armes, directly after the 
fall of Corinth, Mississippi in the 
Civil War, the C.B. Churchill 
and Company’s foundry at Nat- 
chez moved to Columbiana in 
Shelby County, Alabama, 
**though it was still under con- 
tract with the Confederate 
government.”’ 

Armes stated that the works 
made shells for the war weighing 
up to 180 pounds. 

**In addition to this work for 
the Confederate government,” 
she wrote, ‘‘they carried on a

general foundry and machine 
business, making chilled rolls, 
furnace thimbles, pinions and 
boxes. They also made bridge 
housings, railroad chair plates 
and some fence work.” 

She goes on to state that ‘“‘a 
specimen of their iron fence work 
may be seen today around the 
Horace Ware lot in the Colum- 
biana cemetery, about two hun- 
dred yards south of the old cour- 
thouse.”’ 

The fence encloses the graves 
of Ware’s first wife Martha Ann 
Woodruff Ware, who died in 
1862, and their daughter Roxan- 
na, who was born in 1852 and 
died the following year. 

Armes recorded that in 1865 
Wilson burned and destroyed 
everything connected with the 
plant which manufactured iron 
for this fence. However, a short 
while after the war, a small foun- 
dry was built on the site and 
stoves were manufactured there 
for a few years. 

Records show that even before 
the Civil War Horace Ware had 
established iron works at Shelby. 

In 1841 he purchased virgin 


lands at Shelby, and in 1846 com- 
pleted a blast furnace there. He 
later added a large rolling mill 
which was the first and parent 
rolling mill plant for Alabama. 

In 1862 the business came 
under the ownership of a com- 
pany of Alabama stockholders, 
of which Ware was a member. 
Then in 1867 it passed into other 
hands. 

Ware’s second wife was Mary 
Harris, one of the earliest women 
writers of the state.

The commissioners want to 
build a one floor structure bet- 
ween 7,000 and 8,000 square feet 
to house offices for the probate 
judge, the tax assessor and collec- 
tor and the computer depart- 
ment. 

They have about $350,000 to 
play with, but must repair the 
roofs of the Community 
Facilities building and the present 
courthouse before they know 
how much will be left over for the 
new building. 

The proposed building would 
be located on the present cour-

thouse parking lot facing Depot 
Street in Columbiana, across the 
street from the Food Center. 
The commission went back to 
the campus-type master plan 
which was drawn up by architects 
at the time the new jail was 
designed. That plan provided for 
an administration building at that 
location. The idea was to tie in all 
the major county buildings into a 
‘campus’ for unity and for ease 


of use by the public. 

If the new building is built, the 
public will have easy access to the 
offices that the public uses the 
most. It can be designed for 
wheelchair access for the han- 
dicapped, which the present 
building does not provide. 

The computer department 
needs to be located in a new 
building because of temperature 
requirements for the sensitive 
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computer equipment. In its pre- 
sent location in the courthouse 
annex, the temperature varies so 
much, the machinery sometimes 
malfunctions, according to some 
of the commissioners. 

The commissioners decided to 
ask several architects, not only 
those who have offices in Shelby 
County, to submit sketches for 
the building within the next few 
weeks.

Etress case goes to grand jury 


After considering the evidence 
presented in a preliminary hear- 
ing last week, District Court 
Judge Patti Smith ruled Tuesday 
that A.E. ‘‘Codger’’ Etress be 
bound over to the grand jury.

man he shot and killed last Dec. 
31. 

In his closing argument, Assis- 
tant District Attorney Jim 
Furhmeister called the act one of 
recklessness and said that the 
defendant had manifested ex- 
treme indifference to human life. 

According to the testimony of 
witnesses, the victim, Johnny 
Johnson, had told several people 
he was going to kill himself. 

Etress’s attorney Frank Ellis 


said he believed Johnson had 
wanted someone else to kill him. 

And he stressed that his clieni’s 
actions were inconsistent with the 
purpose of killing. 

It was Johnson who issued a 
threat to kill anyone who ap- 
proached him, Ellis pointed out, 
and he noted that the victim had 
fired the first shot. 

Testimony revealed that Etress 
had warned Johnson to drop his 
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presentation to the county law 
library on behalf of Shelby Coun- 
ty Legal Secretaries Association. 


The public is urged to attend 
the ceremony and the reception 
which will follow in the offices of 
Judge Patti Smith.

According to State Trooper 
Wiley Bibb, Caldwell said he 
stopped before crossing the 
tracks but didn’t see the train ap- 
proaching. 

The first of four engines pull- 
ing the 122 car freight plowed in- 
to the truck owned by Simsco 
Corp. in Columbiana. 

Scrap metal that the truck was 
carrying spilled onto the highway 
and down the embankment. 


Citizens question congressman 


Winding up an informal talk at 
the Shelby County Courthouse 
Wednesday, Rep. Richard Shelby 
said that he agreed with a petition 
he had been handed after his ar- 
rival, 

That petition from the medical 
staff at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital advocated phasing out 
health planning agencies. 


In his view, Shelby said, it is 
impossible to operate successfully 
with all the regulations that are 
now in effect. 

Several times during his talk, 
Shelby referred to there being too 
much regulation. “It’s killing 
us,”’ he declared. 

Noting that President Reagan’s 
intentions are to cut back on the 
number of controls, Shelby said 
he basically supports the presi- 
dent’s program. 

A new tax policy is needed to 
revitalize America, the con- 
gressman remarked, and he call- 
ed for selective tax relief. 


An example he gave was on 
new machinery for a plant where 
new jobs would be opened and 
technology developed, ‘‘so we 
can compete,’’ Shelby declared. 


His desire, he said, is for this 
country to continue to be the 
number one industrial and 
military power in the world.”’ 

On the subject of spending, he 
admitted there was fraud and 
waste in the central government 
and stressed the need for tighten- 
ing up. 

Advocating that ‘‘power 
should be given back to the 
states,” the congressman said 
there is a move to give block 
grants. 

And by letting the states and 
counties administer these funds, 
he believed money could be sav- 
ed, Shelby said. 

Among the questions that 
Shelby was asked were his views 
on gun control and nuclear 
energy. 


**I’m against gun control,’’ he 
said, pointing out that anyone 
who wanted a gun could get one. 

However, he called attention to 
federal legislation that is being in- 
troduced for a mandatory 
sentence for any crime involving 
a gun. 

Indicating that nuclear energy 
will have to continue being 
developed, Shelby also advocated 
exploring ways that spent fuel 
can be reused. 

He agreed with a woman in the 
audience that the United States 
shouldn’t have to be dependent 
on foreign countries for fuel. 

*“*If we could conserve 
energy,’” the congressman said, 
**that would be the best message 
we could send to the OPEC coun- 
tries.”” 

A member of the energy com- 
mittee, Shelby said that unless 
alternative methods of energy can 
be found, “‘we’ll be spending 100 
billion a year in the middle east 
for oil.””

Food stamp questions 


These are the five most com- 
monly asked questions about 
food stamps: 

1. Who can apply for food 
stamps? 

Answer: Everyone has the right 
to apply for food stamps. 
However, not everyone is eligible 
but everyone can apply. 

2. How do I apply? 

Answer; In Shelby County you 
must fill out an application and 
receive an appointment date. You 
can pickup an application at the 


office which is located in Colum- 
biana behind the courthouse, 
next door to the Driver’s License 
Division. You can call 669-6113 
and request that one be mailed to 
you. Usually an apointment is 
scheduled within a week or 10 
days after the application. 

3. What should I bring with me 
to the interview? = 

Answer; First, if there is any 
income such as wages, Social 
Security, unemployment com- 
pensation, etc, you must bring 
the proof of the amount. The 
proof can be a copy of the check, 
the check stub or a statement 
from where you work. You will 
also need the Social Security 
cards of anyone 18 years or older 
and some of your recent utility 
bills. 

4. After my interview how long 
before I know the outcome? 

Answer: By law the application 
must be either approved or 
denied within 30 days from the 
date it is received, The one excep- 
tion to this rule is the family with 
no income which must be approv- 
ed or denied within 3 (three) 
business days. 

5. What are some of the re- 
quirements? 

Answer: Income is a factor in 
food stamp eligibility but there is 
another area called resources 
which consist of bank accounts, 
land and the value of vehicles 
(cars, trucks, boats, etc.). All of 
these together must be under 
$1,500 or, if there is a senior 
citizen living with another per- 
son, it must be under $3,000.

While the 
primary concern of this Associa- 
tion is maintaining the highest of 
standards for the legal profes- 
sion, one of our objectives is to 
promote the due administration 


of justice. We believe our local 
sponsorship of Law Day assists in 
achieving this objective by 
highlighting the fact that we have 
in this country and county in- 
dividual rights and a judicial 
system that are the envy of the 
rest of the world. 


Since 1961, the first day of 
May has been designated, both 
by the President and Congress, as 
Law Day U.S.A. This nationwide 
observance is not a ‘“‘lawyer's 
day’’, but rather an occasion to 
remind all of us of the principles 
upon which our country was and 
is founded. It is also an ap- 
propriate time to be thankful we 
live under a republican form of 
government, that is, a represen-

and, the Bill of Rights. Our law is 
based upon the phrases repeated 
throughout these great 
documents which speak of liberty 
and justice for all, equality, 
dignity of the individual and 
diversity in society.

It was really hard for them to 
sleep at night until they became 
accustomed to the traffic noise, 
said Shelby, adding with a laugh, 
‘‘After the new hiway opened it 
was so quiet we couldn’t sleep.

Every turkey hunter has a 
favorite way to call up birds. 

And Saturday, visitors to the 
Bluegrass Celebration at Brier- 
field Ironworks Park will hear 
the various ways in which hunters 
mimic a turkey’s clucking. 

A contest to determine the best 
turkey caller will be held at 2 
p.m. And the judge will be a 
hunter who has proved his exper- 
tise by bagging the limit every 
season. 

Calera attorney and municipal 
court judge Eason Mitchell says 
he has found a hollow turkey 
wing bone to be the most effec- 
tive way to call up birds. 

Introduced to turkey hunting 
when he was 14, Mitchell, who 
hunts all kinds of game, con- 
fesses that coming home with a 
gobbler gives him the most 
satisfaction. 

According to Mitchell, the 
rhythm of the call is more impor- 
tant than the tone in luring the 
wiley bird to within shooting 
range. 

He also pointed out that 
because the bird has keen 
eyesight, a hunter shouldn’t call 
too many times and give away his 
position. 

Taking every precaution not to 
be spotted, Mitchell wears 
camouflage coveralls and 
headgear when he goes into the 
woods, 

But even then, the keen sighted 
bird sometimes spots him, he 
said. 

Recounting a tale of one that 
got away, Mitchell told of sitting 


without moving a muscle for 30 
minutes while a gobbler slowly 
made its way toward him. 

But before he got within range, 
the bird suddenly did an about 
face and disappeared in the 
brush. 

The only thing he can figure, 
Mitchell said, was that the turkey 
must have spotted his gun. So 
now that will be camouflaged as 
well.

It appears that the annexation 
plans of Calera and Alabaster are 
at a dead standstill. 


The bills which would have 
allowed elections in the com- 


Spans adjoining Calera and 


Alabaster are not going to make 
it through the current session of 
the state legislature in Mon- 
tgomery. 

That is the concensus of opi- 


nion from the state capitol, and it 
involves Representative Sonny 
Moore and State Senator Doug 
Cook to a large extent. 

The bill to allow a vote on 
Calera’s annexation was in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator 
Lister Hill Proctor. But it cannot 
come out of the Senate and go to 
the House without the concur- 
rence of Cook. He has said he 
would not vote for it unless 


Moore endorses the Alabaster bill 
in the House. 

Moore told the Reporter 
several weeks ago that he thought 
the proposed annexations were 
too sweeping. He said he thought 
the two cities should have drawn 
tighter lines, and should have 
asked to annex smaller areas at a 
time, rather than trying to take in 
vast areas of farms and fields 
along with the new subdivisions.

Alfalfa hay makes comeback 


in county with 


Alfalfa is making a comeback 
in Shelby County. It has not been 
grown here since 1958, when 
farmers grew tired of fighting los- 
ing battles with the alfalfa leaf 
weevil. 

But now, a new chemical called 
lannate has come along that takes 
care of the weevil. 

Four or five county farmers 
decided to give the ‘queen of the 
forage crops’ a try this year and 
the results are very promising, ac- 
cording to John E. Jones of the 
Extension Service. 

On Carey Kendrick’s farm 
near Montevallo, the first harvest 
of alfalfa was very successful, 
Jones said. 

Jones added that in growing

Postal service 


gains efficiency 


The following information was 
sent to the Shelby County 
Reporter by the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice: 

The Postal Service is not only 
handling more mail, but it is 
handling it with fewer employees. 
Gross productivity, as measured 
by number of pieces of mail per 
work year, went from 148,322 
pieces in 1979 to 156,528 in 1980, 
for a 5,5% increase. This amount 
far exceeds the gross postal pro- 
ductivity of any other nation. 

The productivity programs 
developed since Postal 
Reorganization have resulted in a 
34 percent increse in gross pro- 
ductivity since fiscal year 1970, 
Where it took some 741,000 
employees to process and deliver 
85 billion pieces of mail in 1970, 


this year 106.3 billion pieces were 
processed and delivered by 
667,000 employees.

My budget for K-12 was pro- 
posed to the Legislature earlier 
this year for $438 million. My 
budget for universities was set at 
$242 million, with an additional 
request for $70 million for our 
two-year schools, 

Since my proposals were in- 
troduced, members of the House 
and Senate have debated the 
budget requests and have revised 
my basic priorities. 

The House version calls for a 
$424 million budget for K-12, 
$265 million for universities, and 
$77 million for two-year schools. 
Basically, these versions under- 
fund the Teacher’s Retirement 
System (according to estimates 
provided by TRS personnel) by 
approximately $30 million, takes 
money out of K-12 and gives it to 
higher educaiton, 

The Senate budget assumes 
revenue growth in the SETF 
which I consider to be unrealistic. 
This budget projects between $9 
million and $10 million in addi- 
tional reveriue’; and also cuts

Historians hear survey results 


i 


Conducting an archeological 
survey proved more hazardous 
than Craig Ray expected when he 
started working in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 


**One man told me he’d kill me 
if I came on his place,”’ reported 
the archeologist as he spoke to 
members of the Shelby County 
Historical Society Sunday. 


Engaged by the state Historical 
Commission to look for evidence 
of early settlers in Shelby Coun- 
ty, Ray told his audience he had 
discovered 45 sites. 


However he changed his survey 
locations, he said, after the threat 
from a private landowner. 


His work was mostly done on 
property owned by the state and 
two large corporations. 

A survey was made in Oak 
Mountain State Park and on land 
belonging to Gulf States and 
Kimberly Clark. 

One of his finds, Ray reported, 
was shards of pottery which he 
discovered in the Westover area. 
And a rock used to skin the flesh 
from game was found by the ar- 
cheologist in a Helena sewer line. 

His exploration also took him 
around Maylene and Montevallo. 

All his artifacts have been 
labeled and are stored in the 
Shelby County Historical Society 
office at the University of 
Montevallo. 

Mentioning the report he’s 
writing on the survey, Ray said 
that it is almost finished, and 
upon completition will be submit- 
ted to the Historical Commis- 
sion. 

Janice Everse brought the 
Society up to date on plans for 
the Shelby-Bibb Affair which is 
being held to raise money for the 
restoration of the old county 
courthouse and the production of 
Brighthope. 

One of the main attractions at 
the May 16 event will be an anti- 
ques auction beginning at 10 a.m.

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‘Birmingham has moved closer 


to Chelsea in last 50 years’ 


by Shelba Nivens 
Mrs. Annie B. Adams lives just 
off old highway 280 near 
Chelsea. She has lived there since 
before there ever was a highway 
280 -- old or new -- she says. 


**According to the signs, I live 
17% miles from Birmingham. 
But, when I married and came 
here in 1931 I lived 35 miles from 
Birmingham,”’ she laughed. 

She recalled that back then 
folks had to go over to Chelsea, 
across the mountain to Pelham, 
then up to Birmingham. 

Construction on old 280 
through the Chelsea-Westover 
area took two or three years, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Adams’ recollec- 
tions, and was completed in the 
early 1940s. Convict labor was 
used to construct the road. She 
indicated an area just east of her 
place where a large convict camp 
was located. 

The state dug a deep well which 
supplied water for the camp and 
is yet in use. She also recalled that 
milk for the camp was purchased 
from one of her sisters-in-law. 

According to Mrs. Adams it 
was over 100 years ago that her 
husband’s family homesteaded 
the place where she now lives. 
Several springs were found in the 
hollow just below the hill where 
her house now stands, and Indian 
utensils were found at the springs 
by the early Adamses. 

The congregation of the Mt. 
Signal Baptist Church first met 
near the springs under the trees, 
she said. She and her sister-in-law 
who lives across the hollow had a 
place fixed up for canning and 
cooking with a table and benches. 
Services were held there during 
warm weather and in homes dur- 
ing the winter time until a church 
building was constructed where it 
now stands on old 280. 

The hollow and hillsides are 
now covered in flowers, shrubs 
and trees cultivated by Mrs. 
Adams and members of her fami- 
ly. Garden clubs sometimes come 
out to see her plants and take 
home samplings. 

Several cypress trees grown in 
the hollow among the springs. 
Mrs. Adams’ father brought the 
parent trees to Jeffeson County 
from Mississippi years ago, she 
said, and her trees are seedlings 
from them. 

One giant tulip popular tree 
was only a small bush when An- 
nie B. and Clyde Adams were 
married. He once told her that he 
was going to cut that old bush 
down out of the way of the 
porch, she recalls, but she asked 
him not to. Today, huge tulip 
blossoms grow high up on its 
branches and are scattered 
among other flowers and shrubs 
on the ground by squirrels and 
the wind. 

She recalls with a smile that her 
late husband use to tell folks, 
‘*When we got married she could 
touch the top of that tree.’’ Then 
craning his neck to see the top of 
it he would say, “‘She sure has 
shrunk.”’ 

Annie B. Adams is a graduate 
of Auburn University, and taught 
school at Chelsea for many years. 
She is now retired and enjoys 
gardening in her yards.

‘*Charlie’s the one that started

Now that 
he has good eyesight, it has been 
decided that birth trauma caused 
him to be unstable, and caused 
the difficulty. 

Daybreak himself never seem- 
ed to realize that he was having 
problems. He appeared happy 
just to be alive: When discovering 
the lake, he moved closer for a 
better view, lost his balance and 
fell in. But his spirits could not be 
dampened, and he continued to 
romp and play. 

Friendly to everyone and 
everything, he submitted good 
naturedly to the vet who drew 
blood and examined him and to 
the Maynor’s dog Sally who snif- 
fed him and licked him. 

‘*He and Sally became friends 
right away,’’ Gibson said, ‘‘As 
soon as they sniffed each other 
out and learned they both had 
four legs. They were really 


curious about each other.”” 

Beth, who grew up around 
horses, explained that it is 
unusual for such a young horse to 
be so friendly and unafraid. She 
attributed Daybreak’s lack of 
shyness to the fact that he could 
not see something coming at him 
to frighten him before he felt a 
friendly and comforting touch. 

Gibson did not ride when the 
Maynors bought their horses and 
moved to Chelsea, but now en- 
joys trail riding with his wife. 
“Charlie has taught me and 
several other people to ride,”’ he 
said. 

The young couple enjoys show- 
ing their animals to their country 
neighbors and their friends from 
the city. As a matter of fact, they 
appear to be as excited about life 
in the country as their new colt is. 

They have done much of the

(Fontana, N.C.) Mitch and I 
discover that the Appalachian 
Trail is a lot of different things. 
Hiking it is something like taking 


several weeks to unwrap a 
Christmas present. 
In the gaps between the 


ridgelines of the southern Ap- 
palachians the trail rolls through 
spacious forests where yellow 
poplar and oak grow tall and 
straight. In mid-April at eleva- 
tions of over 3,000 feet, spring is 
just beginning to bloom. When 
the wind stops blowing, the 
woods grow quiet and hiking 
through the tall trees in the gaps 
can be like hiking through a great 
wooden cathedral. 

Big thickets of rhododendron 
grow nearly everywhere -- the 
deep gaps, the ridge sides and 
summits -- and the trail tunnels 


right through the middle of many 
of them, The thick-growing 
plants grow about 20 feet high. In 
their struggle against each other 
for sunlight, their branches en- 
tangle to form a low, dense ceil- 
ing of foliage over the trail. In a 
month or so, depending on eleva- 
tion and latitude, the rhododen- 
dron will begin blooming, and 
peak in June and July. 

We stop for a cold drink at a 
small spring that flows into a 
shady thicket. The leaves and 
branches break the sunlight into 
nameless geometric patterns all 
around us. 

**Pretty neat,‘‘ I tell Mitch. 

‘*Remember, we're not saying 
‘neat’ on the hike. Bad word.’’ 

“Right. But it’s awfully neat 
anyway.”’ 

**I know,”’ he agrees. 

We adjust the shoulder straps 
and waist belts on our packs, 
search for less sore muscles, and 
hike on through the gap.

One thing you can count on at 
a gap, is that another mountain is 
sitting on the other side, waiting. 
Always another mountain, 
always more woods, and always 
the trail goes on, all the way to 
Maine. And that’s all right with 
me. 

We learn quickly how to pace 
ourselves. It’s much easier to 
keep on climbing than to try to 
move your legs again after a brief 
rest. Screaming muscles are per- 
suasive teachers. No one ever said 
hiking the Appalachian Trail is 
easy. Physically -- maybe even 
mentally -- the trail is the 
toughest thing either Mitch or I 
ever tackled. After four days 
we're able to make four or five 
long climbs and click off eleven 
miles with no more discomfort 
than half-killing ourselves. 

In the early goings especially, 
the trail incorporates very few 
switchbacks. The trail builders 
through the Chattahoochie Na- 
tional Forest were not at all shy 
about shooting you straight up 
the side of a hill 200-400 feet 
above the gaps. Your pack feels 
suddenly 20 pounds heavier dur- 
ing these climbs, and your boots 
grow lead soles. You can hardly 
step further than size 12. Your 
forehead and back are quickly 
drenched. Your heart sets to 
pumping like a steam engine. 

Usually as I trudge up the side 


of a mountain, some persistent 
passage of music runs over and 
over through my head. Music sets 
a cadence and helps keep sore 
feet moving, which is the whole 
secret to backpacking -- moving 
your feet. From Beethoven to the 
Beatles, to making up tunes, I get 
a lot of help climbing mountains. 


Theoretically, there should be 
just as many descents as ascents, 
but this equation holds true only 
on paper, not on foot. Hiking 
down a mountain, however, is no 
cakewalk either. All that jarring 
weight adds up to two sore feet 
and two sore legs by the end of 
the day. You can almost see your 
feet smoking when you pull off 
your boots. 

“IT can’t believe we’re doing 
this and no one’s even making 
us,’” I tell Mitch one evening 
while we watch some kind of 
freeze-dried goop try to turn to

food in a pan of boiling water. 
*‘Just think how much fun it 
would be if we had a sergeant 
yelling at us and someone 
shooting at us,”’ he says. 
“That would make a dif- 
ference, wouldn’t it.” 


Mile after mile, meal after 
meal, campsite after campsite, 
Mitch and I hike on. Sometimes 
it’s hot, sometimes it rains and is 
cold. Sometimes the trail tops 
great mountains like Blood and 
Trey, and we stand high above 
and somewhat removed from the 
world sprawled below. 
Sometimes the trail enters deep, 
quiet places in woods where 
fallen trees and lichen-covered 
boulders seem to hide the ancient 
secrets of the mountains 
themselves. 

Our eighth day on the trail we 
cross the Georgia-North Carolina 
Stateline at Bly Gap, where we 
stop for lunch before going on to 
record our first 14-mile day. The 
next day, with 86 miles now 
under our boots, we lay over at 
Deep Gap to wash clothes and 
cool our heels. 

In the next four days we hike 
54 more miles, including a 
17-mile march in the rain into 
Wesser. A small outdoor center is 
located there on the wild 
Natahala River. We stay over 
another day to take full advan- 
tage of the hot shower in a “‘real’’

motel room, and to pig-out at a 
restaurant that serves home-made 
loaves’ of bread and hires 
waitresses who understand how 
hungry you get on the trail. 

Many of the people we meet on 
the trail and in Wesser are Nor- 
therners. One thing Mitch learns 
much to his surprise, is that most 
of these people actually think the 
South lost THE war. 

After Wesser we hit the once 
notorious 27-mile stretch of the 
Stekoah and Yellow Creek 
Mountains. Once labled the 
worst nightmare on the entire 
2,119 mile trail, switchbacks now 
help tame the steep climbs to 
5,000 feet. But the mountains 
between Wesser and Fontana 
Dam Village still demand respect. 

Two days later we make Fon- 
tana where we refurbish our 
dwindling supplies and pick up 
mail and cookies from home. 
From here we see our next 
challenge, the Great Smokies jut- 
ting high into the sky across the 
dam that plugs the little Ten- 
nessee River and creates Fontana 
Lake. 

Of all the things we see and 
learn during the first few weeks 
of our hike to Maine, one thing 
stands above everything else: the 
Appalachian Trail is all we 
thought it would be. Maybe even 
more. 

And things are just cranking

The house is located just 
south of the Cahaba River in

But 
ume contended the city’s equip- 
ment shouldn’t be used for per- 
sonal projects. 

At the last council meeting, 
and again Thursday, Hume 


reported that he had _ been 
threatened by the individual on 
whose property the backhoe was 
parked because he asked why it 
was there. 

And he reiterated that he did 
not want him reappointed to the 
board when his term was up. 

“If you’re pulling apart, you 
can’t do the community a ser- 
vice,”’ the mayor remarked.

The prospect for starting con- 
struction on Inverness School this 
summer has improved coa- 
siderably after some wording in 
the deed was changed. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles told the 
Reporter Tuesday that the loan 
application from the Farmers 
Home Administration has been 
approved at the state level and is 
now awaiting final approval in 
Washington, D.C. 

The $1.2 million loan the 
board is seeking moved along 
through channels after the board 
approved a change being made in 
the wording of the deed to the 
property. 

FmHA officials had objected 
to certain restrictive sections in 
the deed regarding the use of the 
land. 

The 25 acres on which the 
elementary school is to be built 


was donated by Inverness 
developers with the undersian- 
ding it was to be used for that 
purpose only. 

And the loan application stall- 
ed until the developers and 
FmHA officials reached an 
agreement concerning that clause 
in the deed. 


FmHA did not want any 
restrictions on the use of the pro 
perty. 


At the April 28 Board of 
Education meeting, Knowles sug- 
gested seeking short term loans as 
a possible solution to getting the 
necessary money.

UM trustees hear Michigander ° 


Michigan State University 
President Cecil Mackey told 
University of Montevallo 
Trustees Saturday that they 
should speak out as advocates of 
higher education during the cur- 
rent financial crisis facing most 
of the nation’s insititutions. 

**You should be a buffer to the 
forces that are hostile to higher 
education,’ he said during the 
board’s. pre-commencement 
meeting Saturday morning. 

“*Higher education teaches you 
to seek the truth even if the 
results are unpleasant,’’ Mackey 
added, ‘‘and that needs to be pro- 
tected. 

**You have to decide if 
avoiding controversy is more im- 
portant than searching for the 
truth,’’ 

Colleges and universities all 
over the nation are facing finan- 
cial problems which could per- 
manently damage the ability of 
the nation to compete interna- 


tionally. Cutbacks in academic 
programs at Michigan State and 
other Big 10 universities, he said, 
are damaging the quality of pro- 
grams to such an extent that ‘‘a 
national asset is in jeopardy.”’ 

In other action at the meeting, 
the UM trustees approved a tui- 
tion and fee increase of approx- 
imately 1S per. cent. 
Undergraduate tuition will in- 
crease from $644 per two- 
semester year to $728, with other 
increases in out-of-state fees, 
graduate tuition, student activity 
fees, medical fees and room and 
board. 

The lowest room and board 
two-semfester contract will in- 
crease from $1,210 to $1,338, the 
most expensive from $1,390 to 
$1,558. Out-of-state fees will in- 
crease from $300 per year to 
$420, which is paid in addition to 
regular tuition. 

The trustees also approved a 
new tuition policy which attempts 


to set a tuition rate which will 
generate approximately 20 per 
cent of the direct cost of 
operating the university. 

UM President James F. 
Vickrey Jr. said that the increases 
approved by the trustees were 
smaller than increases approved 
at other state universities in re- 
cent months. 

In other action, the trustees: 

--Named a new residence hall 
in honor of the late Dr. Willena 
Peck, campus physician for 37 
years. 

--Adopted a new limited tui- 
tion waiver for faculty and staff 


dependents. 
--Heard that UM had the 
lowest federal student loan 


default rate in the state. 

--Heard that the University had 
located and cleared title on ap- 
proximately 2,000 acres of land 
donated to the University from 
both private sources and federal 
land grants.

Cotton acreage rises 


after long decline 


by Reporter Staff 

Suddenly cotton is popular 
again with Shelby County 
farmers. 

About 5,600 acres have been 
planted to cotton in the county 
this year, That’s 1,000 more acres 
than last year’s total of 4,600. 

Not only that, but severa¥ 
farmers are planting cotton who 
have never grown it before. 

It is still a far cry from the 
record 23,800 acres of cotton that 
covered Shelby County back in 
1930. 

The reasons for the renewed in- 
terest in cotton has to do with 
soybeans and rain. For the last 
three years the yield on soybeans 
has been down tremendously, ac- 
cording to John E. Jones of the 
Extension Service. Last summer, 


rain did not come at the critical 
time the soybeans needed it, and 
they did not do well. Cotton also 
needs rain, but the need for it at 
any one period is not as critical as 
it is for soybeans, he said. 

On the marketing side, cotton 
is regaining popularity for 
clothing because polyesters have 
increased in price at the same 
time they have lost status in the 
fashion world. 

Cotton, however, is still just as 
much of a gamble as other crops. 
For instance, the cold weather of 
this week in Jones’ words, “‘is not 
helping it at all.’” 

And though the price for cot- 
ton right now is high, Jones 
warns, ‘‘There’s a lot of dif- 
ference between now and selling 
time.”’

Ray said the county would

A recent Conference on Elec- 
tions Administration held in Bir- 
mingham has been termed a 
“‘tremendous success’ by 
Alabama Secretary of State, Don 
Siegelman. According to 
Siegelman, ‘‘Participants 
representing 54 counties joined in 
this effort to share information in 
an effort to improve the elections 
process in Alabama.”’ 

The Conference, sponsored by 
Siegelman and the Federal Elec- 
tions Commission, was the first 
time workshops for elections ad- 
ministrators have been presented 
in Alabama.

Grand jury hands down 132 indictments 


A Shelby County grand jury 
issued 132 indictments this week 
after considering evidence in 166 
cases. 

One of the indictments was 
against Corbett Glen Stallings of 
Helena for the 1976 murder of 
Linda Cole McAnally. 

Stallings is now in the Shelby 
County jail awaiting trial for the 
murder of Gail Heatherly, who 
also lived in Pelham. 


Felony indictments numbered 
126, and six indictments were for 
misdemeanors. Fifteen cases were 
continued and 19 cases were 
dismissed. 

Gene Robertson, a trusty in the 
Shelby County jail who used a 
patrol car to escape in late 
March, was indicted for escape 
and first degree theft. 

In sentencing Monday, Robert- 
son was given ten years in prison 


on third degree burglary charges 
due to his status as a habitual of- 
fender. 

Grand jury indictments were 
also issued against five inmates 
who went through a hole they 
burned in the protective glass 
windows of the jail. They were 
charged with first degree arson 
and first degree escape:

Every outdoorsman should have binoculars 


by Earl Kennamer 

Little doubt about it -- next to 
a compass, binoculars are 
possibly an outdoorsman’s most 
important tool. 

I’ve been able to pick out jake 
gobblers from hens in a flock. A 
jake is a tom turkey that has not 
begun to shave; his beard may jut 
out from his breast feathers 
scarcely an inch. I’ve spotted the 
small but legal antlers on a buck 
deer just before dusk when it was 
possibly still in good rifle range. 


Fishermen can add extra 
distance to natural eyesight with 
use of good binoculars. Good 
binoculars, especially the wide 
field type, are absolutely essential 
to the ‘‘birder’’ or bird watcher 
and the waterfowler. Even 
backpackers and campers find a 


good pair of binoculars a must 
for better outdoors enjoyment. 

Before you buy binoculars, 
you need to understand 
technological and optical proper- 
ties associated with these in- 
struments (By the way, 
‘*binocular’’ is proper but 
‘*binoculars’’ is also acceptable, 
and since I’ve been saying the 
plural for more than 40 years, I 
don’t care to change my 
vocabulary in mid-view!) 

Each pair of binoculars has 
four visible lenses. Objective 
lenses are those at the far end of 
binoculars as you look through 
the instrument. Ocular lenses are 
those next to your eyes. There are 
two types of ‘‘binocs’’: the Roof 
prism and the Porro prism. 

Porro prism binoculars are 
more popular and I think are best

for gopher tortoise 


Effective June 1 the gopher 
tortise is designated a game 
animal in the State of Alabama.

for the hunter. Most good binocs 
seem to be Japanese made. By the 
way, stay away from gadgets call- 
ed field glasses, opera glasses, 
theater glasses or nonprismatic 
glasses -- for outdoors use. They 
have a small field of view, limited 
image, and are usually of poor 
quality and construction. The 
porro prism glass is best because 
it produces a 3-dimensional effect 
you don’t get with the roof prism 
binoculars. And the last price I 
saw on the roof prism Zeiss 
Dialyt -- $400 -- just puts it out of 
my purchase sight! 

The first number of the two 
divided by an X on binoculars, 


such as 6X30, refers to 
magnification. the 6X means the 
object seen through the lenses is 
six times larger than the object 
seen with your eyes alone. The se- 
cond number means that the 
diameter of each objective lens is 
30 millimeters (in this example). 

What, then, are best binocs to 
buy? Selection, of course, 
depends upon your personal 
choice. Personally, I prefer the 
center focus standard 7X50 porro 
prism glass. 

With correct use, your 
binoculars will last a lifetime and 
even those lifetimes of your gran- 
dkids!

U.S. high school graduating 
class. These awards are under- 
written by grants from corpora- 
tions, company foundations, and 
other business organizations. 

The other two Indian Springs 
winners have been awarded four 
year college-sponsored Merit 
Scholarships. Georgia Tech has 
given a scholarship to Mike Mad- 
den, son of Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
J. Madden, and the University of 
Chicago has given one to Bill 
Coplin, son of Mr. Irwin Coplin.

‘Never swim alone’ - Red Cross 


Wilbert E. Longfellow, 
founder of Red Cross Water 
Safety programs, launched his 
**Waterproof America’’ crusade 
in 1914, when the drowning rate 
was 10.2 per 100,000. Today as a 
result of a nationwide effort by 
many agencies and organizations 
the drowining rate has fallen to 
3.6 per 100,000 persons. 

Drowning remains, however, 
the second leading cause of death 
in the United States for persons 
age 4 to 44. It is exceeded only by 
motor vehicle accidents. More 
than 4,200 persons drown 
annually--many of whom did not 
even intend to get wet. 

May 10-16 is American Red 
Cross Water Safety Week. 
Because the majority of drown- 
ings occur because people violate 
good safety precautions, Red 
Cross wants to remind families 
and individuals that water safety 
is a necessary ingredient to sum- 
mer fun. 

According to the Red Cross, 
only about 40 percent of the year- 
ly drownings occur to people who 
are swimming or playing in the 
water. The remainder, or 60 per- 
cent, occur in the classificaiton of 
non-swimming fatalities due to 
accidents such as falling into the 
water from docks, decks of 
pools, bridges, or shores; boating 
and fishing accidents, and ac- 
cidents in the home or on the 
home premises. Non-swimmers 
and novice swimmers account for 
most drownings, with a large 
number being young children left 
unguarded. 

The following basic rules of 
water safety apply to all simming 
situations: 

*Never swim alone. 

*Swim only in 
areas, 

*Know how to administer ar- 
tificial respiration. All Red Cross 
first aid and water safety courses 
include this instruction. 
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*Stay out of the water when 
over-heated, after eating and in 
electrical storms. 

*At the first sign of trouble 
resist panic. 

*Don’t go in the water if you 
are exhausted from prior physical 
activity. 

*Don’t over-exert yourself 
when swimming or overestimate

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Prisoners build own cattle farm 


How would you like to spend 
some ‘‘time’’ on an exclusive cat- 
tle ranch complete with almost 
1,000 head of cattle and 18 cat- 
fish lakes? 

You say it sounds just too good 
to be true? 

Well, you’re right again. This 
southwest Alabama cattle ranch 
is reserved for prisoners ‘‘doing 
time’’ with the State Department 
of Corrections. 

Situated on more than 4,400 
acres near Greensboro in Hale 
County’s soil-rich Black Belt 
region, the State Cattle Ranch 
has become the showplace of 
Alabama’s institutions of in- 
carceration. 

Corrections officials are quick 
to point out the ranch’s new 
“super building’, a $250,000 
single story facility which soon 
will house 84 state inmates as well 
as the cattle ranch offices. 

Constructing $250,000 
buildings doesn’t raise many 
eyebrows these days. but when 
you interject into the conversa- 
tion that the sturcture was built 
with exclusive inmate labor, the 
attention level increases several 
decibels. 

‘‘Many people said this 
couldn’t be done, But I guess we 
issued a few surprises,’’ grins 
Charles Farquhar, warden of the 
cattle ranch for the past 25 years. 

“Using all-inmate labor to 
build this building is unusual,” 
Farquhar continues. ‘‘But in the 
process we saved the state’s tax- 
payers between 35 and 40 percent 
on construction costs, according 
to contractors I’ve spoken with in 
recent months.’’ 

Farquhar explains that prison 
system files were scanned for in- 
mates with the professional skills 
(carpenters, electricians, brick 
layers, etc.) who could qualify to 
work at the minimum security 
facility. 

“‘We found them, transferred 
the inmates to the ranch, began 
construction last June and com- 
pleted the project in early 
February,’"’ beams Farquhar. 


“*Most of the time we worked six 
days a week. But it was all worth 
it, to be sure. These inmates are 
as proud of this new building as 
anyone associated with the 
Department of Corrections." 
The 18,000 square foot 
building is 76 yards long and 
meets all inmate footage re- 
quirements as recommended by 
the American Corrections 
Association. The building will be 
operational this summer. 


When ranch officials and in- 
mates aren’t bragging over their 
soon-to-be headquarters, they're 
hard at work raising cattle and 
operating one of the state’s finest 
catfish operations. 

“Our cattle ranch operation 
has improved over the last couple 
of years,’’ Farquhar notes. ‘‘We 
raise cattle until they are weaned 
(reach 500 pounds) and then we 
ship them down to Fountain Cor- 
rectional Center’s farm near At- 
more for processing and finally 
to market.” 

The entire herd is part of the 
Beef Cattle Improvement Pro- 
gram (BICA), a computer pro- 
gram operated by Auburn 
University. This program assures 
cattle ranchers of superior pro- 
duction. 

At last count, 965 head of cat- 


tle were located at the 
Greensboro ranch and another 
922 at Atmore. 


Five of the ranch’s 51 inmates 
are assigned under the catfish 
program, quickly becoming the 
leading profit-maker on an an- 
nual basis. 

**We began our catfish opera- 
tion in 1968 with two or three 
lakes,”’ Farquhar says. ‘‘And 
now we derive an average of $500 
per acre profit from the 240 acres 
of catfish lakes. No other crop 
can give you this much profit per 
acre, year after year. Some crops, 
say soybeans, may go up for a 
year or so, but nothing can touch 
our catfish profits.”’ 

The program had sales of 
$98,160 last year, establishing a 


net profit of $32,911. This 
amount is expected to increase 
during 1981 with the completin of 
a fingerling hatchery, By raising 
fingerlings at the cattle ranch, the 
program will provide several ad- 
ditional inmate jobs and save an 
estimated $24,600 in annual 
costs, 

It is easy to understand the ex- 
citement Corrections Department 
officials feel in association with 
the vast improvements at the 
Greensboro facility. 

**You better believe there’s ex- 
citement,’’ exclaims State Prison 
Commissioner Robert Britton. 
“And we’re planning on a whole 
lot more. We’ve only touched the 
surface in the area of cattle and 
catfish. And we haven’t mention- 
ed the poultry and egg produc- 
tion, as well as dairy facilities at 
the State Cattle Ranch,”’ 

The Commissioner wants to 
pattern the state’s prison system 
by the Greensboro success. 

The progress at the cattle ranch 
is nothing less than sensational,” 
Britton says. ‘‘The work ethic 
aspect of using inmate labor as 
much as possible is limitless. We 
want to utilize this type aspect in 
every area of our prison system 
because it saves Alabama’s tax- 
payers a bundle of money every 
time we do, There’s no mystery 
about this. We just think it is 
good business.’’ 

Despite the recent success, 
Commissioner Britton fears the 
state’s new good time law will 
eventually close the doors on 
such progress. 

**As it stands, programs like 
our cattle ranch, Red Eagle 
Honor Farm and Frank Lee 
Youth Center near Montgomery 
are in jeopardy due to the passage 
of last year’s good time law,” 
says Britton, ‘‘We’ve had 1,000 
inmates to enter our system since 
last August who are not eligible 
under the present law. This will 
cause our future construction 
costs to soar rather than decline. 
I trust we'll discover a remedy 
before we reach an epidemic.”’

‘Sold" signs not exceeding sixteen 
(16) square feet in sign area, may be 
placed in residential areas.

_posted advertising signs which do 
not apply to the premises or any use 
of the premises whereon the sign is 
located are hereby pronibiled, excep- 
fing approved Real Estate signs 
allowed under the ordinance, which 
must have the approval of the proper- 
ty owner, in writing, prior to being 
posted.

Teacher loss draws 
teacher criticism 


The Shelby County school 
system will be minus eight 
teachers when classes resume in 
the fall. 

The cut in personnel was made 
for reasons which include money 
and decreased enrollment. 

However, the non-renewals of 
contracts prompted several 
teachers to attend Wednesday’s 
Board of Education meeting to 
voice their feelings on the matter. 

However, the board heard only 
AEA representative Wayne 
Sumners, who called the nine 
non-renewals of contracts and !1 
resignations ‘‘discouraging.”’ 

Referring to the words liberty 
and justice in the pledge of 
allegiance, which had been 
repeated moments earlier, 
Sumners said that non-tenured 
teachers did not have those 
rights. 

But his words failed to sway 
the board in their decision to ter- 
minate the contracts of seven 
non-tenured teachers, a teacher’s 
aide and an aide-bus driver. 

‘teachers whose contracts will 
not be renewed are given the op- 
tion to resign. And _ several 
reportedly chose to do that. 
However, by taking that step, 
they are ineligible for unemploy- 
ment benefits. 

The decision to eliminate eight 
teaching units was the result of 
the system’s yearly staff utiliza- 


tion study, Knowles said. 

But Sumners was critical ol 
principals recommending 
renewals for teachers who were 
evaluated as being outsianding 
“They deserve better treatment,” 
he said. 

He also said he thought it was 
wrong that non-tenured teachers 
were not told why their contracts 
were not being renewed. 

Looking at the non-renewal

practice from another angle, 
Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles said that it 


could be a positive action for 
both the teacher and school. 

And he said that in his opinion, 
it had served both students and 
teachers well. 

The board approved three 
teacher transfers, and Knowles 
noted they were all voluntary 
moves. 


However, Montevallo High 
School teacher Jennifer 
Williams, who will move to 


Pelham in the fall had earlier pro- 
tested the move. 

The other transfers are Willie 
Turner and Elspie Moore. 

The retirements of three 
employees were also accepted at 
the meeting. They are: Thomp- 
son Elementary School principal 
Henderson Walker, Ted 
Lansford, coordinator of school 
plants and Lillian Schultz, a Col-

Sides finally agree on ditch

Both sides played hardball 
Monday night at the meeting of 
the Shelby County Planning 
Commission. 

Engineer Bryson Weygand was 
trying to convince the commis- 
sion that a V-notch dirt ditch ata 
grade of one percent was suffi- 
cient to drain the first addition to 
the Broken Bow subdivision in 
north Shelby County. 

Weygand argued that a ditch 
of that design would not erode, 
would not accumulate sediment, 


‘and would not cost the developer 


‘tan arm and a leg to install.” 

He said sodding was not 
necessary, but he would be will- 
ing to sod it ‘‘if you'll fee: more 
comfortable about it.’” 

The commission was uncon- 
vinced in light of advice given 
them by county engineer Gary 
Ray and his assistant Alfred 
Jones, who wanted the ditch con- 
creted. 

Some of the discussion went 


like this: 

Joe Garity, (Commission 
chairman) ‘‘What if it failed?”’ 

Weygand: ‘‘How could it 
fail?’’ 

Garity: ‘‘Erosion, silting, soft 
spots.”’ 

Weygand: ‘‘I’ve checked the 
soil. It won’t do that.”’ 

County planning director Paul 
Owen questioned the one percent 
grade. 

Weygand: ‘‘Paul, you've got 
1% ditches all over this county.”’ 

Owen: ‘‘We’ve got ditches that 
don’t work too.”’ 

Weygand: ‘‘We’re willing to 
bond it. If it doesn’t work, we'll 
go back.”’ 

Garity: ‘“‘Let’s talk about a 
time frame.’’ 

Weygand: ‘‘One year.” 

Ray Martin (commissioner): ‘‘I 
disagree. The bond ought to last 
till the last house is built.’’ 

A lengthy discussion about 
bonding and the shape of 
drainage ditches followed.

I-65 opens new opportunities for county 


Things will never be quite the 
same again in west Shelby Coun- 
ty now that the interstate has 
opened from Alabaster to 
Hoover. 


The new highway will open the 
opportunity for people and goods 
to move more quickly and effi- 
ciently through that part of the 
county, The trip to Birmingham, 
the state’s largest city, and to 
Montgomery, the capital city, 


The legislature failed to pass an 
education budget for the state in 
its closing hours Monday. Bul a 
bill affecting Shelby County was 
passed earlier and is awaiting the 
governor’s signature. 

The bill which passed modifies 
the county’s act which imposed 
the one cent sales tax for schools 
and the general fund. The new 
bill was sought to provide a more 
stable source to borrow against. 
This means the county school 
board can probably borrow 
money at a lower interest rate for 
constructing buildings. Inverness 
School is the first project the 
board plans to finance. 

Early in the legislative session 
the county board had been advis- 
ed by an auditor that legislation 
was needed to make an expense 
account for the superintendent 
legal. But after the bill was adver- 
tised, the examiner of public ac- 
counts disagreed with the auditor 
and said the legislation was not 
needed. It was dropped. 

Superintendent Charles 
Knowles said, on the subject of 
teaching staff ‘‘The thing that’s 
saving us is the one cent sales tax. 
It’s coming in above estimates 
and is a buffer for the loss of 
state funds this year."’ 

**We regret we can’t do all the 
things we promised when we ask- 
ed for the tax, but we would be in 
dire straits without it.”’

Knowles said he feels ‘‘very 
pleased with the management of 
our local schools.’’

How do your food costs compare with the costs for U.S. Depar- 
tment of Agriculture food plans for families of the same size and | 


composition? 


Each month, USDA’s Consumer Nutrition Center updates the 
weekly cost of food at home based on four food plans. These costs, 
reported separately for men, women and children of different ages, 
can be used to figure the costs of food in the plans for any family. 

Betty Peterkin, a home economist with USDA’s Science and | 
Education Administration, said the four food plans--thrifty, low-cost, | 
moderate-cost and liberal--serve as guides for family food needs and | 


food costs. 


‘The plans describe amounts of foods from various food groups : 
that together provide well-balanced meals and snacks for a week for ; 
family members. From these food groups, you can choose food that 
your family enjoys, that give good value for money spent, and that 
you have the time and skill to prepare,"’ Peterkin explained, 

In figuring the costs, it is assumed that all of the food is bought at 
the store and prepared at home. Costs are for food only and do not in- 
clude money spent for alcoholic beverages, pet food, soap, cigarettes, 
paper goods and other nonfood items, which account for over 25 cents 
of every dollar spent in the supermarket.

Speech therapy program grows 


by Marcia M. Sears 
It was just six years ago that 
the Shelby County school system 
hired its first speech pathologist. 
Now there are ten, with one in 
every school area of the county. 
Supervisor Dickie Bridges was 
summarizing the work of the 
speech pathologists recently, as a 


way of emphasizing May as 
‘Better Speech and Hearing 
Month’. 


At the start of each school 
year, every entering first grader 
and kindergartner is screened for 
possible problems in speech, 
hearing or language. 


The pathologist spends 10 to 15 
minutes per child, and trigs to 
finish screening them the’ first 
week. Then therapy is started 
with those children who are 
found to need special attention. 
The most common problems 
come in pronouncing the letters, 
Br res al oh a adc 

At present, there are 358 
children in the county in varying 
stages of therapy. Of these, 266 
have problems in speech and 
language. The others are 
‘duplicated’ meaning they have 
physical or mental problems in 
addition to speech and language 
problems. 

There is also a class of eight 
children at the Riverchase school 
who are deaf, or whose hearing is 
seriously impaired. These 
children come from all parts of 
the county, and are transported 
by a special van. When their 
special therapy is finished each 
day, they enter regular classes at 
Riverchase.

three Montevallo public schools, 
speech problems can affect a 
child’s entire perception of 
himself or herself. Sometimes a 
child is ridiculed by other 
children when he is having trou- 
ble pronouncing a sound correct- 
ly. These special speech teachers 
can work with these problems, 
and if there is good solid support 
from the child’s family, good 
progress can often be made, she 
said. 

Several children are dismissed 
each year by the speech therapists 
as improved. Some children Yove 
the time they spend one-to-one 
with the speech teacher so much 
that they do not want to stop the 
sessions, even when their speech 
has improved. Miss Harrington 
told of one child whose stuttering 
would be nearly stopped by spr- 
ing, but toward the end of the 
school year would get worse, so 
the teacher would’ noi dismiss 
him. 

This month speech therapists 
in the county are distributing 
posters for trying to.make the 
public more aware of speech and 
hearing with a variety of ac- 
tivities: distributing posters, 
testing teachers and conducting a 
special testing of senior citizens at 
Vincent. 

They are very anxious to make 
people aware of the kinds of ser- 
vices they offer. 

The teachers are available to 
any child in the public school 
system, but most of their work is 


in the grammar schools. For in- 
Stance, Miss Harrington has 40 
children in therapy at Montevallo 
Elementary School, two at the 


middle school and none at the 
high school.

Looking for a job? The 
average American changes jobs 
every 3.6 years. Although many 
job hunters look on their own, 
many end up at some kind of 
counseling or placement service. 


Attorney General Charles 
Graddick advised job hunters to 
be aware that there are several 
types of job services and to know 
what is offered by each type 
before committing themselves to 
what could become an expensive 
contract. 

‘*For instance, one type of ser- 
vice offers only a list of jobs from 
which you pick and choose for a 
fee,’ he said. The fee must be 
paid before you receive the ser- 
vice, and some jobs on the list 
may already be taken because the 
list is not kept up to date. 

On the other hand, Graddick 
noted, most job placement ser- 
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Public warned of bad job services 


vices maintain lists of specific job 
openings placed by the businesses 
and kept up to date. You pay for 
the service after you have found a 
job. Some charge a percentage of 
the first year’s ‘salary, while 
others charge the equivalent of 
one or two week’s pay. 

Executive search firms, or 
career counselors, rarely know 
about specific openings, but help 
with general job-hunting skills 
such as resume writing, and 
charge a fee before you receive 
any service, 

Executive recruiters work for 
businesses looking for people to 
fill specific jobs. They are paid by 
the business, not by the job 
seeker. 

Graddick said job hunters can 
save money by checking with free 
placement services first. These in- 
clude the state employment ser- 
vice, university and college career 


offices and local unions. 

“Before you agree to use any 
private employment service, 
find out about its credentials,” 
Graddick said, Find out if it is 
licensed, the qualifications of the 
staff, and any guarantees. Find 
out what type of payment is re- 
quired or if the employer will pay 
part or all of the fee. Ask for 
references to find out if former 
clients are satisfied with the ser- 
vice. 

‘Read the contract carefully 
and make sure you get a copy of 
it,’’ Graddick said. ‘‘No matter 
what the representative says, if 
the promise is not in writing, 
there is no guarantee you will get 
the service.’’ 

Anyone with a complaint 
about an employment service 
firm should contact the Attorney 
General’s Office of Consumer

Odum Trail will join Pinhoti 


The Talladega Mountains of 
east’ Alabama are becoming a 
valuable recreational resource for 
outdoor lovers from throughout 
the Southeast. For years, the 
Talladegas have drawn scouts 
and other backpackers to explore 
the Odum Scout Trail which 
leads through the mountains 
south of Cheaha State Park. In- 
deed, it is estimated that over 
30,000 Boy Scouts have hiked the 
trail since it was first built 15 
years ago. 

Now, even greater things are in 
store for the Odum Scout Trail. 
First, it is about to become part 
of the Pinhoti Trail which stret- 
ches for almost 60 miles through 
the Talladega Mountains. Parts 
of the Pinhoti Trail around 
Cheaha State Park and further 
north around Coleman Lake 
have been completed for several 
years. However, the United 
States Forest Service has recently 
cleared a 35 mile section of trail 
which will connect these north 
and south ends. With the comple- 
tion of this section, the Pinhoti 
Trail will be the longest single 
hiking trail in Alabama. 

Second, the Odum Scout Trail 
may soon be protected for future 
generations. For some years now, 
there has been talk of designating 
the mountains around the trail as 
a Federal Wilderness Area. 
Roads, buildings and motorized 
vehicles are prohibited in 
wilderness areas, but the areas 
are open to hunting, fishing, hik- 
ing and camping and horse back 
riding. States like Georgia and 
North Carolina have had some of 
their most beautiful outdoor 


areas preserved as wildernesses. 

Through the efforts of Con- 
gressman Bill Nichols, a com- 
promise has been reached so that 
the proposed Talladega Scenic 
Drive can be built to the west of 
the Odum Scout Trail and the 
mountains around the trail can be 
designated as a_ wilderness. 
Therefore, Alabama will get both 
a scenic highway and a wilderness 
comparable to those in other 
states. 

The Alabama Conservancy 
and other conservation groups 
have worked for several years to 


— 
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protect the Odum Trail. Mike 
Leonard, a Conservancy 
member, states: ‘‘The Conser- 
vancy has never opposed the 
Scenic Drive as a whole, but has 
only urged that the drive not 
follow one particular route which 
would cut right through the heart 
of the wilderness surrounding the 
trail. Having the drive right next 
to the trail would have destroyed 
the wilderness experience offered 
by the trail. The Conservancy is 
glad that Alabama can now have 
both the wilderness and the 


drive.”’

Food dominates thoughts of backpackers

(Elk Park, N.C.) Since the 
days of Dan’l Boone, tales of 
wild animals have run rampant 
through the American 
woodlands. Traditionally, bears 
have topped the list of wild 
stories from the wild kingdom. 
But sometimes traditions topple. 

For better or worse, the bear is 
sliding into second place in the 
wild stories category. Ol’ ornery 
Teddy, bad honey-breath and all, 
is being replaced by a, well, more 
wild creature: the backpacker. 

Here’s the scoop: 


First of all, you have to unders- 
tand Teddy’s basic nature--what 
makes him tick. In a word, the 
answer is FOOD. From the por- 
ridge that got Goldie Locks in 
trouble and the honey jar Pooh

stuck on his nose, to the night 
that Teddy raided the refrigerator 
in the Winnebago, bear stories 
generally center around the pur- 
suit of food. 

With food on its mind, a bear 
can go, literally wild, 

With food on its mind, 
‘*Wild’’ is a mild way to describe 
a backpacker. This is one of the 
things Jeff Mitchell and I have 
learned during the first 375 miles 
of our 2100-mile hike of the Ap- 
palachian Trail. 

For the past month, most of 
our hiking has been through bear 
sanctuaries, so the possibility of 
meeting a black bear on the AT is 
real. Accordingly, at night, Mitch 
and I hang our food pack high in 
a tree. But I get the feeling that 
the threat of Teddy is more real 
than an actual encounter of the 
bear kind. (Knock on wood.) 

True enough, in the Great

Smoky Mountain National Park, 
back-country hikers are required 
to sleep and store their packs in- 
side permanent lean-to shelters. 
The shelters have chain-link fence 
stretched over their open fronts 
for protection against bears--or 
at least that’s what the ranger in 
Fontana told us as we scheduled 
our 80-mile hike through the 
park. (Sixty seconds after the 
ranger drove-off, Mitch and I 
began wolfing down three 
pounds of chocolate chip cookies 
his mom had mailed us...) 

But on any given evening, had 
Teddy moseyed up to any of the 
shelters where we stayed, he 
might have found the honey jar 
on another nose, so to speak, The 
situation would have been 
something like a trip to the zoo 
when you wonder if you’re there 
to watch the monkeys, or they’re 
there to watch you. 


Here’s some true-life examples 
from the wild kingdom which 
should enlighten the gentle reader 
to the backpacker’s insatible 
obsession with food: 

The can of hash had been a 
heavy luxury item to carry, so 
when the contents had spilled out 
of the small skillet, there was no 
question about what to do. The 
backpacker picked out the bigger 
pieces of pine straw. The smaller 
pieces wouldn’t matter too much. 
After all, isn’t roughage good for 
you? 

One semi-civilized hiker of- 


fered a hungry looking 
backpacker a sample of 
homemade jerky from a paper 
bag. ‘‘Thanks,’’ the packer 
garbled through a mouthful, 
quickly dipping both hands back 
in the bag before it could be 
withdrawn. ‘‘Not Bad.” 

A hungry backpacker spent 
forty-five minutes grubbing on 
the hillside for wild onions and 
ramps to add to bullion cubes for 
soup. He spent an hour and a 
half removing impacted dirt from 
his fingernails. 

‘*Ah!”’ says the still disbeliev- 
ing reader. ‘‘So backpackers do 
cook!’’ But that’s true only if you 
call it cooking when a backpacker 
pours boiling water into a plastic 
bag of freeze-dried food, then 
gobbles it down in sixty seconds 
and looks up with the frantic 
look of a wounded wild boar. 

Charlie Alsobrook, a sixty-two 
year old backpacker from 
Homewood who is hiking the 
AT, talked to two fellow hikers 
while they ate: ‘‘When I was in 
the army, anytime a couple of 
soldiers got together, they ended 
up talking about sex (‘women’ if 
you prefer). But get two 
backpackers together and they 
Start talking about food!’ The 
other two hikers eye him 
suspiciously and quickly finish 
their instant mashed potatoes.

*If pulling skiers, be sure so- 
meone is in the boat to watch 
them while the driver of the boat 
watches the water ahead. 

*Watch for partially submerg- 
ed objects.

In defense of the backpacker 
and his affliction, it should be 
pointed out that the creatures 
are, to some degree trainable. 
Humans in some of the towns the 
AT passes through have actually 
learned to train backpackers to 
work for several hours by offer- 
ing them cornbread and tuna 
casserole. 

A backpacker’s element, 
however, is truly the woods; there 
his wild zeal for food is not quite 
so out of place. When from time 
to time, he returns to society, the 
backpacker’s obsession becomes 
rather conspicuous. 

In an attempt to camouflage 
himself among people, one 
backpacker brushed his hair 
before entering a restaurant. His 
disguise worked until he reached 
the salad bar where he dropped a 
chunk of lettuce on the floor, In- 
stinctively, he picked it up, blew 


it off, and popped it in his 
mouth, 
Sometimes hordes” of 


backpackers have been known to 
stampede out of the hills and con- 
verge on an unsuspecting country 
store.

and Pepsies are used as chasers. 

I won't even delve into the 
acknowledged bad breath and 
body odor of the backpacker. 
Suffice it to say that a sixty year 
old backpacker from Delaware, 
Don Weber, suddenly found 
himself mug to mug with a bear 
on Roan Mountain yesterday. 
The bear turned and ran. 

Some bears, however, appear 
reluctant to give up their claim as 
being the top subject matter of 
wild animal tales. Walter Arm- 
strong, a semi-backpacker born, 
raised and retired in Greene 
County, Tennessee, told Mitch 
the following story: 

Just this year, a backpacker in 
the Smokies supposedly heard a 
commotion one evening in camp. 
He turned to see a black bear 
nearby, mauling his pack. In a fit

allowed under the ordinance, which 
must have the approval of the proper.

(D) Public Areas Signs

(E} Vacated Buildings Signs 

Any sign that identifies a product 
or identification connected with a 
previous tenant or owner of a com- 
mercial building or business that has 
ceased doing business at that loca- 
tion shall be a prohibited sign and 
Shall be removed immediately.

Council hassles signs 


An issue involving street signs 
and a decision on allowing a nur- 
sing home to open in the city were 
tabled at Thursday’s Columbiana 
Council meeting. 

However the panel voted 
unanimously to spend $648 for a 
new radio for one of the city’s 
police cars. 

Because the opening of the 
home for elderly adults would 
necessitate rezoning the property 
on Hwy. 47, it was decided the 
matter should be turned over to 
the city’s planning commission. 

The request came from Mrs. 
Christine Lottie who now 
operates the home in Wilsonville. 
At the present time, the property 
on which she proposes opening 
the home is zoned residential. 


Two issues were involved in the 
discussion on street signs. Putting 
up different types of signs from 
the original street markers 
erected by Bob Hume and his 
Boy Scout troop, was brought 
up. 

And a north designation given 
to two streets in the Triple Spr- 
ings subdivision drew criticism 
from Hume.

that it was not reasonable to put 
north before the names of streets 
not crossing the street dividing 
the town into north and south 
sectors.

Hume’s main objection to the 
incorrect designation was for 
safety reasons.

Longshore Jr., was a member of 
the First Baptist Church in Col- 
umbiana until his death a few 
years ago. 

As they looked at the 
photograph in the probate office, 
the family recalled that A.P. 
Longshore had been one of the 
few Republicans in the South in 
that era.

It’s been a long road to I-65

In 1956, when the U.S. Con- 
gress gave its final stamp of ap- 
proval to a unified, coordinated 
interstate highway system, the 
idea of a four-lane highway that 
would permit uninterrupted 
travel from Birmingham to Mon- 
tgomery and beyond seemed like 
a futuristic fantasy. , 

A major portion of I-65 bet- 
ween Montgomery and Birm- 
ingham, from Alabaster to Liber- 
ty Church, officially opened in 
1961, although many will recall 
one November weekend when 
Gov. John Patterson opened the 
not-yet-finished road for one day 
to allow travel to the’ 1960

Letter to the Editor: 

If you are in communication 
with David Moore on his travels, 
tell him to keep’em coming, I am 
thoroughly enjoying his articles 
about his joys and sorrows, and 
‘am cutting them out for our ver- 
tical file. Haven’t decided how to

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Alabama-Auburn game in Birm- 
ingham. 

The official opening of the 
46-mile highway segment came 
about six months later (May, 
1961) when Gov. Patterson clip- 
ped the ribbon across the road 
and the Highway Department 
celebrated its 50th anniversary. 

Since then, it has seemed a long 
wait for that future fantasy to 
become a reality, especially for 
Shelby County residents who 
have eyed the new road as a 
panacea for their rush-hour 
blues. 


Work began on the nearly 12 
miles of highway between 
Alabaster and Hoover almost im- 
mediately following the 1956-in- 
terstate system approval. Shelby 
County residents were invited in 
1957 to present their ideas on the 
project at a hearing for the sec- 
tion from Alabaster to the county 
line at the Cahaba River. Jeffer- 
son County residents, in whose 
county a massive route inter- 
change would be built, offered 

ir suggestions at a 1961 public 
hearing. 


Meanwhile, preliminary loca- 
tion and survey work was in full 
swing by the state Highway 
Department’s interstate bureau, 
the group in charge of supervis- 
ing the design of the 800-mile 
Alabama interstate system. 

Consultants were engaged to 
design the route interchange bet- 
ween 1-65 and the planned 1-459 
“super loop,”’ while the depart- 
ment worked toward design ap- 
proval and completion of en- 
vironmental prerequisites man- 
dated by a 1969 federal law. 

Design approval for the pro- 
ject, submitted in several phases, 
came in a two-and-a-half year 
period between 1971 and 
mid-1973. The first project, from 
U.S. 31 at Alabaster to Shelby 


County Road 52, was approved 
by the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration (FHWA) on 
January 20, 1971. The remaining 
section in Shelby County and the 
Jefferson County portion receiv- 
ed design approval two years 
later in June and January, respec- 
tively. 

With the design approved and 
the final environmental approval 
awarded September, 1972, 
authorization was given to begin 
right-of-way acquisition in 1972, 
a process that required four years 
to finish. 

Eighty-one families and three 
small businesses were relocated 
during the four-year period while 
final plans were readied for the 
letting of the first contract in 
April of 1973. 

Southeast Contractors of Bir- 
mingham was the successful low 
bidder on the $1.85 million con- 
tract to grade and drain the road 
from Alabaster to County Road 
52 (Pelham Road.) The first con- 
tract on the Jefferson County 
portion, grade and dr&in of the 
road from the Cahaba River to 
U.S. 31 at Columbiana Road, 
was let to Southeast Contractors 
in May, 1975, for their low bid of 
$14.7 million. 

Other contracts followed dur- 
ing the 1970's, including a $9.5 
million contract awarded to R.R. 
Dawson Bride Co. of Birm- 


ingham in July, 1977, to build the 
I-65/1-459 interchange. 

The department’s engineers are 
now looking toward the addition 
of two lanes from Columbiana 
Road to Lewisburg which would 
provide six to eight lanes through 
town to accommodate increasing 
city traffic. No date has been set 
for this project. 

July is the tentative date set to 
let to contract the first portion of 
the remaining 1-65 section north 
of Birmingham. The first con- 
tract on that 13.7-mile segment 
will be to grade and drain the 
road from Lewisburg to Mt. 
Olive Road. A second contract, 
to grade and drain the road from 
Mt. Olive to Horsebranch Hill, 
has been tentatively scheduled for 
December. Initial work on the 
third portion, from Horsebranch 
Hill to Warrior, is set for 
mid-1982. The entire section, and 
all of I-65 in Alabama, is set for 
completion in 1986. 

The north Jefferson County 
section will be the only remaining 
unfinished portion of I-65 in the 
state following the scheduled 
opening of 11.5 miles of in- 
terstate near Mobile in 
September. The road, from U.S. 
43 in Mobile County to Alabama 
225 in Baldwin County, includes 
over six miles of bridges spanning 
the Mobile, Tensaw, and Middle 
rivers and Mifflin Lake,

Educator looks back on career

When Henderson Walker 
retires at the end of this school 
term an entire generation of west 
Shelby Countians will say ‘‘I 
went to school under him.” 

Walker has been connected 
with the Thompson Schools in 
Siluria for the past 20 years; three 
years as a teacher at the high 
school and 17 years as principal

at the elementary school. 

He has seen the tremendous 
population growth in the area 
and has had to match teaching 
patterns to the growth. 

‘‘Never - not once - have we 
ever had enough rooms to accom- 
modate all the classes at one 
time,”’ he said as he talked about 
the surging population at 
Thompson Elementary. - 


At the new playground 


When he took over, the school 
had 10 teachers and 300 students. 
Today there are 62 teachers and 
1,340 students. He described the 
transition from the old rock 
building of 17 years ago to the 
modern building with modular 
classrooms and the reading well 
of today. 

Have the children changed in 

the last 17 years? The principal 
believes that children come to the 
first grade much smarter than 
they used to be. ‘“They’re keener, 
they know more about things,”’ 
he said. “‘They’re more outgoing 
and don’t mind expressing 
themselves. They have a self 
assurance I never had at that 
age.” 
He believes that travel oppor- 
tunities and television have been 
important factors in children’s 
development. 

He also believes that children 
are just as well disciplined and 
controlled now as they were years 
ago. 

He has limitless praise for the 

cooperation he receives from 
parents and teachers and avers, 
‘*] don’t have as many discipline 
problems now as I had five years 
ago.” 
“*I feel I have worked with the 
most cooperative parents in the 
world, and the cooperation has 
grown rather than decreased.” 
He notes there are 831 members 
in the PTA, and this year the 
parents raised enough money to 
meet all the school’s needs 
without the children having to 
sell anything. 

When he first came to the 
elementary school he started 
touring schools throughout the 
state looking for good ideas. 
Before his survey ended, he and 
his teachers had visited 125 
schools, Out of this came the idea 
for modular scheduling which 
groups children in major 
language, reading and math 
study groups. The rest of the day 
the children spend in 
heterogeneous classes. 


with the general faculty meeting 
and meeting with teachers by 
grades. 

Teachers throughout the 
Shelby County system have high 
praise for Walker’s abilities at 
running a school. He prides 
himself that ‘‘I have never had 
one child pull a leaf off a plant in 
the school or mark on the walls.”’ 

How does he accomplish this, 
especially when he has so many 
newcomers each month? 

He believes in the aesthetic ap- 
proach - providing an attractive 
school and grounds, good pic- 
tures on the walls, and live 
plants. 

Walker believes these steps 
make the child so appreciative of 
the school he or she would not 
want to damage it. He said the 
pride is so built up in the students 
that peer pressure takes over 
when a new child comes to 
school. 

**T call my work here a labor of 
love, I’ve never been discouraged 
since I’ve been here, and I’ve on- 
ly had five really rude parents in 
my 17 years. All the others were 
willing to talk things over. I was 
offered the principalship at 
Vestavia Elementary and was not 
even tempted.’”’ 

When the veteran principal 
came to Thompson he already 
had an impressive career behind 
him. He had taught in Jefferson 
County before World War II, 
and then he was in the service for 
five years, with General George 
Patton’s Third Army. He came 
back to teach at Jones Valley 
High School, Shades Valley, and 
then went to Fairfield High as 
principal. At that time he decided 
to leave the teaching profession 
and became a cost accountant at 
Hayes Aircraft for four years. 
But he missed the children and 
when the Thompson opportunity 
arose, he was glad to get back to 
teaching. 

Thousands of Shelby County 
children and parents are glad he 
did. 


He has finally been able to 
establish a planning period for 
every teacher each day. One of

At the close of the year 1890, 
one of the last major Indian out- 
breaks had taken. place at 
Wounded Knee Creek, South 
Dakota, and the West had been 
won. 

It was in this year that Grady 
McEwen of Wilsonville, was 
born. In his lifespan covering 
almost a century, Grady, as he is 
known by his friends, has seen 
vast changes in our mode of liv- 
ing from crude fireplaces to cen- 
tral heating, from horses to the 
space age. 

In 1910, at the age of 20, he 
began delivering mail on 
horseback. By the time he left the 
postal service at age 70, he had 
delivered mail by horse, horse 
and buggy, and finally by car. 

In addition to delivering mail, 
Mr. McEwen also operated a ser- 
vice station. For the last 40 years 
he has become a familiar sight at

the station pumping gas. If 
friends don’t find him there, they 
might encounter him on the way 
to the store or post office, riding 
on his ‘‘three wheeler’’ bike. 

He was married to Gertrude 
Nall for 61 years until her death. 
They were blessed with 3 
children, 4 grandchildren and 3 
great grandchildren. He is now 
married to Buna Milton and they 
have been married for seven 
years. 

This past month was his 91st 
birthday. Friends and relatives 
gathered at Kline Baptist Church 
to help celebrate. Mr. McEwen 
credits his longevity with being 
active. He says if he makes it to 
the 100 mark, it is doubtful that 
he will retire. 

If anyone would like a bit of 
Wilsonville history, just drop by 
the station and have a chat with 
Grady McEwen.

“*Yeah,’’ Michael said. ‘‘The 
mountains get to be more like 
home than home is.’’ I was listen- 
ing as I ate a baked potato and 
three hard-boiled eggs Viola had 
insisted I take. ‘‘Sometimes 
Willard and I get a load of roots 


. and say, ‘Let’s go back to the 


house,’ but we mean the lean- 

**If you don’t expect to live like 
a king, a fellow can make a living 
right here in the mountains,”’ 
Michael continued, ‘‘It’s a pretty 
good life.”’ 

I was curious about the roots 
and herbs and the two men ex- 
plained that usually they gather 
crowfeet and Mayapple roots, 
They sold them at a market near 
Roan Mountain, In the fall they 
gathered ginsing when it bore 
berries which could be planted 
for the future. If he drove all the 
way to Louisville, Kentucky, 


Willard said he could get up to 
$160 per pound for ginsing. But 
ginsing was rare. And crowfeet 
and Mayapple didn’t bring nearly 
that much money.

*‘There ain’t nobody around 
here really knows,’’ Willard said. 
“the ginsing they ship to China, 
or someplace. But I don’t know 
what they do with it. Some peo- 
ple say they eat it. Some say they 
drink it. Some say it has 
something to do with their 
religion.”’ 

“I think they use it for 
medicines,’’ Viola said. ‘‘That’s 
why it brings so much money,”’ 


Eventually the conversation 
turned to the subject of the girls 
who were assaulted, and the 
gruesome ax murder. 

“*They should have strung up 
them boys for raping those 
girls,’’ Willard declared. 
‘*They’re in prison, but they got 
off too easily, It’s a real shame, 
too, because it reflects on the 
state and these people around 
here. Nobody likes that.’’ 

**But that fella’ who chopped 
up that girl, he was a hiker,’’ 
Willard continued. ‘‘He was 
from up north somewhere--not 
around here. As soon as he done 
it, he walked down the mountain 
and turned himself in. They say 
he died a couple months later 
from a tumor.” 

These two incidents, Willard 
went on to say, sometimes made 
hikers leary when they came 
across Michael, Viola and 
himself in the woods. 

“*Some hikers don’t stop,’’ he 
said. ‘‘] guess maybe they’re 
scared. Some just wave, then 
walk on, but if it’s raining they 
nearly always come over to the 
fire. If we have any eggs or gravy, 
or beans or cornbread, we invite 
them to eat with us.”’ 

Michael noted that twenty- 
three hikers had passed their 
camp that day, That was more 
hikers than they had ever seen in 
one day, 

Finally we returned to our 
camp but not before agreeing to 
visit again in the morning.

Pelham adds sales 


The way to a bigger and better 
Pelham is to have a sewer system. 
The only way to get the sewer 
system is by a one cent sales tax. 

That was the logic behind the 
decision of the Pelham City 
Council last Thursday when it ad- 
ded another penny sales tax to the 
one it already collects. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway explain- 
ed that the city fathers should 
probably have gone ahead with 
the additional tax three years ago 
and built the sewer system and 


treatment plant themselves. 

He recounted that the city kept 
applying for federal grants hop- 
ing to avoid the step. Now that it 
is apparent that grants will not be 
available, the city had no 
recourse but to try to raise“the 
money itself, he said Monday 
night. 


The council came in for 
criticism for calling a hasty 
special meeting last Thursday and 
voting in the tax without notice to 
the news media or local citizens. 


Shelby Memorial board 


votes to change name 


The name ‘Shelby Medical 
Center’ will give ‘‘a better image 
of what we’re doing’’ says Her- 
man Moore, chairman of the 
board of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital. 


The board voted on May 26 to 
change the name of the tax- 
supported hospital to ‘Shelby 
Medical Center’ and the new 
name will include the complex of 
private doctors’ buildings near- 
by. The area is now being refer- 
red to as a ‘campus’ although no 
formal teaching takes place there. 

Moore said that the out-patient 


services, now offered make it 
‘*more than a hospital.’’ 

In other action the board ap- 
proved pay raises for both 
Registered and Licensed Practical 
Nurses. Construction of a new 


parking lot behind the new 
emergency department was also 
approved. 


The board continued its study 
of a medical clinic for eastern 
Shelby County. Moore said it 
would be hard to say how long 
the study will take. ‘“We’re look- 
ing at all of northeast Shelby 
County, not just the City of Vin- 
cent,”’ he told the Reporter. 


Alabaster searches 


for new councilman 


Alabaster boards were in good 
shape again after three unexpired 
terms were filled at Monday 
night’s meeting. 

But a resignation that was an- 
nounced during the session leaves 
a vacancy at the council table. 

Roger Wheeler said that Mon- 
day was his last meeting. A pro- 
motion by his company is making 
it necessary for the councilman to 
move to Chattanooga, Tenn. 

The entire council expressed 
regret about Wheeler’s depar- 
ture, and each had a word of 
commendation for him. 

Police Chief C.E. Bull Carter 
and Fire Chief John Cochran 
also praised the man who has 
been in charge of their depart- 
ments for his fine work. 

‘The city owes you a debt of 
gratitude for the service you've 
rendered,’’ declared Mayor H.A. 
‘Doc’? Rubin. 

Wheeler took his seat at the 
council table in 1980 when he was 
appointed to replace Charlotte 


Burke after she became mayor. 

In the last election, he ran 
unopposed. 

Jack Zuiderhoek and De- 
Wayne Wood are the new 
members of the Park and Recrea- 
tion Board, They replace Jim 
Cocke and Joel Lovett. 

Ronnie Johnson was elected 
chairman of the planning board. 
That vacancy was created when 
his predecessor, Jack Battle, 
moved away. 

During his last night at the 
council table, Wheeler brought 
up the subjects of a new car for 
the police department and the 
pressing need for another 
fireman. 

The council approved both re- 
quests. Since the necessity of 
replacing a worn out patrol car 
was declared an emergency situa- 
tion, a new car can be purchased 
without bids being taken.

Police make two arrests 


in string of recent burglaries

A 14 year old youth from New 

York City plunked $160 down on 
the counter of the Greyhound 
Bus terminal in Birmingham for 
his ticket home Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
But when Alabaster police Sgt. 
Larry Rollan tapped him on the 
shoulder, the youthful burglary 
suspect knew the jig was up. 


Several thousand dollars worth 
of jewelry taken from Colum- 
biana Jewelers was found in the 
youth’s luggage. 

The burglary took place 
sometime Monday night or early 
Tuesday morning. 

Accompanying Sgt. Rollan 
when the arrest was made were 
Alabaster police Lt. Leroy Davis 
and Columbiana policeman Tom 
Carter. 

The New York youth and 26 
year old Michael Trenholm are 
believed to be two of the burglars 


But Dunaway explained that 
the city clerk discovered if the tax 
was not on the books by May 30, 
the city could not start collecting 
it until November 20. By passing 
it last week the tax can go into ef- 
fect July 1 and the city will collect 
its first revenues on August 20. 


He said if there had been a 
heavy protest the council could 
have rescinded the action at the 
Monday night meeting. Several 
Chamber of Commerce members 
attended the Monday meeting but

Trenholm was arrested at his 
home in Alabaster on Monday 
after some of the guns taken in 
the Western Auto burglary were 
found. 


Twenty nine hand guns were 
taken in that burglary which took 
place on May 25. Four shotguns 
and rifles were stolen from 


Hughes Hardware sometime Fri- 
day night. 

Entry to both those stores was 
gained by breaking glass in either 
a window or door. 

A pane of glass was also 
broken in a second floor window 
of Columbiana Jewelers. 


Others are believed involved in 
the thefts and according to 
Rollan, more arrests are expected 
later in the week. 

At the present time, the charge 
against Trenholm is receiving and 
concealing stolen property. The 
juvenile is charged with burglary. 


Rollan said that the New York 
youth has been living in different 
locations in the southeast with his 
most recent residence being in 
Alabaster. 

Since the break in at Western 
Auto, Rollan reported that an in- 
tensive investigation has been 
underway to find those responsi- 
ble.

He said one man however, said 
he would go to Alabaster to do all 
his shopping if Pelham added the 
tax. When Cleveland told him 
Alabaster has had a two cent 
sales tax for some time, the man

The tax is estimated to bring in 
about $40,000 per month, and 


will be used as collateral for a 
loan to build the first phase of the 
sewer system which will serve the 
industrial park and businesses on 
U.S. 31 between the park and the 
intersection with Highway 52. 

The sewer is expected to attract 
more business, industry, and 
homes to Pelham as well as im- 
proving the health of the com- 
munity. City officials think that 
the cost of building the sewer 
system will be more than made up 
by increased revenues in the 
future. 


Four men break jail; 


two jailers on duty 


The four prisoners who broke 
out of the Shelby County jail last 
week can’t be charged with ar- 
son. 

They used a hacksaw blade to 
cut their way through a replaced 
pane of protective glass. 

Past jailbreaks have been made 
by burning through the 
breakproof glass. 

However, by Monday, all four 
were back in jail. 

The escapees who broke out 
Thursday night were Robert 
Smith, Jesse Ammons, George 
Melvin Chandler and Terry Ar- 
thur Smelly. 

Shelby County Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow said that bars and more 
personnel are needed if further 
escapes are to be averted. 

At their last meeting, members 
of the Shelby County Commis- 
sion approved taking bids for 
bars. And the legal advertisement 
appears in this issue of the 
Reporter. 

Commenting on the need for 
additional jailers, Glasgow noted 
that only two men were on duty 


at the time of the escape. 

He pointed out that they were 
responsible for 103 prisoners who 
were in the jail that night. 

That was 27 more prisoners 
than the jail was designed to ac- 
comodate, the Sheriff added. 

The escape was discovered 
when a passing motorist noted 
the prisoners climbing out a se- 
cond floor window at approx- 
imately 10 p.m. 

Ammons was the first to be 
recaptured. He was taken into 
custody in Wilsonville by Police 
Chief Sherman Humphries Satur- 
day morning. 

Deputies Jim Roper and J.B. 
Carter discovered Smith and 
Chandler at the Dunnavant home 
of Smith’s grandmother. 

And Calera police apprehend- 
ed Smelly Monday morning in 
Calera. 

The Sheriff explained that the 
men had managed to remove 
what are known as foolproof 
screws to make their way into a 
closed off cell.

Governor reviews legislation 


by Fob James 

Last Thursday, May 28, I had 
until midnight to make my deci- 
sions on all bills which came for 
my signature from the last night 
of the legislative session. There 
were about 130 bills which re- 
quired action, or they would die 
as a pocket veto. 

Before I discuss some of these 
bills, let me touch on some 
legislation which I proposed, or 
supported through an ad- 
ministration effort. 

There were four bills in which I 
had a particular interest as a part 
of the total legislative program 
from the Governor’s office. A 
bill allowing an opportunity for 
prayer in public schools passed, 
and I am pleased it did. The bill 
does not mandate prayer, nor 
does it call for organized prayer. 
Students who wish may be excus- 
ed from the brief period set aside 
for prayer or private meditation. 

As you know, I had several 
bills which dealt with crime. We 
were able to pass a new capital 
punishment statute. I firmly 
believe it will serve as a deterrent 
to vicious crime. It is a good bill 
and in my judgment will stand 


Montgomery events in 


Gov. Fob James, in what one 
. aide called ‘‘something less than 
a reorganization” of the ex- 
ecutive department, has assigned 
new duties to some of his top 
assistants and has assumed per- 
sonal responsibility for the needs 
of education. 


Assistant press secretary, Win- 
dy Leavell, says the governor will 
devote more of his time to educa- 
tion problems, particularly the 
drafting of a new school budget 
for the next fiscal year. The 
legislature failed to pass an 
education budget during its re- 
cent 1981 regular session and will 
be called back in a special session 
to try again. 

The need to concentrate on 
school problems also prompted 
James to call off a two-week 
industry-hunting trip to Japan, 
Korea and Taiwan, He had plan- 

“ned to leave for the Far East last 
Friday. He says now it will be 
rescheduled at a later date. 


In taking Over personal respon- 
sibility for education, the gover- 
nor assigned his chief ad- 
ministrative assistant, Bobby 
Davis, to oversee the 
‘‘marketing’’ areas of govern- 
ment such as the Alabama 
Development Office and the 
Bureau of Publicity and Informa- 
tion. Those two agencies have 
been under the chief executive's 
supervision. 

Davis also will have respon- 
sibility for federal grants, in- 
cluding the block grants propos- 
ed by President Reagan. 


Goy. James also told members 
of his cabinet during the week 
that anyone who is considering 
running for office next year will 
be expected to resign his or her 
present job by June 15. 

One cabinet member, Finance 
Director Sid McDonald, already 
had announced his resignation, 
effective June 15, but he has not 


the test of the Supreme Court. 
Another crime bill will allow the 
arresting agency to confiscate 
money obtained in a drug raid in- 
stead of giving that money back 
to the criminal to use in his 
defense. That was a blow against 
the criminal and I am happy that 
we were successful in passing it. 
Last, a bill providing a 
mechanism for the collection of 
child support payments and 
payments for student loans pass- 
ed the legislature. This bill allows 
the Department of Revenue to 
deduct delinquent payments from 
an individual’s tax return if they 
are behind in their obligation. 
Non-payment of child support is 
wrong in every aspect. It is wrong 
for the children and also for the 
taxpayer who ultimately paid the 
bill for those children who were 
forced to seek welfare aid 
because of their father’s neglect. 
During the course of the ses- 
sion, including those bills which 
passed the last day, over 520 bills 
came to me for my signature. 
Many bills were good, necessary 
bills, designed to correct pro- 
blems existing with outdated state 
law, or written to meet changing 


said whether he plans to seek of- 
fice again in the 1982 elections. 
McDonald was a candidate for 
governor in 1978. 
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The Pensions and Security 
Department, acting on orders 
from the governor, has under- 
taken a program to transfer 
about 100 employees from the 
State headquarters to county of- 
fices which are critically short- 
staffed. 

James said the purpose of the 
move is to cut back on ad- 
ministrative costs and put the em- 
phasis instead on the delivery of 
services at the county level. 

Rebecca Beasley, acting Pen- 
sions and Security director, said 
too much time and money are be- 
ing spent on administrative func- 
tions at the state level. County 
welfare offices meanwhile, she 
said are short of personnel need- 
ed to carry out programs for the 
poor. 

The greatest need, Mrs. 
Beasley said, is in the area of 
child support where fathers have 
failed or refused to support their 
children. She said the department 
could ‘‘get a lot more’? money 
out of them if it had the workers 
to assign to those cases. 
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Meanwhile, welfare authorities 
have been given new legal 
weapons to help recover child 
support from unwilling fathers. 

Two newly enacted laws give 
the state additional enforcement 
powers in collecting the money; 
another allows more time to 
determine who is the father of an 
illegitimate child. 

One new law permits garnish- 
ment of up to 40 percent of the 
Parent’s earnings to meet court- 
ordered child support payments. 
Another law sponsored by Gov. 
James allows the state to 
withhold overdue child support 
payments from any income tax 
refund the parent has coming. 

The third law gives the state 
five years to determine a child’s 


times. Others, however, were 
clearly bad bills, obviously 
designed for special interests. 

The General Fund Budget bill 
was signed May 28. As you may 
have heard, there were several er- 
rors in the bill which, unless cor- 
rected, would improperly fund 
several areas of government. 
Before I signed the bill, I received 
the assurance of the leadership of 
both Houses that the errors 
would be corrected in the Special 
Session I plan to call in late July 
or early August. 


It is unfortunate and un- 
necessary to see the budgets of 
this state treated with so little 
regard. Waiting until midnight 
on the last night of the session to 
pass a budget is wrong. The tax- 
payer loses and the special in- 
terests win. If the legislature will 
pass my bill seeking biennial 
budgeting, the budgets (your tax 
dollars) will no longer be used in 
hostage situations as is now the 
case. Biennial budgeting was one 
of four reform bills 1 presented 
this session. Many good 
legislators supported these 
reforms. However, the majority

Alabama motorists will get 
new license plates for 1982, and 
they will look a lot like the old 
tags which the state used for 
many years until the present for- 
mat took effect in 1976. 

Instead of three letters and 
three numerals, the 1982 tags will 
be all numerals, going back to the 
old system of county numbers for 
identification. Jefferson County 
tags will be preceded by the 
numeral ‘‘1’’ for instance; 
Mobile by ‘*2’’; Montgomery by 
**3’?, and on down the list. 

The new tags will be good for 
five years, just like those which 
motorists have been using since 
1976. A decal will be issued each 
year until the five years are up. 
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Alabama’s unemployment rate 
dropped nearly one percentage 
point in April, primarily because 
of gains in manufacturing and 
agricultural jobs.

These lobbyists’ goals are totally 
self-serving and come at the ex- 
pense of the children in our 
public schools and the students in 
our postsecondary system. 


The legislature must break with 
this tradition and set as its first 
priority a good education budget 
so our schools can open in 
September. 

After that, I feel confident we 
can address the necessary reform 
issues which must become law in 
order to put state government 
back on track.

The gist of his opinion says 
that the county commission is not 
required to pay over to the 
hospital board all of the proceeds 
of the special tax assessed for 
health facilities. 

Graddick noted an earlier opi- 
nion for Winston County which 
held that the county commission 
could use a portion of the tax for 
other public health facilities as 
long as the county commission 
maintained necessary amounts 
for payment of principal and in- 
terest on outstanding warrants. 

The second question was raised 
by the hospital board to see if it 
could give back to the county 
commission a specified sum to be 
used as a membership donation 
to the Birmingham Regional 
Health Systems Agency. The at- 
torney general said that such a 
step could be taken.

You have probably heard of churches of Christ. And perhaps 
you’ve asked ‘‘Who are these people? What - if anything - 
distinguishes them from the hundreds of other churches in the 
world?’’ 

You may have wondered: 

‘What is their historical background?"’ 

‘How many members do they have?’’ 

‘What Is their message?"’ 

‘How are they governed?”’ 

“How do they worship?’’ 

‘‘What do they believe about the Bible?’’ 

In this booklet | want to answer these questions. 


How Many Members? 


Worldwide there are some 20,000 congregations of churches of 
Christ with a total of 2% to 3 million individual members. There 
are small congregations, consisting of just a few members - and 
large ones made up of several thousand members. 

The greatest concentration of numerical strength in churches 
of Christ is in the southern United States where, for instance, 
there are about 40,000 members in some 135 congregations in 
Nashville, Tennessee. Or, in Dallas, Texas, where there are ap- 
proximately 36,000 members in 69 congregations. In such states 
as Tennessee, Texas, Oklahoma, Alabama, Kentucky - and others 
- there is a church of Christ in practically every town, no matter 
how large or small. 

While the number of congregations and members is not so 
numerous in other places, there are churches of Christ in every 
state in the United States and in 109 other countries. 


People of Restoration Spirit 


Members of churches of Christ are a people of restoration spirit 
- wanting to restore in our time the original New Testament 
church. 

Dr. Hans Kung, a well-known European theologian, published a 
book a few years ago entitled ‘The Church’. Dr. Kung lamented 
ihe fact that the established church has lost its way; has become 
burdened down with tradition; has failed to be what Christ plann- 
ed it should be. - 

The only answer, according to Dr. Kung, is to go back to the 
scriptures to see what the church was in its beginning, and then 
to recover in the twentieth century the essence of the original 
church. This is what churches of Christ are seeking to do. 

In the latter part of the 18th century, men of different denomina- 
tions, studying independently of each other, in various parts of 
the world, began to ask: 

-Why not go back beyond denominationalism to the simplicity 
and purity of the first-century church? 

-Why not take the Bible alone and once again continue 
**steadfastly in the apostles’ teaching...’’(Acts 2:42)? 

-Why not plant the same seed (the Word of God, Luke 8:11), that 
first century Christians planted, and be Christians only, as they 
were? 

They were pleading with everyone to throw off denomina- 
tionalism, to throw away human creeds, and to follow only the Bi- 
ble. 

They taught that nothing should be required of people as acts 
of faith except that which is evident in the scriptures. 

They emphasized that going back to the Bible does not mean 
the establishment of another denomination, but rather a return to 
the original church. 

Members of churches of Christ are enthusiastic about this ap- 
proach. With the Bible as our only guide we seek to find what the 
original church was like and restore it exactly. 

We do not see this as arrogance, but the very opposite. We are 
saying that we do not have the right to ask for men’s allegiance to 
a human organization - but only the right to call upon men to 
follow God’s blueprint. 


Not A Denomination 


For this reason, we are not interested in man-made creeds, but 
simply in the New Testament pattern. We do not conceive of 
ourselves as being a denomination - nor as Catholic, Protestant, or 
Jewish - but simply as members of the church which Jesus 
established and for which he died. 

And that, incidentally, is why we wear his name. The term 
‘““church of Christ’’ is not used as a denominational designation, 
but rather as a descriptive term indicating that the church belongs 
to Christ. 

We recognize our own personal shortcomings and weaknesses 
- and this Is all the more reason for wanting to carefully follow the 
all-sufficient and perfect plan God has for the church. 


Unity Based Upon The Bible 


Since God has vested ‘‘all authority’’ in Christ (Matthew 28:18), 
and since he serves as God's spokesman today (Hebrews 1:1,2), it 
is our conviction that only Christ has the authority to say what the 
church is and what we should teach. 

And since only the New Testament sets forth Christ’s Instruc- 
tions to his disciples, it alone must serve as the basis for all 
religious teaching and practice. This is fundamental with 
members of churches of Christ. We believe that teaching the New 
Testament without modification is the only way to lead men and 
women to become Christians. 

We believe religious division is bad. Jesus prayed for unity 
(John 17). And later, the apostle Paul begged those who were 
divided to unite in Christ (1 Corinthians 1). 

We believe the only way to achieve unity is by a return to the Bi- 
ble. Compromise cannot bring unity. And surely no person, nor 
group of persons, has the right to draw up a set of rules by which 


the Ghurches of Ghrist... 
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everyone must abide. But it is altogether proper to say, ‘‘Let’s 
unite by just following the Bible."’ This is fair. This is safe. This is 
right. 

So churches of Christ plead for religious unity based upon the 
Bible. We believe that to subscribe to any creed other than the 
New Testament, to refuse to obey any New Testament command, 
or to follow any practice not sustained by the New Testament if to 
add to or take away from the teachings of God. And both additions 
and subtractions are condemned in the Bible (Galatians 1:6-9; 
Revelation 22:18,19). 

This is the reason the New Testament is the only rule of faith 
and practice we have in churches of Christ. 


Each Congregation 
Self-Governed 


Churches of Christ have none of the trappings of modern-day 
organizational bureaucracy. There are no governing boards - 
neither district, regional, national nor international - no earthly 
headquarters and no man-designed organization. 

Each congregation is autonomous (self-ruled) and is indepen- 
dent of every other congregation. The only tie which binds the 
many congregations together is a common allegiance to Christ 
and the Bible. 

There are no conventions, annual meetings, nor official publica- 
tions. Congregations do cooperate in supporting children’s 
homes, homes for the elderly, mission work, etc. However, par- 
ticipation is strictly voluntary on the part of each congregation 
and no person nor group issues policies or makes decisions for 
other congregations. 

Each congregation is governed locally by a plurality of elders 
selected from among the members. These are men who meet the 
specific qualifications for this office given in 1 Timothy 3 and 
Titus 1. 

There are also deacons in each congregation. These must meet 
the biblical qualifications of 1 Timothy 3. 


Items of Worship 


Worship in churches of Christ centers in five items, the same as 
in the first-century church. We believe the pattern is important. 
Jesus said, ‘‘God is spirit, and those who worship him must wor- 
ship in spirit and truth’’(John 4:24). From this statement we learn 
three things: 

1) Our worship must be directed to the right object...God; 

2) It must be prompted by the right spirit; 

3) It must be according to truth. 

To worship God according to truth is to worship him according 
to his Word, because his Word is truth (John 17:17). Therefore, we 
must not exclude any item found in his Word, and we must not in- 
clude any item not found in his Word. 

in matters of religion we are to walk by faith (2 Corinthians 5:7). 
Since faith comes by hearing the Word of God (Romans 10:17), 
anything not authorized by the Bible cannot be done by faith...and 
whatever is not of faith is sin(Romans 14:23). 

The five items of worship observed by the first-century church 
were singing, praying, preaching, giving, and eating the Lord’s 
Supper. 

If you are acquainted with churches of Christ you are probably 
aware that in two of these items our practice is different from that 
of most religious groups. So permit me to focus on these two, and 
state our reasons for what we do. 


A Cappella Singing 


One of the things people most frequently notice about churches 
of Christ is that we sing without the use of mechanical in- 
struments of music - a cappella singing is the only music used in 
our worship. 

Simply stated, here is the reason: we are seeking to worship ac- 
cording to the instructions of the New Testament. The New Testa- 
ment leaves instrumental music out, therefore, we believe it right 
and safe to leave it out, too. If we used the mechanical instrument 
we would have to do so without New Testament authority. 

There are only 8 verses in the New Testament on the subject of 
music in worship. There they are: 

‘*And when they had sung a humn, they went out to the Mount 
of Olives’’ (Matthew 26:30). 

** about midnight Paul and Silas were praying and singing 
hymns to God...’ (Acts 16:25). 

‘Therefore | will praise thee among the Gentiles, and sing to 
thy name’ (Romans 15:9). 

** .. will sing with the spirit and | will sing with the mind also”’ (1 
Corinthians 14:15). 

‘* be filled with the Spirit, addressing one another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing and making melody to the 
Lord with all your heart’’ (Ephesians 5:18,19). 

‘*Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly, as you teach and ad- 
monish one another in all wisdom, and as you sing psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs with thankfuiness in your hearts to 
God’’ (Colossians 3:16). 

“| will declare thy name unto my brethren, in the midst of the 
church will | sing praise unto thee’’ (Hebrews 2:12). 

‘is any one among you suffering? Let him pray. Is any cheer- 
ful? Let him sing praise’’ (James 5:13). 

The mechanical instrument of music is conspicuously absent in 
these passages. 

Historically, the first appearance of instrumental music in 
church worship was not until the sixth century A.D., and there was 
no general practicing of it until after the eighth century. 

instrumental music was strongly opposed by such religious 
leaders as John Calvin, John Wesley and Charles Spurgeon 
because of its absence in the New Testament. 
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Weekly Observance of The 
Lord’s Supper 


Another place where you may have noticed a difference bet- 
ween churches of Christ and other religious groups is in the 
Lord’s Supper. This memorial supper was inaugurated by Jesus 


-on the night of his betrayal (Matthew 26:26-28). It is observed by 


Christians in memory of the Lord’s death (1 Corinthians 11:24,25). 
The emblems - unleavened bread and fruit of the vine - symbolize 
the body and blood of Jesus (1 Corinthians 10:16). 

Churches of Christ are different from many in that we observe 
the Lord’s Supper on the first day of every week. Again, our 
reason centers in our determination to follow the teaching of the 
New Testament. It says, describing the practice of the first- 
century church, ‘‘And upon the first day of the week...the 
disciples came together to break bread...’’ (Acts 20:7). 

Some have objected that the text does not specify the first day 
of every week. This is true - just as the command to observe the 
Sabbath did not specify every Sabbath. The command was simply, 
‘*remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy’’ (Exodus 20:8). The 
Jews understood that to mean every Sabbath. It seems to us that 
by the same reasoning ‘‘the first day of the week’’ means the first 
day of every week. 

Again, we know from such respected historians as Neander and 
Eusebius that Christians in those early centuries took the Lord’s 
Supper every Sunday. 


Terms of Membership 


Perhaps you are wondering, ‘‘How does one become a member 
of the church of Christ?’’ What are the terms of membership? 

Churches of Christ do not speak of membership in terms of 
some formula which must be followed for approved acceptance in- 
to the church. The New Testament gives certain steps which were 
taken by people in that day to become Christians. When a person 
became a Christian he automatically was a member of the church. 

The same is true of churches of Christ today. There is no 
separate set of rules or ceremonies which one must follow to be 
inducted into the church. When one becomes a Christian he, at 
the same time, becomes a member of the church. No further steps 
are required to qualify for church membership. 

On the first day of the church's existence those who repented 
and were baptized were saved (Acts 2:38). And from that day for- 
ward all those who were saved were added to the church (Acts 
2:47). According to this verse (Acts 2:47) it was God who did the 
adding. Therefore, in seeking to follow this pattern, we neither 
vote people into the church nor force them through a required 
series of studies. We have no right to demand anything beyond 
their obedient submission to the Savior. 

The conditions of pardon which are taught in the New Testa- 
ment are: 

1) One must hear the gospel, for ‘‘faith comes by hearing the 
word of God"' (Romans 10:17). 

2) One must believe, for ‘‘without faith it is impossible to please 
God’’ (Hebrews 11:16). 

3) One must repent of past sins, for God ‘‘commands all men, 
everywhere to repent’’ (Acts 17:30). 

4) One must confess Jesus as Lord, for he said, ‘‘he that con- 
fesses me before men, him will | also confess before my father 
who is in heaven’’ (Matthew 10:32). 

5) And one must be baptized for the remission of sins, for Peter 
said, ‘‘Repent, and be baptized everyone of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of your sins...’’ (Acts 2:38). 


Emphasis on Baptism 


Churches of Christ have a reputation for placing much stress on 
the need for baptism. However, we do not emphasize baptism as a 
"church ordinance,"’ but as a command of Christ. The New Testa- 
ment teaches baptism as an act which is essential to salvation 
(Mark 16:16; Acts 2:38; Acts 22:16). 

We do not practice infant baptism because New Testament bap- 
tism is only for sinners who turn to the Lord in belief and 
penitence. An infant has no sin to repent of, and cannot qualify as 
a believer. 

The only form of baptism we practice in churches of Christ is 
immersion. The Greek word from which the word baptize comes 
means ‘‘to dip, to immerse, to submerge, to plunge."’ And the 
Scriptures always point to baptism as a burial (Acts 8:35-39; 
Romans 6:3,4; Colossians 2:12). 

Baptism is extremely important because the New Testament 
sets forth the following purposes for it: 

1) It is to enter the kingdom (John 3:5). 

2) It is to contact Christ's blood (Romans 6:3,4). 

3) it is to get into Christ (Galatians 3:27). 

4) It is for salvation (Mark 16:16; 1 Peter 3:21). 

5) It is for the remission of sins (Acts 2:38). 

6) It is to wash away sins (Acts 22:16). 

7) It is to get into the church (1 Corinthians 12:13; Ephesians 
1:23). 

Since Christ died for the sins of the whole world and the invita- 
tion to share in his saving grace is open to everyone (Acts 
10:34,35; Revelation 22:17), we do not believe that anyone is 
predestined for salvation or condemnation. Some will choose to 
come to Christ in faith and obedience and will be saved. Others 
will reject his plea and be condemned (Mark 16:16). These will not 
be lost because they were marked for condemnation, but because 
that’s the path they chose. 

Wherever you are at this moment, we hope you will decide to ac- 
cept the salvation offered by Christ - that you will offer yourself in 
obedient faith and become a member of his church.

Civic responsibilities 


Vincent is going ahead at full 
steam with a medical clinic. 

A committee of city officials 
and citizens has put together an 
agreement with Baptist Medical 
Centers (BMC) after disussing 
proposals with Shelby Memorial 
Hospital, the Shelby County 
Commission, and Brookwood 
Medical Centers. 

Land preparation began Mon- 
day on the site which is located 
near the Pentecostal church. The 
town already owned some of the 
property and purchased two ad- 
joining additional lots for $3,000. 


The town is making ar- 
Trangements to borrow, approx- 
imately $70,000 at 8 percent in- 
terest from the Vincent branch of 
the First National Bank of 
Childersburg. This sum will be 
used to construct the building, 
according to County Commis- 
sioner J. Alpha Lowe, who is also 
a resident of Vincent. 

Lowe said the committee is 
asking for people to donate a 
week of their time to help keep 
construction costs down. 

The new facility, which will be

named the Baptist Medical 
Centers-East Shelby Health 
Center, will provide physician 
and nurse practitioner services, 
diagnostic x-ray and laboratory 
facilities, free health education 
and preventative medicine 
courses, counseling services, free 
health screening exams, 24-hour 
telephone physician access line 
and a variety of other services. 
The BMC-East Shelby Health 
Center will be a joint venture bet- 
ween the town of Vincent and the 
Baptist Medical Centers, accor- 
ding to Dr. Karen Joines of the 
Vincent Medical Clinic Board 
and Vincent Mayor Don Greene. 
“This joint approach,’’ said 
Dr. Joines, ‘‘allows the com- 
munity to develop a comprehen- 
sive quality health care program 
through access to the resources 
and expertise of an established 
medical center such as BMC.”’ 
Under terms of the agreement, 
Vincent will construct the health 
center building and the BMCs 
will provide all medical equip- 
ment and personnel. Physicians 
from Baptist Medical Center- 
Montclair will staff the East 


Shelby Health Center and a local 
board will be established to assist 
BMC management in operation 
and future development of the 
center. 

Construction of the 
3300-square-foot bulding has 
already begun and the Center is 
scheduled to open early this fall. 


‘*The eastern Shelby County 
area has been identified for years 
as needing primary medical care 
services,’ said Jim Jarrett, BMC 
director of primary care services. 
“The citizens of this area have 
shown initiative and persistence 
in developing needed health ser- 
vices. We’re very proud to have 
the opportunity to work with 
them on this project and to fur- 
ther expand our healing ministry 
in the Shelby County area.’’ 

The BMC-East Shelby Health 
Center is the second primary 
health care facility to be 
established in the Jefferson- 
Shelby county area by the Baptist 
Medical Centers. Last fall, BMC 
opened a multi-physician family 
health center in the Leeds com- 
munity. 


Voter reidentification 
extended to June 30 


The reidentification of voters 
in Shelby County has run into 
several snags. But one of those 
snags has given a benefit to per- 
sons who failed to reidentify by 
the first deadline of April 15. 

Board of Registrars chairman 
Doris Turner said Monday that 
the deadline has been extended to 
June 30 because the program 
could not be completed in April. 
The purpose of the reidentifica- 
tion program is to purge the 
voters list of names of persons 
who have moved away, have 
died, or for some other reason 
are no longer eligible to vote in 
Shelby County. 

Mrs. Turner pointed out that 
reidentifying is only for persons 
who were already on the list of 
registered voters. 

She said that many people 
seem to think that they can 
become registered voters by fill- 
ing out one of the reidentifying 
cards. This is not true, she em- 
phasized. A person who is 
registering to vote for the first 
time in Shelby County must come 


to the office in person to com- 
plete the necessary forms. 

A problem with names is 
plaguing the board too. Mrs. 
Turner says she has over 500 
reidentifying cards with names 
listed differently than they ap- 
pear on the original voters list. 
She believes many of these are 
women who have remarried. But 
many Others omit or add a middle ° 
name or initial making the names 
just different enough from the 
original registration to be confus- 


ing. 
Anyone in this category should 
telephone the board to help 


straighten out the name problem. 
The board also encountered a 
problem about cards that were 
filled out during the September 
and November elections last fall. 
Poll workers at some of the poll- 
ing places locked up the cards in 
the voting machines rather than 
sending them to the registrar. 
These cards have been found, but 
anyone in doubt should call the 

board.

Ex-deputy charged with hiring executions

Torn scraps of paper retrieved 
from a wastebasket in his home, 
added to the evidence against a 
Shelby man arrested Wednesday. 

The money that 59 year old 
Hubert Hope left in what he 
believed was a “‘hit’’ man’s car, 
was in the denominations listed 
on the pieced together fragments 
of notebook paper. 

Suspected of plotting the 
murders of the state attorney 
general and two Shelby County 
officials, Hope was arrested after 
leaving the money and a rifle ina 
car parked at the Clanton Holi- 
day Inn. 

Agents from the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation learned 
early in May that the Shelby man 
was looking for a ‘‘hit’? man to 
kill Attorney General Bill Grad- 
dick, District Attorney Billy Hill 
and Circuit Court Judge Harold 
Walden. 

An undercover agent was then 
assigned to negotiate a deal with 
Hope. 

A drop had been scheduled on 
two previous occasions before 
Hope actually left the rifle and 
money June 3. 

Authorities said he ‘‘spooked”’ 
the first time and didn’t make an 
appearance at all the following 


week. 
After his arrest at 9:45 p.m. by 


agents from ABI and the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, Hope was 
taken to the Elmore County jail. 

His detention there was due to 


the fact that negotiations for the 
killing had taken place in that 
county. 


Charged with one count of 
conspiracy to commit murder 
and two counts of soliciting the 
crime, Hope’s bond was set at 
$750,000. 

Revenge could have been the 
motive for Hope’s wanting the 
two Shelby County officials out 
of the way, noted one source. 

Hill and Walden had both pro- 
secuted Hope’s sons, Phillip and 
Bobby Joe, who are presently ser- 
ving life sentences for murder. 

One theory put forth on why 
Hope would want Graddick 
murdered, was because of the at- 
torney general’s tough stand on 
granting paroles. 

Other names found on a list 
taken from the suspect’s home 
during the search, were in- 
dividuals who were also con- 
nected in one way or another with 

the trials of the two Hope sons. 


The investigation involving 
Hope began approximately three 
weeks before his arrest when a 
jail inmate at Staten prison 
reported that Hope had asked 
him to supply the name of_a 
*“*hit’’ man. 

That information was reported 
to authorities at the prison, and it 
was then that the undercover 
agent posed as a gunman for hire. 


In all probability, Hope had 
met the man when his sons had 


been in that facility which is close 
to Draper prison. 


Shelby County Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow, who led the search of 
the Hope home Thursday morn- 
ing, was somewhat critical of the 
investigation. 

Although Hill had informed 
him a week earlier of what was 
taking place, the sheriff said that 
the first word he received from 
those in charge of the investiga- 
tion came the day Hope was ar- 
rested. 


Evidence collected by the 
sheriff and his men when they 
searched the ¢lope home included 
grinding equipment and shav- 
ings. 

Analysis is expected to show 
that both are related to the 
removal of the serial number on 
the rifle Hope left in the parked 
car. 

Aluminum type wrapping in 
which the rifle was concealed 
when Hope made his “‘drop,”’ 
was also found during the search. 

In a bedroom closet of the 
home, investigators discovered a 
rifle, two shotguns and a pistol. 

Other evidence seized to show 
that Hope had probable cause to 
hold a grudge was a footlocker 
filled with newspapers giving ac- 
counts of the trials of Phillip and 
Bobby Joe. 

And the district attorney’s ad 
when he ran for office during the 
last election, had been clipped 
from one of the papers. 


In that ad, the DA made clear 
his intention to see that those 
who committed crimes of 
violence be prosecuted and 
sentenced to jail. 

He noted that out of the last 
eight cases he had tried, six of the 
defendants had received the max- 
imum penalty available under 
Alabama law. 


Hill prosecuted Bobby Joe 
Hope after the first conviction 
was reversed. 

He was district judge when the 
two brothers were charged with 
the 1978 murder of Louie Earl 
Jones. The bond he placed on 
each of them was $100,000. 


As district attorney during 
Bobby Joe’s first trial, Walden 
handled the prosecution. 

When Phillip Hope’s case 
came to trial, it was moved to 
Coosa County. And District 
Judge Patti Smith who was then 
an assistant district attorney serv- 
ed as prosecutor. 

Assisting her was Don Valeska 
from the attorney general’s of- 
fice. The jury found the younger 
brother guilty and he was given a 
life sentence. 

Bobby Joe was given life 
without parole because he had 
been found guilty of a crime of 
violence within five years of the 
murder conviction. 

The elder Hope could face ten 
years to life imprisonment on 
each charge if he’s convicted.

What will happen to the Shelby 
County budget when the new 
overtime law for deputies takes 
effect? 

This question was posed by 
county commissioners Monday 
when they discussed the new state 
law just signed by the governor. 
Commissioners believe it will 
supersede any regulations put 
down by the county law enforce- 
ment personnel board. 

The new state law grants over- 

time or compensatory time to 
deputies. Harold Davenport 
recalled how the local personnel 
board had dealt with the issue last 
year. 
“‘Chief Deputy James Jones 
asked us to move some men who 
were working overtime up to the 
rank of sergeant in lieu of paying 
overtime. We did it. Then the 
personnel board voted to pay 
each investigator 10 hours over- 
time. 

Then the Board of Examiners 
of Public Accounts said the way 
the time was being submitted was 
wrong. We cut out the overtime 
because the sheriff asked us to.”’ 

Commissioner Jake Morris ad- 
ded, “I think if the sheriff 


doesn’t authorize overtime we 
won't pay it under the new law.”’ 

The commissioners have been 
disgusted with the way the county 
law enforcement personnel board 
conducts its business for some 
time.

The State Ethics Commission 
has cleared the way for Gov.

The governor brought the 
Public Service Commission back 
to full strength during the week 
with the appointment of State 
Rep.

Mobile home issue 
still unresolved 


The issue of mobile homes in 
the city limits of Columbiana re- 
mained unresolved after Thurs- 
day night’s meeting. 

One individual was given per- 
mission to move into a mobile 
home on the Hwy. 25 bypass, 
while another person’s request 
was denied. 

Councilwoman Jessie Jones 
voted against both requests. She 
was against the council taking 
any action until amendments to 
the present ordinance regulating 
that type of dwelling were passed. 

The ordinance only allows 
mobile homes to locate in trailer 
parks. However, there has never 
been any enforcement of that 
law. 

It was Jones’ contention that 
mobile homes could be placed on 
privately owned lots of a specific 
size. 

But she thought they should be 
removed from rental lots, Jones 
said. And if they weren’t in com- 
pliance within 18 months, the 
councilwoman wanted a $100 
monthly penalty to be charged. 

Bringing up the appearance of 
rental lots, Jones was also in 
favor of charging a $50 monthly 
penalty for unsightly looking 
property. 

It was agreed that the city’s 
Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion should be the ones to come 
up with recommendations on 
changing the present ordinance. 

They are to bring those 
changes to the next meeting for 
consideration if at all possible. 

Because the attorney general 
has ruled that a member of the 
water board has a conflict of in- 
terest, Mayor Buck Falkner ask- 
ed the council to be thinking of a 
replacement. 

Bob Barrett, manager of 
Alabama Power Company will 
have to resign. According to the 
ruling, the utility has franchises 
with the city on street right-of- 
way use. 

Another vacancy might occur 
on the Gas Board if board 
member Joe Tidmore chooses to 
continue selling gasoline to the ci- 
ty.

Pirates’ top strength 


The end of the season for 
teams in the Central Shelby Dixie 
Youth baseball league is quickly 
coming to a close.

We all love the outdoors, but 
this good old earth has its army 
of vermin that often marshal an 
attack on you. 

Ticks are strictly outdoor 
enemies. If you or anyone in an 
outdoors party suddenly feels 
weak for no immediately ap- 
parent reason, check for ticks on 
the body, not forgetting scalp, 
armpits and genital region. Sear- 
ching is especially inportant if the 
victim is a child, 

Paralyzing tick bites are quite 
rare, but presence of the ordinary 
harmless kind can be annoying 
enough. Ticks don’t bite where 
you can get at them. 

If you find a tick, don’t try to 
yank it off. If you pull on the 
body, 99 times out of 100 all 
you'll do is tear it from the head, 
which will be left in your skin. 

Gently try to coax it out. A lit- 
tle mineral oil on the beast’s body 
will clog up its breathing ar- 
frangements and convince it to 
come up for air. Too, Campho- 
Phenique or other all-purpose 
first-aid gel or liquid is well worth 
the reason to stick it in your first

aid kit. Such preparations are 
itch relievers and antiseptics. 

As for mosquitoes, sandflies, 
horse and deer flies, fleas, and 
bedbugs, it’s probably futile to 
say ‘‘don’t scratch,’’ but don’t 
scratch -- if you can help it. Usea 
good repellent -- spray on, lotion 
or soaked pad, all available from 
any pharmacy. Mosquitoes and 
flies attack your naked skin.

(Those turkey-sized mosquitoes 
in the deep swamps have been 
especially irritating to me. Just 
kidding, they are really only the 
size of quail.) 

Let’s not forget mites, especial- 
ly the redbug. Redbugs travel in 
herds and are barely visible to the 
naked eye. They burrow into the 
skin, giving off chemicals to keep 
the blood from coagulating 
around them. The peculiar 
burring-itching once experienced 
is never forgotten. Using an all- 
purpose first-aid gel or liquid will 
suffocate the mites while reliev- 
ing itching and pain. 

Bees, wasps, hornets, yellow- 
jackets, etc., don’t want to sting 
you. But if they think you are 
threatening them, they will go for 
you. 

Unless you are one of the un- 
fortunates who get a_ severe 
allergic reaction to the venom, in- 
sect stings are painful but not 
serious. 

To avoid attracting attention 
of bees, wasps, hornets, and 
suchlike stingers, don’t wear per- 
fume -- even after-shave lotion -- 
outdoors, Don’t wear bright col- 
ors. They will make flying var- 
mints buzz round you looking for 
the place you keep your pollen. If 
they do come buzzing, don’t try 
to scare them off by waving your 
arms about. They don’t scare

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‘“Maine-iacs’” take a break in Damascus 


Installment No. 6 
by David F. Moore 

(Damacus, Va.) If hiking to 
Maine is crazy, Jeff Mitchell and 
1 aren’t the only loons loose on 
the Appalachian Trail. The 
mountains and forests are full of 
**Maine-iacs,’’ as Mitch says. 

As many as fifty thru-hikers set 
out from Georgia on the Ap- 
palachian Trail during the first 
week of April, the week Mitch 
and I departed. Faster hikers 
soon pulled away in a trail of dust 
and/or mud. Slower hikers still 
lag behind us somewhere on the 
trail. Some hikers have dropped 
out along the way, some haven't 
even started yet, and others start 
in Maine and hike to Georgia. 

Of the 751 hikers recognized by 
the Appalachian Trail Con- 
ference as having completed the 
2000-mile-plus trail since 1934, 
one hundred of them finished the 
Appalachian Trail just last year. 
How many hikers are on the trail 
this year, and how many will 
complete the whole crazy thing, 
no one yet knows. 

This much I do know, 
however: the bunch of hikers that 
left Georgia when we did has 
formed into a sort of flowing 
community which is slowly leap- 
frogging its way to Maine. 

Although this community 
tends to space itself out along the 
trail, from time to time it gets 
lumped together, usually in the 
towns through which the Ap- 
palachian Trail passes. One such 
impromptu lumping occurred 450 
miles from Georgia at ‘‘The 
Place,’’ a hostel in Virginia run 
by the Damascus United 
Methodist Church, 

I figured that having thirty-two 
**Maine-iacs’’ gathered under 
one roof was an excellent oppor- 
tunity to ask around and see just 
why people hike the Appalachian 
Trail, and what it has meant to 
them in the first six weeks. 
Maybe, I thought, I can find out 
if hiking to Maine is truly crazy, 
or not. Here’s what the hikers I 
talked with had to say in the 
order in which I spoke to them: 


Rick ‘‘Stetzy’’ Bretz, 19, 
Whitehall, Pa.: ‘‘l was inspired 
as_a boy while camping at the 
Delaware Water Gap. Also, I 
guess I’m a naturalist. I haven’t 
liked the dams and the man-made 


things along the trail. I liked 
Laurel Fork and the other 
streams. And I liked the Smokies. 
I just wish I had more time to 
stay at places.”’ 

**Freedom of mind--that’s why 
I’m hiking the trail. I want 
freedom of mind.”’ 


Tim ‘The Cat’’ Harakal, 19, 
Whitehall, Pa.: ‘‘You could say 
I’m hiking the trail for spiritual 
revitalization. It gives me more 
time to deal with the open aspects 
of revitalizing myself.’’ 

**] hate society’s status system, 
and people’s lack of considera- 
tion for the environment. I love 
the trail, though. Definitely, it’s 
everything I wanted, and more. 
There’s nothing I’d rather be do- 
ing right now, and that includes 
sex (being with my 
girlfriend)—well, sometimes.”’ 

Mickey Roma, 21, Whitehall, 
Pa.: ‘‘Why am I here? I wonder 
that sometimes...I guess I always 
envied people who hiked the trail, 
and I thought I’d see if I could do 
| ind 

“I'll make it to Maine, for 
sure. I'll say this too--the trail’s a 
lot more than I thought it’d be.’’ 

Eric McCloud, 20, Bowie, 
Md.: This is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity. I love the woods 
and I love to backpack. Hiking 
the trail is a kind of Ernest Hem- 
mingway type of revitalization 
for me. Being out in the woods 
gives me the strength to cope with 
not being in the woods. True 
realization of hiking the trail will 
come when I get back to my non- 
woods environment.”’ 

‘‘Hiking the trail just seems 
like a natural thing to do. Also it 
gives me an opportunity to see 
the country--and get interviewed 
by wandering reporters.’’ 

Will Halecay, 22, Lutz, Fla.: 
**I’m out here because I want to 
be. There was no pressure from 
my job or anything like that. I 
was an assistant manager and 
making good coin, but | quit. 
The experience is everything I 
wanted, and more. It couldn’t be 
better. I’m enjoying the ‘shining 
times.’”’ 


Charlie Alsobrook, 62, 
Homewood and Guntersville, 
Ala.: ‘‘I first heard about the 


Appalachian Trail in 1958 and 
I’ve wanted to hike it ever since. 


It’s fulfilling a long, frustrating 
ambition.”’ 

“I guess I’m an adventurer. 
Before I retired last fall I looked 
around at the other retired people 
in my neighborhood and all they 
did every day was manicure their 
lawns and babysit. I didn’t work 
all those years with the phone 
company just to do that.’’ 

‘I’m very grateful that I’m 
physically able to do this at my 
age. I don’t take any medica- 
tions, and I feel physically 
capable of meeting any demands 
of the trail. My wife is suppor- 
tive, too. But she’s probably just 
glad to get me out of the house.”’ 

**After Maine, the question is 
--what’s my next adventure?”’ 

Brian Bowen, 24, Rhode 
Island: 

‘Basically I’m hiking the trail 
for adventure, Also for the views 
and the health. So far I’ve lost 40 
pounds. I used to weigh 275. 
Meeting people is half the trip, 
too. But basically I’m here for 
adventure. I almost stepped on a 
copperhead...” 

Rod Derbyshire, 46, Menlo 
Park, California: ‘‘Realizing the 
ambition of a lifetime--I’ve been 
thinking about hiking the Ap- 
palachian Trail for 25-30 years. 
It’s clearly one of the classic 
things to do. There are classic 
restaurants, and classic moun- 
tains like the Alps, and this trail 
is one of those classic things.”’ 

‘In this civilized day and age 
you can’t duplicate the quality of 
such an epic journey. 
Throughout history, epic 
journeys aren’t unusual. But such 
experiences are very hard to 
duplicate in modern civilization 
without doing something like 
this. There is no epic quality in a 
9-5 job.”’ 

Chris Conrad, 30, Henniker, 
New Hampshire: ‘I’m hiking 
the trail because it beats working 
and I enjoy backpacking. I had 
the opportunity to do it and I 
took it. I may never have the op- 
portunity again.’’ 

Ramion ‘‘Mack’’ McDonald, 
21, Norfolk, Virginia: ‘1 love the 
outdoors and this is something 
I’ve wanted to do since I was 13. I 
remember in the seventh grade I 
was supposed to be studying in 
the library, but instead I sneaked 
a look at a National Geographic 
and read a story about the Pacific

“Il was an eagle scout and go- 
ing to the woods kept me off the 
streets.

Len: ‘‘‘People say I’m crazy 
doing what I’m doing’--John 
Lennon. But I don’t feel crazy at 
all. This feels very natural. I 
don’t know what will eventually 
come of this all, but we’re not go- 
ing to be the same people as when 
we started. This is like six months 
of analysis.’’ 

Don Weber, 60, Wilmington, 
Delaware: ‘‘There’s nothing real- 
ly complicated or deep about why 
I’m hiking the trail.

**] was brought up in a world 
where it was unthinkable to do 
something like this. At twenty- 
four I had a family, and whether 
or not I thought of it that way, 
my life was trapped. People my 
age always assumed that if we did 
our jobs, things would turn out 


right. Young people today ques- 
tion things instead of taking them 
for granted. It’s this new attitude 
that leads people to make deci- 
sions like hiking the trail.’’ 

“People I run around with 
(since retiring as an accountant 
for DuPont) own boats and play 
golf. Their lives aren’t concerned 
with the things these hikers are 
concerned with. There are other 
perspectives and unless you get 
out like this, you don’t know 
what they are. So this is a big 
adventure for me. And I tell_you, 
it won’t be my last.” 

John Barleon, 29, Henniker, 
New Hampshire: ‘‘I’m enjoying 
myself, I didn’t want hiking the 
trail to be one of those things ‘I 
wish I had done when I had the 
opportunity.’ It meant enough to 
me to completely tear up my 
roots. I needed the time to think 
and get my personal values 
straight, so I can come up witha 
conclusion about what to do with 
my life. I don’t expect the trail to 
answer all the questions. I expect 
it to relax me enough to clear my 
head at work-a-day problems,’’ 

Lanny Hartman, 20, Culpep- 
per, Virginia: ‘‘This is something 
I enjoy, and I couldn't live 
without something I enjoy. I’d 
rather have time than money -- 
that’s what it boils down to. I’m 
young and I want to travel and 
try different life styles.”’ 


“*Time is only of consequence. 
If you’re going to be on earth

$4 § “‘Do we vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ to 


becoming a part of Montevallo?”’ 

That question is being debated 
in the area southeast of town as 
residents prepare to vote next 
Tuesday. 

The boundary lines of the pro- 
posed area were carefully drawn 
after lengthy debate last year to 
exclude most of those persons 
who did not want to be annexed 
to the city. Included is a part of 
Dry Valley along highway 155, 
and Calmont Woods on highway 
25) 

But a few landowners who ob- 
ject had to be included because 
the property under vote must be 
‘contiguous.’ 

Petitions seeking the annexa- 
tion showed signatures of a wide 
majority favored it. 

In the last few weeks, however, 
a vigorous campaign has been 
undertaken by those who do not 
want the annexation, and an 
anomymous list of 15 points is 
circulating among the residents. 

Those who favor the annexa- 
tion are upset that the 
anonymous letter contains what 
they feel are many misleading 
statements. 

The letter claims that costs of 
the sewer system will be added to 
the water bills, but this is not 
true, according to city officials. 
A sewage fee is assessed only to

The proposed 
area of annexation has no sewers, 
and will not have sewers in the 
forseeable future, even if they do 
vote to come in to the city. 

Other points the proponents 
think are misleading involve the 
‘‘Agricultural’’ zoning that most 
of the area would have.

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Combining agencies proves wise 


by Fob James 

After nearly two years of 
operation, the special narcotics 
unit set up by the Department of 
Public Safety is showing some ex- 
cellent results. 

When it was determined in ear- 
ly 1977 that three agencies of 
state government were overlapp- 
ing in investigations of drug 
pushers, and drug rings operating 
in and around the State of 
Alabama, the special unit was 
formed as an experiment. At the 
time, Public Safety, Public 
Health, and the ABC Depart- 
ment all had officers working in 
investigation and prosecution of 
drug racketeers. 


In many instances, par- 
ticipating officers found that 
other investigators were working 
the same projects. Besides the ob- 
vious duplication of manpower, 
the full range of paperwork, 
equipment, and arrest authority 
complicated the process. Shortly 
after the experiment began, we 
saw it would and could produce a 
superior drug enforcement unit. 
On May 23, 1979, the unit 
became official and transfers 
were made to combine all agen- 
cies into one in the Department 
of Public Safety. 

Under the direction of Col. 
Jerry Shoemaker, director of the 
Department of Public Safety, 
Major Bob Milner, chief of the 
Alabama Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, and Capt. Brady Taylor, 
State Narcotics Unit Leader, this 
unit has become extremely effi- 


cient. We owe a great debt of 
thanks to these men. 

To date, hundreds of millions 
of dollars in drugs, cars,. trucks, 
boats, and aircraft have been 
confiscated, and the drug pushers 
have been put behind bars. Dur- 
ing the last legislative session we 
designed a bill which became law 
to confiscate the money obtained 
in drug raids, and give it to the 
arresting agency. 

The number one goal of this 
narcotics unit is to stop the flow 
of drugs into Alabama, and stop 
the criminals who would sell 
these drugs on the streets of your 
neighborhoods, the playgrounds 
of your schools, and the college 
campuses. 

In addition to the fine work 
done on the state level, this unit 
must also work closely with local 
law enforcement agencies. The 
Sheriff Departments and city 
police have provided excellent 
support in a cooperative effort. 

To illustrate the work of the 
unit and local agency efforts, and 
to show how close to home the 
drug problem really is, we invited 
some reporters to accompany me 
on a marijuana field discovery. 

On Friday morning, June 12, 
we arrived in a three-quarter acre 
field of marijuana plants just 25 
miles southwest of Montgomery. 
Acting on information supplied 
by Lowndes County Sheriff John 
Hulett, the narcotics unit was 
lead to this active field. Though 
no arrests were made, there was 
evidence of activity in the field 
from the days before. 


Postmaster tells 
of hidden costs 


**Americans are receiving more 
mail than at any time in postal 
history,’’” says Columbiana 
Postmaster Elbert Gibson. 

**Yet, when it comes time to 
call the movers, one of the most 
over-looked of all procedures is 
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notifying the proper parties of 
the change of address. In addi- 
tion to the personal expense and 
inconvenience to the homeowner 
and mailers, undeliverable-as- 
addressed mail has become one 
of the hidden costs of mailing.’’ 

Postmaster Gibson says the 
Postal Service spends about $550 
million a year to handle an 
estimated 4.5 billion pieces of 
mail that is undeliverable. ‘‘This 
is expense that ultimately ends up 
within the price of postage 
stamps, and worse, it is un- 
necessary, Change of address is a 
simple matter today.’’ 

The Postal Service has been 
urging its customers to inform all 
correspondents promptly of ad- 
dress changes at least 30 days 


' before a scheduled move. With 


an assist from moving com- 
panies, real estate agents and 
Others, the Postal Service 
distributes from ten to 16 million 
change of address kits every year 
to make it easier to notify cor- 
respondents and publishers. 

“The primary strength of this 
program is that everyone benefits 
from it,’’ says Postmater Gibson. 
“The family that is moving 
benefits because their mail con- 
tinues to arrive promptly, stores 
and other business cor- 
respondents can avoid billing 
problems, and the Postal Service 
is able to process the mail more 
efficiently and at less cost.” 

The waste is estimated at $550 
million per year. 


Shortly after we left, six other 
fields were found, slightly 
smaller, but more cultivated. The 
first field had 6,500 plants in it, 
each over its life span worth 
$300. The total value of the first 
field is estimated to be worth ap- 
proximately $2 million. This 
could put the value of the eight 
fields at perhaps $16 million! 

This narcotics unit uses the 
most sophisticated equipment 
available to perform this task. 
Helicopters are used for large 
area surveillance. The other fields 
found in this raid were found 
with a helicopter. 

But even with all law enforce- 
ment agencies working together, 
there is more to do than the cu-

(Roanoke, Va.) The bodies of 
two missing Appalachian Trail 
hikers were recently recovered 
from shallow graves in a southern 
Virginia national forest. At the 
time of this writing no arrests 
have been made in connection 
with the case, 


Bob Mountford and Susan 
Ramsey; both 27 years old and 
both from Ellsworth, Maine, 
were last seen hiking the Ap- 
palachian Trail on May 19, 
authorities have determined. 
They were due to arrive at the 
Holy Family Hostel in 
Pearisburg, Va. about May 21. 


The Ramsey family reported the 
hikers overdue on May 29. 

An intensive search by local 
rescue crews with tracking dogs 
uncovered the body of Ramsey 
the following evening. When the 
search was continued the next 
morning, workers found Mount- 
ford’s body in the same area, 

Ramsey had been beaten and 
stabbed. Mountford had been 
shot in the head. 

Both bodies were found buried 
within 200 yards of the Ap- 
palachian Trail, which runs 
through the rugged, wooded ter- 
rain of Jefferson National 
Forest. They were near the new 
Wapiti II leanto shelter, about 13 
miles south of Pearisburg, and 


some two milesfrom the nearest 
access road, 

Mountford and Ramsey were 
co-workers at a_ rehabilitation 
center for problem teenagers in 
Ellsworth where they both work- 
ed with the facilities outdoors 
program. 

Hiking the Appalachian Trail 
from Georgia to Maine had been 
a life-long dream of Mountford’s 
acording to his friends. Ramsey’s 
parents said that she had joined 
Mountford in Damascus, 
Virginia and had planned to hike 
with him along the 135-mile sec- 
tion of trail from there to 
Pearisburg. 

Father Harry Winter of Holy 
Family Catholic Church, which 
operates the Pearisburg hostel for 
hikers, noted that some 400 per- 
sons per year stay at the establish- 
ment while hiking all or part of

Mitch and I learned of the 
murders three days later as we 
hiked into the town of Newport. 

It was raining as we hiked into 
Newport and we took shelter for 
the night, along with some dozen 
other hikers who showed up, on 
the front porch of an old house 
owned by Mike Dawson, an of- 
ficial with the Appalachian Trail 
Conference. It was there I read 


Father Winter’s quote on how the. 


hikers back in Pearisburg were 
stunned, It was true in Newport, 
too. Clouds were thick and boots 
and socks damp, but spirits at the 
house that night overclouded 
such matters. The ‘‘family’’ of 
hikers was in shock. 

The Dawsons kept in close 
touch with authorities and in- 
formed us as new developments 
broke. We learned that the sec- 
tion of trail from Pearisburg to 
some 35 miles south of there had 
been closed. We were strongly 
urged not to hike alone. But all 
the important questions remained 
unanswered. Nothing we learned 
made us feel any better. 

After everyone finally went to 
bed, I lay awake in my sleeping 
bag for a long time listening to 
the rain. 

Mitch and I both sported 
blisters on our feet and more sore 
muscles than a football team dur- 
ing spring training. Furthermore, 
it had rained nearly every day of 
the two weeks we had been in 
Virginia. Even if I had any dry 
socks they would be useless inside 
my squishing wet boots. As

southern Virginia will make you 
or break you. 

At least we had shelter--for the 
night--against the elements, But 
where does one go to escape all 
the craziness, the ugliness of the 
‘‘real’’ world, I wondered? 

I’ll be the first to admit that 
escapism was one of the 
motivating factors behind my 
decision to hike the Appalachian 
Trail. For two-and-a-half years I 
had to write news stories about 
man’s inhumane treatment and 
lack of concern for his fellow 
man, and I needed a break. I was 
tired of seeing that side of life. I 
had come to the serenity of the 
woods to write about the beauty 
of world around us.

“I've never been bad sick,” 
declared Johnny Minshew, as he 
celebrated his birthday last 
month, 

However, since the Reporter 
talked to him on May 27, Min- 
shew has suffered a stroke. 

At presstime Monday, his con- 
dition was still precarious. 

But during his 50 years as a 
miner, Minshew always managed 
to avoid disaster with the excep- 
tion of the time he was burned in 


Since times were hard and he 
had to help support the family, 
which consisted of eight girls and 
two boys, Minshew said he was 
only able to go through the third 
grade. 

**We used to work long hours 
for starvation pay,’’ recounted 
the veteran miner. 

Until the Garfield agreement in 
1918 when mine workers got a 30 
minute lunchbreak, ‘‘we used to 
eat with a biscuit in one hand and

“‘There’d be a lot of dust and I 
knew they weren’t safe,’’ he ex- 
plained. 

And on_ several occasions, 
there were explosions in those 
mines. 

The first pay he received for 
working at a mine was the ten 
cents a can he earned for picking 
slate out of the coal at the Mur- 
ray mines at Adamsville. 


while he was trying to fire a fur- 
nace. 

Some natural gas that was pre- 
sent ignited, and Minshew and 
the helpers he had with him were 
burned. 

However, the skin on _ his 
hands, arms and face quickly 
healed and he was back at work 
two months later.

Johnston said that he waited 
for the woman to leave the store 
before going out after her. 

The woman’s car was parked 
in the fire lane. ‘‘She was in the 
car and I stopped her and asked 
her to step inside the store,”’ 
Johnston said. He said the 
woman replied, ‘‘What for? I 
haven’t done anything.’’ 
Johnston said the woman then 
threw the handbag containing the 
shoes out of the car window on 
the other side.

The list of Shelby County 
voters will appear in next week’s 
issue of the Shelby County 
Reporter.

The printing of the list is a part 
of the voter reidentification pro- 
gram.

The old list of voters contained 
over 36,000 names. The number 
of voters who have reidentified 
themselves is in the neighborhood 
of 20,000, according to Mrs.

Many of the others on the old list 
however, have probably moved 
out of the county or have died, 
she believes.

Governor looks back 
on Medicaid bailout 


by Fob James 

As many Medicaid recipients 
and families of recipients know, 
Alabama’s Medicaid program 
has had a history of moving from 
one crisis to another. For five 
years Medicaid had deficit spent, 
or actually paid out more money 
than was appropriated by the 
legislature. 

Spiraling costs in nursing home 
care, physician fees, and hospital 
charges kept the Medicaid pro- 
gram short on money, Suddenly, 
in 1980, we were faced with fin- 
ding an immediate solution to the 
funding crisis in Medicaid. I ask- 
ed the legislature to transfer some 
money from the insurance fund 
to meet the current needs of the 
program. But I knew, as did the 
legislature, that simply throwing 
money at the problem was not the 
answer for the long term. 

W.H. “tHoke”’ Kerns, Director 
of Medicaid, and I wrote several 
bills which were designed to reach 
a long term solution to the grow- 
ing Medicaid funding crisis and 
return Medicaid to financial 
soundness. Since these bills pass- 
ed in 1980, you’ve probably not 
heard much about them. Let me 
give you a progress report. 

Two bills were written to allow 
the Medicaid recipient an oppor- 
tunity to pay a portion 
(co-payment) of their drug and 
physician bills. The drug co-pay 
was set on a scale of fifty cents to 
three dollars, depending on the 
total drug bill. This has worked 
well and has encouraged filling 


prescriptions only when 
necessary, instead of hoarding 
drugs. 


The physician co-pay was 
struck down by federal court. 
Frankly, Hoke and I both knew 
this would probably happen. But 
it has drawn considerable atten- 
tion to the aubses which exist 
when patients see doctors un- 
necessarily. I realize that many of 
the truly needy can’t afford to 
pay the total cost of a visit to a 
physician, but many would feel 
good about contributing two or 
three dollars toward the cost of a 
visit. 

Another bill would have called 
for using a person’s personal con- 
tribution toward nursing home 
care as matching money for 
federal funds. This, too, was in 
violation of federal regulations, 
but an appeal is pending.

Medicaid takes over. Enactment 
of the insurance legislation led to 
record collections from third par- 
ties, including insurance com- 
panies and absent parent con- 
tributions toward medical care. 
In addition, an automation pro- 
cess of filing and collecting 
against recipients’ insurance 
benefits has helped to expedite 
total payment for patient 
Medicaid benefits. 

Last, a bill giving the State 
authority to suspend benefits if 
recipients are involved in fraud 
has shown excellent results. 
Abusers have been caught, 
suspended, and could be pro- 
secuted 


Though we have not fully im- 
plemented the photo-idenfication 
program, we believe it will con- 
tinue to help control the abuse 
and fraudulent use of Medicaid 
benefits. 

As any good administrator 
should seek to do, Hoke Kerns 
used these legislative tools and 
put Alabama’s Medicaid pro- 
gram in the black. Upon Hoke’s 
return to private business last 
summer, Rebecca Beasley took 
control of Medicaid. 

Building on the good work of 
Hoke, Becky has continued to 
stabilize Medicaid, while im- 
proving the efficiency of its 
operation. Alabama currently 
has the second lowest ad- 
ministrative cost - 2.7% - which 
means that over 97 cents out of 
each dollar goes for direct 
benefits. The national average is 
5%. 

Ninety-eight percent of pro- 
viders’ bills (physicians, phar- 
macists, nursing homes, etc.) are 
now paid within 15 days of 
receipt of their bill. Until recent- 
ly, those bills remained unpaid 
for as much as five months. 
Generally, Alabama’s Medicaid 
program is more stable than any 
other Medicaid program in the 
nation. 

At this point in time, the senior 
citizens in our nursing homes and 
the truly needy who must depend 
on Medicaid benefits have no 
reason to be concerned about 
benefits being cut off. Medicaid 
in Alabama is sound, and with 
continued good administration, 
services will continue to improve. 

We've come a long way in a 
short time, and we all owe a great 
debt of gratitude to two excellent 
public servants, Hoke Kerns and 
Rebecca Beasley.

The board decided to in- 
vestigate what effect the new law 
will have on decisions they make 
before proceeding further with 
the issue of overtime pay. 

Under the new law, deputies 
are to get time-and-a-half off for 
working more than 40 hours a 
week or time-and-a-half pay for 
the overtime hours, 

Personnel Board Secretary Bet- 
ty Rayfield reported that during 
the last pay period, two in- 
vestigators had each worked 30 
hours overtime. 

But for several months now, 
investigators have not been paid 
any overtime. 

**None of them have come and 
told us they didn’t get their 
money,’’ pointed out Board 
Chairman Teddy Brahsher. 

‘Unless they complain,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we can’t take action.’’ 

However, investigators seem to 
feel that since the board made the 
ruling on overtime pay, that it’s 
up to them to enforce it. 

Brasher reminded the board of 
his appearance before the com- 
mission and their agreement to 
pay the ten hours of overtime 
each pay period. But the commis- 
sion later discontinued the pay. 

What bothers the board, is the 
fact that the commission made 
their decision without any input 
from them. 

And they’re also riled by the 
failure of the county’s governing 
body to even notify them of tak- 
ing that action. 

Noting that commissioners had 
been sent a letter informing them 
of the board’s meeting, Person- 
nel Board Chairman Teddy 
Brasher noted that, ‘‘Not one of 
them is here.”’ 


“*] still think they should work 
with us,’’ he declared. 

In an effort to keep abreast of 
actions taken by the commission 
and to represent the board, Dot 
Scruggs was asked to attend com- 
mission meetings. 

When the matter of payroll 
certification was brought up, 
board member Mickey Johnson 
said he didn’t think the law set- 
ting up the board provided the 
authority for that. 

The board has been concerned 
that their secretary has not been 
given the payroll to ascertain 
whether the correct payments are 
being made. 

It was agreed that Joe Curtin, 
who was instrumental in setting 
up the Shelby County board, be 
consulted about that point. 

Curtin will also be contacted 
about drawing up tests for ad- 
vancement and employment as 
soon as Sheriff Buddy Glasgow 
comes up with a list of the 
classifications he wants. 

Brasher said that board 
member Larry Dillard, who was 
to get the information from the 
sheriff, had been unable to do so 
since Glasgow had been out of 
town, 

After the board has the list of 
classifications, Brasher said that 
a special called meeting would be 
held, probably within the next 
two weeks. 

Two radio operators hired by 
the sheriff on a temporary basis 
are among the employees who 
must be tested, 

They were hired on an 
emergency basis when the discon- 
tinuance of CETA funding 
resulted in the loss of two 
operators. 


Courthouse dome 


Administrator Roland Brad- 
ford of Shelby Medical Center 
notified the county commission 
Monday that the hospital is get- 
ting together information on out- 
of-county residents. 

The commission has requested 
a list of persons who do not live 
in Shelby County but who are 
given hospital care as indigents at 
the tax-supported hospital in 
Alabaster. 

Commission chairman Tommy 
Snowden has expressed concern 
that the hospital wrote off some 
$905,500 last year in ‘doubtful 
accounts’ in addition to ‘charity’ 
accounts of $165,900.

The commission okayed a li- 
quor license to Twin Pines Con- 
ference Center in northeast 
Shelby County Monday. 

The center had asked for the 
license to use only for people at- 
tending meetings and conven- 
tions there.

Six individuals entered guilty 
pleas when a misdemeanor 
docket was called in Circuit 
Court Monday. 

-And a trial was scheduled 
Wednesday morning for Annie 
M. Cobb, charged by the City of 
Alabaster with disorderly con- 
duct. 

Fourteen cases were continued 
and another five cases dismissed. 
One of the cases continued was 
that of Mrs. Shirley Penhale who 
was charged with harassing com-

The case has been continued 
since it was appealed from 
district court last June.

House lines redrawn | 


A legislative committee has 
recommended a redistricting plan 
which would leave three of 
Alabama’s seven congressional 
districts unchanged and make on- 
ly minimal changes in the other 
four districts. 

The special committee was 
created by the legislature to draft 
legislation for both congressional 
redistricting and legislative reap- 
portionment as a result of 
population changes within the 
state disclosed by the 1980 cen- 
sus. 

The congressional redistricting 
proposal drafted by Rep. Rick 
Manley of Demopolis and Sen. 
Lister Hill Proctor of Sylacauga 
would leave Rep. Jack Edwards’ 
Ist District, Rep. Bill Dickinson’s 
2nd District and Rep. Ronnie 
Flippo’s 5th District unchanged. 

Rep. Bill Nichols’ 3rd District 
would lose Lowndes County. It 
would be moved to the 7th 
District represented by Con- 
gressman Richard Shelby. The 
7th District also would get St. 
Clair County, which is now in 
Rep. Tom Bevill’s 4th District. 

Bevill’s district also would lose 
one precinct in Jefferson County 
while gaining two additional 
tracts. Shelby, besides picking up 
Lowndes and St. Clair Counties, 
also would gain 24 new tracts 
from the recent census. 

Congressman Albert Lee 
Smith's 6th District would lose 
Precincts 1, 2, 4, and 12 in Jeffer- 
son County ‘‘as constituted on 


Nov. 1, 1970” but would pick uy 
26 new tracts. 

The committee will have 
public hearing on the propose 
new redistricting plan at th 
University of Montevallo on Juz 
30 and another later the same d 
at the state capitol in Mor 
tgomery.

Forty of the prisoners in the 
jail should be in state prisons, not 
the county jail. 

This was the picture painted of 
conditions at the county’s $2 
million jail at the county commis- 
sion meeting Monday. 

Commissioner Don Murphy 
said he had taken a quick tour 
through the jail before the com- 
mission meeting and noticed 
these things which he said needed 
attention. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said he couldn’t believe the 
sheriff couldn’t get the garbage 
picked up. He advised Deputy 
Wayne Lucas to call Klean Coun- 
ty garbage service or the county’s 
solid waste supervisor Carlton 
Franks to get it handled at once. 

The problem with water inside 
the jail is said to be that there is 
only one cutoff valve in the entire 
building. 


Whenever there is a plumbing 
problem, the water to the entire 
jail must be cut off to make 
repairs. There is no regulator on 
the system, so when water is turn- 
ed back on, it blows all the 
gaskets, according to Lucas. Pen- 
cils are jammed in some foun- 
tains to keep the water from con- 
tinually running, he said. 

The jail’s architects came in for 
their share of abuse for allowing 
such a mistake in design. 

Chief Deputy James Jones said 
there is nothing the county can do 
about the 40 state prisoners. All 
the state prisons are full and can- 
not take any more prisoners 
because of court orders. He said 
he is concerned about the safety 
of jailers when they must walk 
through the jail. 

Jones added that prisoners will 
tear up anything as soon as it is 
repaired.

The cardiac laboratory at 
Shelby Medical Center is now 
complete with the addition of 


' Echocardiograms and Doppler 


vascular studies. These pro- 
cedures were added to holter 
monitoring and EKG stress 
testing which have been in service 
for sometime, according to San- 
dra Morris, Cardiac Laboratory 
Director. 

None of the procedures involve 
the introduction of probes into 
the body such as in arteriograms, 

The use of holter monitors was 
the first of four procedures 
started here in 1976. 

The holter monitor is a small 
tape recorder which records the 
patient’s heart beat over a 24 
hour period either in or away 
from the hospital. 

The EKG Stress test was the se- 
cond addition to the cardiac pro- 
cedures. During the test the pa- 
tients heart rhythm and rate are

monitored by EKG. About 15-20 
tests are conducted monthly at 
Shelby. 

The Echocardiogram, which 
has been available since July of 
1980, uses sonar waves to show a 
cross-section of the heart in- 
cluding the size and dimensions 
of the valves and arteries. 

The cardiac lab now performs 


30-40 ‘‘echos”’ each month. 

The use of vascular studies 
began approximately eight mon- 
ths ago at Shelby. These studies 
are performed with a Doppler 
probe which is actually a small 
extremely sensitive microphone. 
The probe is placed on an artery 
or vein and records the move- 
ment of blood through the vessel. 


Lime plant lays off 


A downturn in business has 
forced the layoff of 52% of the 
employees of the Martin Marietta 
plant between Montevallo and 
Calera. 

Beginning June 29, 111 people 
will be laid off indefinitely. 

“‘We hope it won’t be for too 
long,’’ remarked plant manager 
Charles Miller. But he said 
economic conditions would 
determine when the employees 


could return to their jobs. 

The shipping department, he 
said, will remain intact. But he 
noted cement kilns are down and 
the finishing mills are being 
operated with a skeleton crew. 

Miller said that the laid off 
workers won’t be hurting too 
badly because they’ll be able to 
collect sub-benefit compensation 
from the company along with 
unemployment payments.

Feast or famine explains wheat picture ¢_ 


by Ed Curran 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 

You've probably heard the ex- 
pression; It’s either feast or 
famine. It sort of explains the 
world wheat situation in a nut- 
shell. A year ago, with many 
parts of the world--including 
these United States—in the throes 
of a drought, the prophets of 
gloom and doom were having 
their day. 

Grain prices were going up; 
there wouldn’t be enough to feed 
the starving; American 
housewives were going to have to 
pinch their already tight food 
budgets just a bit more. 

Then came the all out wheat 
planting by farmers--not just 
American farmers it turned out. 
And, now comes the prediction 
that we're going to harvest more 
winter wheat then ever before. 
Ten percent more than last year’s 
crop. More than two billion 
bushels of it. 

To put the whole thing into 
perspective, consider this: Winter 
wheat is our biggest wheat crop. 
It normally accounts for 75 per- 
cent of our wheat production. 
But, just six short years ago-- 
back in 1975--we were bragging 
all over the place about finally 
producing a two billion bushel 
wheat crop. And, that one in- 
cluded durum and other spring 
wheat as well. 

So, what does all this mean? 
Lower wheat prices to farmers, 
you can bet the rent on that. But, 
how about the American 
housewife? Will she get a break 
out of all this? Don’t bet the rent 
on it.

Here’s what it amounts to. 
There’s apt to be a world wheat 
glut. Which means that wheat 
prices will go down. This has got 
to bring feed grain prices down-- 
unless there’s another drought in 
our future this year. 


This should dampen dairy, 
egg, chicken, pork and beef 
prices. You'll .otice that the 
word is ‘‘dampen,”’ which sort of 
means that prices won’t go up as 
much as economists originally 
thought.
